Preliminary Report on Unemployment Insurance 
Statistics, April 1978 — Advance Information 


The number of persons drawing unemployment 
insurance benefits for the week ending April 15 
totalled 948,000", a drop of 4% from the previous 
month but 9% more than in April 1977. Seven percent 
of the beneficiaries in the latest month reported some 
earnings from employment. 

Unemployment insurance benefits paid to claimants 
in April amounted to $436*million, down 7% from 
March but 23% greater than in April 1977. For the first 
four months of 1978, payments reached $1,882 million 
compared with $1,559 million in the same period of 
1977, a rise of 21%. The average weekly benefit 
advanced 9% to $109.97 based on the year-to-date 
payments. 

Some 217,000 claims were received in April from 
persons seeking benefit, an increase of 5% from March 
and up 9% from a year earlier. The claim load for the 
first four months of 1978 was 7% more than for the 
January-April 1977 period — 935,000 compared to 
878,000. 


“The count of beneficiaries cannot be related to the 
benefit payments made during a month. Whereas the 
latter figure covers all benefit payments made during 
the month, the count of beneficiaries represents the 
number of persons receiving benefit for a specific 
week each month. 


Domestic Washing Machines and Clothes Dryers, May 
1978 — Advance Information 

Canadian manufacturers’ domestic sales of automatic 
washing machines were 27,305 units in May, down 
from 27,854 in May 1977. Conventional washing 
machine sales were 5,364 units compared to 5,451 
(revised) a year earlier. Canadian sales of electric 
clothes dryers rose to 21,913 units from 20,321 in May 
1977.

Canadian manufacturers’ domestic sales of refrigera- 
tors rose to 42,396 units in May from 39,009 a year 
earlier, and month-end stocks totalled 106,119 units, 
down from 112,756. Domestic sales of home and farm 
freezers increased to 23,637 units from 22,932, and 
month-end stocks increased to 68,226 units from 
57,818.

March coal production decreased 5.1% to 2,850,139 
tons (2 585 603 metric tonnes) from 3,005,227 tons 
(2 726 296 metric tonnes) a year earlier. Imports 
decreased to 11,207 tons (10 167 metric tonnes) from 
34,349 tons (31 161 metric tonnes). Industrial consu- 
mers used 2,825,178 tons (2 562 958 metric tonnes) of 
coal, up 432,723 tons (392 560 metric tonnes) from 
March 1977 and 501,856 tons (455 276 metric tonnes) 
of coke, down 20,697 tons (18 776 metric tonnes).

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Provincial Government Employment, January-March 
1978 — Advance Information 

The general government services in Canada’s provin- 
cial and territorial governments (excluding British 
Columbia) reported gross payrolis for the first quarter 
of 1978 of $1,274.0 million, an increase of 0.1% over the 
$1,273.0 million reported for the previous quarter of 
October-December 1977. The number of employees 
reported for the last pay period in March 1978 was 
351,496, an increase of 0.7% from the 349,220 reported 
for the same period in December 1977.

Travel Between Canada and Other Countries, May 
1978 — Advance Information 

Preliminary statistics for May show that 2.6 million 
United States visitors entered Canada, down 4.9% 
from May 1977. Canadian residents returning from the 
U.S. numbered 3.1 million, a decrease of 6.8% from 
May 1977. Visitors entering Canada from countries 
other than the U.S. totalled 145,700, up 15.5%, while 
Canadian travellers returning from these countries 
declined by 1.8% to 121,800. 

On a year-to-date basis, 8.6 million U.S. visitors 
entered Canada, a decline of 3.2% from January-May 
1977, while the number of Canadians returning from 
the U.S. decreased by 2.2% to 13.7 million. Visitors 
from other countries increased 9.8% to 358,900, while 
Canadian residents returning from these countries 
totalled 834,800, an increase of 4.5% over the first five 
months of 1977.

Canadian egg production increased 0.8% to 40.2 
million dozen in May from 39.9 million dozen a year 
earlier. The average number of layers was down 1.9% 
to 23.6 million from 24.1 million while the number of 
eggs per 100 layers increased 2.8% to 2,046 from 1,991. 
Farm price of eggs sold for market decreased by 7.6% 
to 61.8¢ a dozen from 66.9¢ a dozen in May 1977.

Railway Carloadings, 7 Days Ended June 21, 1978 — 
Published Only in the Daily 


The volume of revenue freight loaded by railways in 
Canada totalled 3.9 million t (4.3 million short tons) in 
the above-noted week, down 18.9% from the corres- 
ponding 1977 period. The prolonged major mining 
strike in Quebec and Newfoundland continued to 
influence total loadings and was the primary reason for 
a 34.8% drop in eastern division traffic. Movements 
originating west of the Lakehead were also down in the 
latest seven days, declining 0.7%. 

Container-trailer (piggyback) shipments increased 
2.5% over-all. In the West a gain of 10.5% was recorded, 
while in the East a decrease of 0.2% occurred. 

From January 1 through June 21, 1978, rail freight 
loadings aggregated 94.2 million t (103.9 million short 


tons), a decline of 9.5% from 1977. Cumulative 
container-trailer (piggyback) traffic was up 4.7%.

Domestic and Foreign Control of Manufacturing 
Investment in Canada, 1976 to 1978 


Manufacturing investment divided between Canadian 
and foreign control is now available for the years 1976 
(actual), 1977 (preliminary) and 1978 (intentions). 
These data represent a further analysis of total 
manufacturing investment statistics released in Pri- 
vate and Public Investment in Canada, Outlook 1978 
on March 15, 1978 in the Daily and on CANSIM (also 
catalogue 61-205). 

The foreign control of manufacturing investment 
represents almost half of all capital expenditures in 
this sector. More specifically, capital expenditures by 
foreign controlled establishments are estimated at 
48.6% ($3,059 million) of the total program of $6,297 
million in 1978, 49.5% ($2,972 million) of $6,007 million 
in 1977 and 45.1% ($2,465 million) of $5,465 million in 
1976. 

In year-over-year terms, for 1977 and 1978 there are 
sizeable fluctuations in the pattern of the increases of 
estimated capital expenditures between the Canadian 
and foreign controlled portions. In 1978, total manu- 
facturing investment is projected to increase by 4.8% 
with the Canadian and foreign controlled increases 
expected to be 6.7% and 2.9%, respectively. For 1977, 
the total increase was 9.9% with Canadian controlled 
establishments having a 1.2% increase while foreign 
controlled establishments had a 20.6% increase. 

The data noted above are based on today’s release of 
the Investment Statistics Service Bulletin Vol.4, No.2 
(catalogue 61-007, $2.80 a year, available from 
Publications Distribution, Statistics Canada, Ottawa 
K1A OT6). This bulletin contains for manufacturing, at 
the Canada level, capital and repair expenditures by 
country of control (United States, other foreign and 
Canada) for the 20 major industry groups and at the 
provincial level, breakdowns by country of control for 
total manufacturing only. The tabulations in this 
bulletin were prepared jointly by the Construction 


Division and the Financial Flows and Multinational 
Enterprises Division of Statistics Canada. Enquiries 
relating to the bulletin should be directed to Mr.

Therapeutic Abortions, Canada, 1977 — Advance 
Information 


This advance information relates to therapeutic 
abortions authorized under section 18 of the Criminal 
Law Amendment Act, 1969 and reported to Statistics 
Canada for 1977. It also includes figures of legal 
abortions reported to have been performed on 
Canadian residents under the jurisdictions of some of 
the states in the United States during 1977. 

The 10 provinces and two territories reported that 
hospitals under their jurisdictions performed 57,620 
therapeutic abortions during 1977. Canadian residents 
accounted for 57,564 therapeutic abortions or 99.9% of 
the total abortions performed. 

The 57,564 abortions represented an abortion rate of 
about 16.0% (number of therapeutic abortions as a 
percentage of estimated live births for 1977), an 
increase of 7.4% over the abortion rate of 14.9% for 
1976. Abortion rates for the provinces and territories, 
based on estimated live births, were 30.0% in British 
Columbia, 24.9% in the Yukon, 22.5% in Ontario, 17.4% 
in Alberta, 10.3% in Nova Scotia and 10% or less in the 
other reporting areas. The abortion rate for 1977 
relative to 1976 decreased for Prince Edward Island 
and increased for the rest of the areas. 

Incomplete figures for 1977 indicate that Canadian 
residents obtained 2,182 legal abortions in the United 
States — 1,486 abortions in upstate New York, 271 in 
New York City, 201 in the state of Minnesota, 200 in 
Maine, 19 in Vermontand five in Montana. The addition 
of these 2,182 legal abortions to the number performed 
on Canadian residents within this country would give a 
total of 59,746 legal abortions and an abortion rate of 
16.6% of estimated live births for 1977. 

Canadian abortion rates, based on the number of 
females between 15 and 44 years of age and live births 
and live births plus abortions, have been lower than 
similar rates for England and Wales and the United 
States, as shown in the accompanying table. 

The 10 provinces and two territories reported that as 
of January 1, 1977, there were 265 hospitals with 
therapeutic abortion committees. There were 110 
hospitals with therapeutic abortion committees in 
Ontario, 55 in British Columbia, 26 in Alberta, 24 in 
Quebec, 12 in Nova Scotia and 10 or less in the other 
provinces and territories. 

Reports on selected demographic and medical 
characteristics were available for 57,131 abortion 
cases or 99.2% of the total of 57,564 abortion cases for 
Canadian residents in 1977.

More than 60% of the 57,131 women obtaining 
abortions were single, 29% were married and 11% were 
separated, divorced, widowed or living common law. 
The number of single women obtaining abortions 
increased by 2% between 1976 and 1977, and numbers 
decreased by the same percentage for married 
women. 

About 31% of the women obtaining abortions were 
under 20 years of age, more than 30% were between 20 
and 24 years old, more than 36% were between 25 and 
39 and the remaining 3% were over 39 years of age. 

At the time of abortion, more than 84% of the women 
were under 13 weeks pregnant and the remaining 16% 
were 13 weeks and over. The percentage of women 
under 13 weeks pregnant at pregnancy termination 
increased from 79% of total abortions in 1974 to 84% in 
1977. 

Fifty-nine percent of the women obtaining abortions 
had no previous deliveries, 16% one previous delivery, 
14% two previous deliveries and the remaining 9% had 
at least three previous deliveries. In about 2% of the 
abortion cases, the number of previous deliveries was 
not reported. 

Of the 57,131 women having abortions, more than 
9% were sterilized at the same time. The number of 
abortion cases concurrently sterilized decreased by 
about 3% between 1974 and 1977. 

About 7% of the women obtaining abortions 
reported at least one previous spontaneous abortion 
and 11% had at least one previous induced abortion. 
There were complications reported in about 3% of the 
cases. The four leading abortion complications were: 
retained products of conception, occurring in 2.1%, 
laceration of cervix, in 0.3%, and haemorrhage and 
infection, each occurring in 0.2% of the total abortion 
cases. 

In one of every three abortion cases, the woman was 
under 20 years of age. Of the women under 20 years of 
age having abortions 95% were single, 3% were 
married and the other 2% were living common law or 
the marital status was not reported.

Passenger Bus Statistics (Intercity And Rural), May

The accompanying table contains statistics on pas- 
senger bus carriers earning $500,000 or more annually 
from intercity and rural bus operations. Cumulative 
data for the year serves as preliminary information ona 
significant portion of the industry until definitive 
annual statistics are available. Figures have been 
added showing total distance run and fuel consumed, 
using the International System of Units. This is the 
most modern version of the metric system, supported 
by the International Bureau of Weights and Measures. 

It is the system of units which Canada is adopting. 

The following observations apply to the data in this

e Data relating to other services such as charter or 
contract are specific to the surveyed passenger bus 
carriers and are not indicative of over-all charter and 
contract operations;

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Labour Force Survey, Week Ended June 17, 1978 
Statistics Canada estimates that for the week ending 
June 17, 1978, the seasonally-adjusted employment 
level was 10,070,000, an increase of 47,000 from May. 
The employment level rose for all major age/sex 
groups. The level increased by 5,000 for men 15-24, by 
10,000 for women 15-24, by 24,000 for men 25 and over, 
and by 8,000 for women 24 and over. 

By province, the seasonally-adjusted employment 
level increased in Ontario (24,000) and British Colum- 
bia (11,000). The level showed little change in the other 
provinces. 

The seasonally-adjusted unemployment level in 
June was 944,000, a slight decrease of 5,000 from May. 
The level declined for men 15-24 (-9,000) and women 
25 and over (-3,000). For men 25 and over, the level 
increased marginally (6,000), while for women 15-24, it 
showed little change. 

Provincially, the seasonally-adjusted unemploy- 
ment level decreased in New Brunswick (-4,000) and 
Quebec (-4,000). The level in the other provinces 
showed little or no change. 

For the fourth consecutive month, the seasonally- 
adjusted national unemployment rate was 8.6. The rate 
decreased by 0.5 to 15.3 for men 15-24, by 0.1 to 14.1 
for women 15-24 and by 0.1 to 7.9 for women 25 and 
over. For men 25 and over, the rate showed no change. 

The seasonally-adjusted unemployment rate de- 
creased in all provinces except Alberta where it 
increased by 0.3 to 4.7. The rate declined by 0.6 to 17.3 
in Newfoundland, by 0.4 to 9.7 in Prince Edward Island, 
by 0.1 to 10.7 in Nova Scotia, by 1.3 to 11.6 in New 
Brunswick, by 0.1 to 11.4 in Quebec, by 0.1 to 7.4 in 
Ontario, by 0.1 to 6.6 in Manitoba, by 0.3 to 5.0 in 
Saskatchewan, and by 0.2 to 7.8 in British Columbia. 

The seasonally-adjusted national participation rate 
increased by 0.1 to 62.6 in June. The rate increased by 
0.5 to 58.9 for women 15-24, while for men of the same 
age group, it declined by 0.2 to 69.4. For men 25 and 
over, the rate increased by 0.4 to 81.3, while it showed 
no change for women of the same age group. 

The seasonally-adjusted employment/population 
ratio increased by 0.1 to 57.2 in June. The ratio 
increased for all major age/sex groups except for 
women 25 and over. The ratio rose by 0.2 to 58.8 for 
men 15-24, by 0.5 to 50.6 for women 15-24 and by 0.2 to 
76.8 for men 25 and over. For women 25 and over, the 
ratio remained at 40.4. 

The unadjusted level of employment in June was 
10,400,000, compared to 10,044,000 in June 1977. The 
unemployment level was 903,000 in June, compared to 
814,000 last June. The unemployment rate was 8.0, 
while a year ago, it was 7.5. The participation rate was 
64.3, compared to 63.0 last June. The employment/po- 
pulation ratio was 59.1, compared to 58.3 a year ago.

Retail Trade, May 1978 — Advance information 
Total retail trade sales for May reached $6,038.5 
million, an increase of 15.9% from $5,206.1 million in 
May 1977. Sales increased in 26 of the 28 trade groups. 
The most significant advances were posted by the food 
group with sales of $1,447.1 million up 17.5%; motor 
vehicle dealers with sales of $1,382.1 million, up 20.1% 
pharmacies, patent medicine and cosmetic stores with 
sales of $171.4 million, up 15.5%, and the “all other 
stores” group with sales of $680.8 million, up 21.4%. 
The only decreases in sales this month were in general 
merchandise stores, down 0.3% to $135.6 million and 
furniture, T.V. radio and appliance stores, down 1.7% 
to $40.2 million. 

All provinces showed sales increases from May 
1977, ranging from 10.8% for Saskatchewan to 22.9% 
for Prince Edward Island. Montreal sales rose 14.1%; 
Winnipeg 12.4%; Toronto 13.2% and Vancouver 19.0%. 

Revised total retail sales for April were $5,503.5 
million, up 7.7% from $5,106.9 million in April 1977. 

Seasonally-adjusted retail sales for May amounted 
to $5,714.1 million, 2.2% higher than the $5,591.9 
million level of April. Sales rose over the month in 19 of 
the 28 trade groups with the most notable gains for 
department stores, general stores, service stations, 
pharmacies, patent medicine and cosmetic stores and 
the “all other stores” group. The more significant 
decreased from the previous month were shown by 
combination (groceries and meat) stores, general 
merchandise stores and motor vehicle dealers. Sales 
advanced in all provinces except British Columbia.

Viewed in terms of goods and services, the price 
level of goods, including food, increased 1.1% in the 
latest month while that for services was up 0.4%. As a 
result, between June 1977 and June 1978, the price 
level of goods increased by 10.7% while that for 
services rose by 6.6%. 

On a _ seasonally-adjusted basis, the All-items 
Consumer Price Index advanced by 0.6% between May 
and June: this comprised a 1.3% increase in the Food 
index and a 0.3% rise in the index for All-items 
excluding Food. 


Consumer Price Index, June 1978 
The All-items Consumer Price Index for Canada 
(1971=100) advanced by 0.9% from 173.6 in May to 
175.1 in June. As a result, the twelve-month rise 
between June 1977 and June 1978 stood at 9.2%. 
Higher Food prices, up 2.0% in the latest month were 
again largely responsible for this latest monthly rise. 
The index for All-items excluding Food increased by 
0.4% with higher homeownership costs accounting for 
over one half of this rise. 

Higher prices for beef cuts, up 11.1% On average in 


the latest month, were largely responsible for the 2.2% 
increase in the Food at Home index. While fresh fruit 
prices increased, especially those for apples, fresh 
vegetable prices declined as the impact of the price 
increase for potatoes was more than offset by lower 
prices for lettuce and tomatoes. Price increases for 
pork, other meat products and, in three of the Western 
provinces, for dairy products, were also recorded. 

Higher housing charges, reflecting primarily in- 
creased homeownership costs, was the largest contri- 
buting factor in the 0.4% rise in the index for All-items 
excluding Food. Other notable factors included higher 
prices for some North American and imported model 
cars, selected clothing items, train and inter-city bus 
fares and recreational equipment. Gasoline prices and 
automobile insurance premiums recorded slight 
declines. Between June 1977 and June 1978, the index 
for All-items excluding Food advanced by 5.9%. 


In June, the current annual rate of change inthe CPI 
based on the seasonally-adjusted movement in the 
latest three-month period was 8.9%.

Import and Export Price and Volume Indexes, April 
1978 — Advance Information 

The current weighted import price index increased 
1.5% and the export price index increased 1.2% in April 
1978. On a fixed weight basis, the average increase per 
month since the beginning of the year has been 1.4% 
for imports and 1.0% for exports, the Canadian dollar 
having declined an average of 1% a month over the 
same period. 


Thursday, July 13, 1978 


The 30% increase in April seasonally-adjusted 
import volume was an exceptionally large monthly 
increase. When averaged over the first four months of 
the year, import volume shows virtually no change 
compared with the same period in 1977. 

Export volume grew 5.5% in April, the year-to-date 
average being 9.2% higher than a year earlier.

General Wholesale Index, May 1978 

The General Wholesale Index rose 0.1% to 600.6 in 
May from its revised April level of 600.0. The index was 
7.0% higher than in May 1977 when it stood at 561.3. 
The major groups which had the most effect on the 
total index in May were Animal Products, Wood 
Products, Vegetable Products and Non-ferrous Me- 
tals. 

The Animal Products index rose 5.2% due mainly to 
increases of 14.9% for livestick, 11.2% for fresh meats 
and 6.4% for cured meats. These increases were 
partially offset by a 4.8% decrease for fish. 

The Wood Products index declined by 2.1% largely 
on account of decreases of 3.1% for newsprint and 
wrapping paper and 5.1% for cedar. 

The Vegetable Products index decreased by 1.2% 
reflecting decreases of 5.4% for tea, coffee and cocoa, 
2.1% for grains and 4.6% for sugar and its products. 
Potatoes showed a 33.2% increase. 

The Non-ferrous Metals index decreased by 1.3% 
due in part to a 4.8% decrease for silver.

Railway Transport Part V, 1977 — Advance Informa- 
tion 

Revenue freight traffic handled by rail in Canada in 
1977 totalled 272.5 million short tons or 247.2 million t, 
up 3.5% from 1976. 

Domestic loadings were up 4.2% from 1976 to 250.7 
million short tons (227.4 million t). Receipts from U.S. 
connections declined 3.5% to 21.9 million short tons or 
19.8 million t. 
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Of the six major commodity groups under which 
railway freight is reported, only two, Live Animals and 
End Products, showed traffic losses in 1977 when 
compared with 1976. Rail shipments of all types of live 
animals were lower than the previous year with cattle 
shipments (which accounted for 93.5% of the live 
animal category) down by 32.9%. Among end products 
registering notable declines were passenger automo- 
biles, other road motor vehicles and motor vehicle 
engines and accessories. 

The Food, Feed, Beverages and Tobacco category 
increased 6.1% mainly due to a 27.5% increase in 
shipments of wheat. 

The Crude Materials category, which accounted for 
over 52.0% of all freight carried by rail was up 3.0%. 

Carryings of Fabricated Materials were up 5.5% to 
70.8 million short tons (64.3 million t) with lumber, 
potash and coke shipments being noticeably higher 
than the previous year. 

Special Types of Traffic, due mainly to an increase in 
container-on-flat-car (COFC) movements, showed a 
small increase over 1976, rising 1.8%. Non-carload 
freight rose 3.2%.

Statistics Canada, Ottawa 
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Statistics Canada’s Policy on Official Statistics 


Given the increasing role of statistics in the implemen- 
tation of legislation, court decisions, contractual 
agreements and other legal or quasi-legal contexts, it 
may be useful to reiterate for readers of The Daily 
Statistics Canada’s groundrules on the official status 
of its statistics. 

The Daily is Statistics Canada’s vehicle of first 
release and generally provides advance information 
On new compilations, new series or updatings of 
existing series, the more complete details of which are 
indicated as being available in forthcoming publica- 
tions and/or through a named officer or source within 
Statistics Canada. In a limited number of instances, 
complete data are furnished in The Daily only. Thus 
the latest figure promulgated by direct publication in 
The Daily (or by notification in The Daily of its 
availability) is the official statistic that may be 
attributed to Statistics Canada. 

As should be clear from the foregoing, the use of the 
term “advance” in The Daily is not a comment on the 
degree of finality of particular statistics: rather, it 
defines them as the first highlights of statistics which 
are available elsewhere, either currently or prospecti- 
vely, in more detail. Degrees of finality are indicated by 
qualifications such as “preliminary” or “revised”. 
Typically, for instance, the latest (preliminary) statis- 
tics in many monthly series are shown in conjunction 
with statistics for earlier months once published as 
“preliminary” also, but which can now be shown as 
revised. More rarely it is considered useful to publish 
“first” estimates, based on partial returns, of certain 
monthly statistics that are subsequently refined to 
preliminary and then to revised status. (in this 
connection, it might be noted that the seasonally- 
unadjusted figures of the widely-used monthly Consu- 
mer Price Index and Labour Force statistics are not 
subject to such month-to-month revision, although 
their seasonally-adjusted values may be revised at 
longer intervals as more valid seasonal adjustment 
factors become available.) 

Statistics published at less frequent intervals, e.g., 
quarterly and annually, are not normally shown as 
preliminary even though notice of their revision may 
be given at the next round of publication. More 
generally many past series for different periods are 
revised when benchmark data — such as those from 
Decennial and Quinquennial Censuses — become 
available. Advance notice of such historical revisions 
will normally be given in The Daily. 

Users who monitor particular series very closely will 
usually be aware of the patterns of short- and longer- 
term revision which characterize them. In case of 
doubt, clarification can always be secured from the 
appropriate subject-matter officer or area. The manner 
in which statistics produced by Statistics Canada, 
regardless of their indicated or apparent degree of 
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finality, are used is the responsibility, naturally, of the 
user. However, Statistics Canada has adopted as a 
goal of longer-term policy the objective of furnishing 
more complete information on the concepts, defini- 
tions, methods of compilation and quality of particular 
statistics so that users may have a better understan- 
ding of the statistics’ valid uses and limitations.

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Consumer Price Indexes for Regional Cities, June 

1978 
Technical problems encountered with the new 
CPI production system have forced a delay in the 
introduction of the CPI Revision. Statistics 
Canada will advise users of the new month of 
introduction of the revision once these difficul- 
ties have been resolved. Users should note that 
the release date for Regional Cities CPI contai- 
ning data for the reference month of July will 
now be August 23, 1978.

Between May and June, consumer price indexes rose 
in all regional cities with increases ranging from 0.5% 
in St. John’s and Thunder Bay to 1.0% in Halifax. 
Higher prices for beef cuts and increased homeow- 
nership charges were largely responsible for these 
advances. Other important contributing factors were 
higher prices for poultry, fresh fruit, selected clothing 
items, some imported and North American mode! cars 
and train and inter-city bus fares. Lower prices were 
recorded for fresh vegetables, especially for lettuce 
and tomatoes, automobile insurance premiums and, in 
some cities, gasoline.

Preliminary Report of Job Vacancies, Second Quarter 
1978 — Advance Information 


The preliminary estimate of the average number of 

jobs vacant on a daily basis during the second quarter 

of 1978 is 46,200*, an increase of 22% from 37,900 in 
the first quarter of 1978. Compared with the second 
quarter last year the number of vacancies decreased 

by 3,500 (7%). 

Vacancies for full-time jobs increased by 17% to 
40,300 from 34,300 in the first quarter of 1978. Longer- 
term vacancies (jobs unfilled for more than four 
weeks) increased 12% to 13,700. 

For every 1,000 existing jobs in the second quarter of 
1978 five were vacant, an increase of one from the 
previous quarter. The comparable rate a year ago was 
six per 1,000. The highest vacancy rates were in 
Alberta (nine per 1,000) and in Manitoba and Saskat- 
chewan (both six per 1,000). The lowest vacancy rate 
occurred in New Brunswick (three per 1,000). 

*The Job Vacancy Survey provides an estimate of the average 
number of vacancies available on any given day in a three- 
month period. The estimate of this three-month average is 
derived from six observations taken at regular intervals. 
Consequently, the survey does not cover those vacancies 
which occur and are filled between individual observations. 
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In addition, the survey does not cover openings in 
agriculture, fishing, hunting, trapping and households. The 
Job Vacancy Survey is now being conducted by mail only — 
personal interviews have been discontinued to reduce 
costs. Henceforth, estimates obtained from data collected 
by mail will be adjusted by a factor based on the measured 
effect of interviews on estimates produced over the past 
seven years. The data derived from the Job Vacancy Survey, 
taken over time, are consistent and reliable indicators of 
trends in job openings. For detailed definitions and design 
of the survey see Canadian Job Vacancy Survey.

An identical program for air pollution 
control equipment was implemented on March 13, 
1970. Based on accepted applications processed to 
date, capital expenditures made under these programs 
for the period 1970 to 1975 totalled $223 million and 
$190 million respectively.

The number of 
non-fatally injured victims also increased in 1977 to 
213,499 (excluding Newfoundland) from 194,460 in 
1976. These traffic accident figures will not necessarily 
agree with figures released in Crime and Traffic 
Enforcement Statistics (Cat. 85-206) which include 
certain non-traffic accidents investigated by police 
that did not occur ona highway, street or other public 
way. :

Canadian railways loaded 3.6 million t (3.9 million 
short tons) of revenue freight during the first week of 
July, adecrease of 19.8% from the same period in 1977. 
This decrease reflects a strike at iron ore mines in 
Quebec and Labrador. The decrease in the West was 
negligible at 0.1%. Container-trailer (piggyback) 
traffic, however, increased 7.6% in total resulting from 
a 25.6% increase in the West and a 1.8% increase in the 
East. Year-to-date loadings totalled 103.0 million t 
(113.6 million short tons) a decrease of 10.5% from 
1977. Container-trailer (piggyback) traffic increased

Farm Debt Outstanding, 1977 — Advance Information 


Farm debt outstanding in Canada rose to $9.8 billion in 
1977, up approximately 15% from $8.5 billion in 1976.

Railway Transport: Part Il, 1977 — Advance Informa-

Railway operating revenues rose 10.8% from the 
preceding year to $3,538.1 million in 1977 while 
operating expenses rose 8.9% to $3,349.0 million. As a 
result, the industry reported operating income after 
taxes of $189.0 million compared with $116.6 million in 
1976. 

Freight revenues in 1977 rose 11.6% and accounted 
for 83.0% of total operating revenues. Federal govern- 
ment payments to the railways increased 12.9% to 
$355.2 million and passenger receipts reached $99.0 
million, an increase of 10.3%. 

Railway operating expenses for road and equipment 
maintenance were up 13.0% to $1,291.7 million (these 
two accounts were responsible for 38.6% of total 
operating costs). Expenses for transportation opera- 
tions accounted for 38.8%. 

The retained income balance at the close of 1977 
was $760.3 million compared with $765.6 million at the 
beginning of the year. Total assets were increased by 
$592.1 million to $13,898.2 million.

Real Domestic Product*, May 1978 — Advance Infor- 
mation 

The. seasonally-adjusted index of real domestic 
product (1971=100) declined 0.2% to 132.1 in May from 
132.4 in April. The index of industrial production 
decreased 0.8% in May. Goods-producing industries 
were down 0.5%, while service-producing industries 
were down 0.1%. 

In goods-producing industries, agriculture, fishing 
and trapping, mining, manufacturing and utilities all 
recorded declines in output, while only forestry and 
construction experienced gains. Lower dairy and 
poultry production accounted for the decline in 
agriculture. The decline in mining was almost entirely 
due to a drop in metal mines output, which was 
affected by a further cutback in the production of 
nickel and copper. Mineral fuels was down slightly due 
to declining natural gas production. In manufacturing, 
non-durable manufacturing declined sharply, while 
durable manufacturing was unchanged from the April 
level. Within non-durable manufacturing, significant 
declines were reported in production of foods and 
beverages, tobacco products, chemicals, and refined 
petroleum products. Slight increases were reported in 
leather products, textiles, knitting mills, and clothing 
manufacturers. In durable manufacturing, five indus- 
try groups registered moderate increases, while three 
groups declined. Substantial increases were made in 
iron and steel mills and manufacturers of motor vehicle 
parts, while manufacturers of major appliances 
declined sharply. In May, output in utilities declined for 
the third consecutive month, reflecting continued 
weakness in demand for electric power and natural 
gas. Increased logging activity and pulpwood produc- 
tion accounted for the second consecutive monthly 
increase in forestry. The contruction industry recor- 
ded its fourth monthly increase since February; the 
gain in May was due to increased activity in both 
residential and non-residential building. 

in May, the decline in service-producing industries 
was mosily attributable to transportation, storage and 
communications services which were down 0.8%, and 
community, business and personal services. Trade, 
finance, insurance and real estate, and public adminis- 
tration and defence services were relatively unchan- 
ged from April. In transportation, storage and commu- 
nication, substantial decreases were recorded _ in 
railway transport and grain elevators. In railway 
transport, the drop resulted from decreased volumes 
of grain, coal and motor vehicles transported. Whole- 
sale and retail trade were relatively unchanged from 
the April level. A slight increase in wholesale mer- 
chants was offset by a decline in wholesalers of 
petroleum products. In retail trade, hardware and drug 
stores increased significantly, while food stores, 
department stores and motor vehicle dealers declined 
slightly. The decrease in community, business and 


personal services was due mainly to declines in 
services to business manaqement and accommoda- 
tion and food services.

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Capital Expenditures Program, 1978 — A Mid-Year 
Review 


Intended capital expenditures in Canada during 1978 
are now estimated at $49,950 million based on the 
results of the mid-year review recently completed by 
Statistics Canada. This total is 2% above the first 
estimate of $48,983 million for 1978 and 7.4% above the 
$46,491 million for 1977 shown in the March 15 release 
in The Daily and on CANSIM for Private and Public 
Investment in Canada, Outlook 1978 (61-205, $1.05). 

The new total for capital outlays for all construction 
at $32,169 million is 0.8% above the $31,913 million 
estimated earlier for 1978 and 6.3% higher than the 
$30,270 million for 1977. However, this small change 
masks the offsetting effects in the two principal 
components where a further gain of 3.2% for non- 
residential construction was counter-balanced by a 
decline of 3.5% for housing construction since the first 
estimates for 1978. Non-residential construction is 
now expected to reach $21,226 million compared with 
$20,569 million shown earlier for 1978. The new 
amount is 9.8% above the $19,338 million for 1977. 
Residential construction in 1978 is now estimated at 
$10,943 million compared with the $11,344 million 
estimated earlier for 1978 and only marginally above 
the $10,932 million for 1977. Both the current and 
original projection for housing in 1978 used the base of 
230,000 starts. However, the current calculation 
reflects revisions to expected programs in the various 
provinces where some regional difference in unit cost 
for the same type of housing contributes to a lower 
overall total. 

Capital spending plans for the acquisition of new 
machinery and equipment during 1978 now total 
$17,781 million, 4.2% above the earlier estimate of 
$17,070 million and 9.6% higher than the $16,221 
million for 1977. 

Both the business and social capital groups show 
gains at mid-year with the business group showing a 
further increase of 3.7% for a total gain of 10.3% over 
1977. The increase by the social capital group 
(institutions and governments) is 3.3% over the earlier 
estimate for 1978 and 7.5% above 1977. 

Of the further gains in the business sector, estimates 
for agriculture show much more strength in the 
purchases of farm machinery than was expected 
earlier. The 1978 total for agriculture and fishing is now 
$3,247 million, 10.5% above the $2,939 million estima- 
ted earlier and 11.4% above the $2,914 million for 1977. 
The second largest advance is for the utilities group 
($219 million, 2.0%) where the new total of $10,987 
million represents a gain of 17.3% over 1977. The 
further strength was shown in electric power ($79 
million, 1.3%), railway transportation ($48 million, 
7.8%), water transport ($43 million, 31.4%), urban 
transport ($28 million, 8.4%), pipelines ($25 million, 
6.7%), grain elevators ($24 million, 32.5%). Some 
reduction in the planned total is shown for air transport 
($40 million, -11%). The communications group shows 
relatively minor changes at mid-year but at a level 
10.1% above 1977. 

The preceding projected increase in manufacturing 
of 4.8% over 1977 is now revised to 8.3% for anew total 
of $6,503 million. Most industries of this sector show 
further increases, the largest being in chemicals and 
chemical products which also includes the manufac- 
ture of heavy water ($34 million, 2.4%). The other 
industries are as follows: metal fabricating ($34 
million, 16.0%), food and beverages ($31 million, 
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5.9%), non-metallic mineral products ($28 million, 
11.1%), wood products ($20 million, 7.3%). In the case 
of petroleum and coal products, the increase at mid- 
year of $31 million (10.6%) narrowed the projected 
decrease for that industry over 1977 from 22.3% to 
14%. The primary metals group shows some reduction 
in plans at mid-year ($18 million, -2.3%) as does the 
paper and allied industries group ($17 million, -2.2%). 
The net effect is to reduce the gain over 1977 for 
primary metals to $38 million (5.4%) and to enlarge the 
decrease for paper products to $26 million (-3.3%). The 
level for transportation equipment is increased by only 
$15 million (3.8%), the new level over 1977 now 
showing an added $66 million or a 18.7% gain. 

In the trade, finance, commercial group, more 
strength is indicated for 1978 than was expected 
earlier in the year. Further gains in capital spending 
plans of real estate developers, lessors of machinery 
and equipment, and of trade, contribute to most of the 
increase of $334 million (6.3%) to a new group total of 
$5,616 million. The new level is now up 12.4% over the 
$4,996 million in 1977. 

In the primary industries group, the decrease from 
1977 projected earlier for mining has been moderated 
somewhat by gains for uranium mining in the metals 
group and by coal in the non-metal mines group. 
However, additional declines for iron mining and for 
copper-gold-silver widen further the decrease of the 
metal mines group where the new total of $553 million 
is 40.6% below the $932 million in 1977 following 
completion of major development work last year. The 
total for the non-metal mines group is now $520 
million, up $36 million from the first estimate for 1978 
and up $52 million or 11.2% from the $468 million in 
1977. Further marginal strength for petroleum and gas 
results in a new 1978 total of $2,750 million for an 
increase of $113 million or 4.3% over the $2,636 million 
expended in 1977. 

In the social capital group, planned capital spending 
for 1978 by all three levels of goverment is increased at 
mid-year by $225 million (3.8%) to a new total of $6,166 
million, 7.9% above the 1977 total of $5,713 million. The 
additions to total for institutions ($24 million, 1.6%) 
raise the year-over-year increase to 5.8% at the new 
level of $1,576 million compared with $1,490 million 
last year. 

In the provincial pattern of changes, the following 
are the new year-over-year changes for 1978 with the 
mid-year revision in parenthesis: Nova Scotia 19.2% 
(6.9%), Newfoundland 15.9% (-0.1%), New Brunswick 
14.3% (-0.6%), British Columbia 11.6% (-0.5%), 
Saskatchewan 8.1% (5.5%), Alberta 7.3% (3.8%), 
Prince Edward Island 7.2% (-1.2%), Ontario 7.0% 
(2.5%), Yukon and Northwest Territories 6.2% (3.9%), 
Quebec 4.7% (0.5%), Manitoba 0.5% (1.6%). 

Additional statistics for the provinces by industry or 
according to private or public categories can be 
obtained from the CANSIM databank.

The first estimates of the Canadian industrial compo- 
site* index of employment (1961=100) for May 1978 
indicated a 0.1% decline from April. All industry 
divisions recorded losses with the exception of mining 
(including milling), construction and trade which all 
showed increases. Ontario and the Prairie region 
registered decreases while the other regions posted 
gains. 

Average weekly earnings rose by 0.6% at the 
national industrial composite level in May. Gains were 
recorded in all industry divisions except mining 
(including milling) and in all regions. 

Average weekly hours were down in mining (inclu- 

ding milling), unchanged in manufacturing and up in 
construction. Average hourly earnings showed no 
change in mining (including milling), increased in 
manufacturing but decreased in construction. 
* Industrial composite is the sum of all industries with 
the exception of agriculture, fishing and trapping, 
education and related services, health and welfare 
services, religious organizations, private households 
and public administration and defence. All statistics 
are based on returns received from employers having 
20 or more employees in any month of the year. Notes 
on concepts and methods can be found in any issue of 
Employment, Earnings and Hours.

Canadian manufacturers expressed considerable 
optimism for expected production levels during the 
third quarter of 1978, in responding to the Business 


Conditions Survey in manufacturing industries 
conducted during the first week of July. Although the 
proportion anticipating higher production at 33% of 
weighted response was down four points from the 
April survey and that expecting it to decline rose to 
23% from 13% in April, the current survey results 
indicate a strong change from the opinion expressed 
in July 1977. At that time, 33% forecast lower 
production in the third quarter of 1977 and just 21% 
expected it would be higher. Respondents are asked to 
allow for normal seasonal conditions in their replies. 

A measurable proportion of written-in response 
expressed concern about strikes either in their own 
establishments or among their suppliers and custo- 
mers. The percentage reporting a shortage of skilled 
labor rose to 12% in July from 9% in the preceding 
quarter. 

It was the first time since the quarterly survey was 
initiated in January 1976 that the proportion reporting 
unfilled orders as higher than normal, at 19%, edged 
ahead of that indicating a lower than normal backlog, 
at 18%. Although just marginally positive, the July 
observation may be compared with the April results 
showing 14% higher and 20% lower. The July 1977 
proportions were just 8% higher with 33% lower. 

New orders levels are rising for 41% and declining 
for 11%. Comparable April figures were 30% rising and 
16% declining. A year ago these proportions were only 
20% rising, with 27% declining. 

Inventories of finished products on hand were too 
high for 16% and too low for 7%. The preceding survey 
indicated they were too high for 16% and too low for 
4%. The July 1977 results indicated 23% felt finished 
stocks levels were too high and 4% too low. 

Response from the July survey represented more 
than 7,000 manufacturing establishments whose 
shipments of goods of own manufacture totalled more 
than one-half of all shipments in these industries in 
1975. Answers are weighted by attaching to each the 
value of shipments reported to the annual Census of 
Manufactures. Percentages are proportions of the 
total of weighted response indicating a specified 
condition (e.g. too high, too low or about the same) in 
answer to each question. The survey is conducted by 
the Shipments, Inventories and Orders Section (613- 
996-7008), Manufacturing and Primary Industries 
Division, Statistics Canada, Ottawa K1A OT6.

Railway Carloadings, 7 Days Ended July 14, 1978 — 
Published Only in the Daily 


Canadian loadings of rail freight in the above week 
totalled 3.9 million t (4.3 million short tons), down 
16.7% from the corresponding 1977 period. The 
prolonged strike of iron workers in Newfoundland and 
Quebec mines continued to influence loadings in the 
East (which fell 32.3%) and was the primary reason for 
over-all traffic losses. Loadings west of the Lakehead 
were up 3.1%. 

Container-trailer (piggyback) shipments rose 6.9% 
in the latest seven days, rising 2.8% in the East and 
20.0% in the West. 

From January 1 through July 14, 1978, railways in 
Canada originated 107.0 million t (117.9 million short 
tons) of revenue freight, a decline of 10.7% from the 
year-earlier period. The corresponding number of cars 


loaded was 7.6% below the 1977 level. Cumulative 
container-trailer (piggyback) traffic showed a gain of 
4.7%.

As a result, the preliminary 
estimates for May 1978 and other data in the 
accompanying tables are not directly comparable with 
previously-published series. These revised estimates 
incorporate newly-calculated factors for seasonal 
adjustment, a number of changes in the panel of 
reporting establishments and a large number of 
reported values that were not received in time for use in 
calculating the data published previously.

Building Permits, May 1978 — Advance Information 


Despite encouraging signs of greater building permits 
activity in Ontario, New Brunswick and Manitoba, the 
total value of proposed construction decreased 9.1% 
to a seasonally-adjusted $1,017 million in May froma 
revised $1,119 millionin April. In May 1977, the value of 
new building construction authorized was estimated at 
$1,025 million. 

During the month, residential permits remained 
weak at a seasonally-adjusted figure of $593 million 
($603 million in April) while non-residential permits 
dropped 17.2% from $516 million in April to $424 
million in May. The decline in non-residential 
construction was caused by weaknesses in the 
commercial sector ($254 million in May compared to 
$306 million in April) and in the public sector ($96 
million in May compared to $140 million in April). New 


industrial installations estimated at $74 million were 
6.5% higher than in April ($70 million). 

In the residential sector, permits were issued for 
8,125 new single-detached homes compared to a 
seasonally-adjusted 8,724 units in April, while 8,884 
collective dwellings were authorized compared to 
8,687 in April. Indications are that unless there is a 
marked improvement in the level of residential permits 
issued during June or July, there is little hope that 
housing starts will exceed an annual rate of 210,000 
units in the coming months.

New Motor Vehicie Sales, June 1978 — Advance

New motor vehicles sold in June totalled 147,195 units, 
up 8.7% from a year earlier. This included 88,733 
passenger cars (up 10.7%) and 38,968 commercial 
vehicles (up 20.4%) manufactured in Canada and the 
U.S., and 18,055 passenger cars (down 15.2%) and 
1,489 commercial vehicles (down 12.7%) manufactu- 
red overseas. 

Total sales value increased 20.2% to $1,026.7 million. 
Canadian and U.S. passenger cars sold for $580.9 
million (up 18.2%) and commercial vehicles for $336.4 
million (up 31.4%). Sales of passenger cars from 
overseas increased 2.4% to $101.2 million and those of 
commercial vehicles held steady at $8.1 million. 
Included in total commercial vehicles sold were 443 
units of coaches and buses valued at $11.2 million. 

Seasonally-adjusted June sales of passenger cars 
manufactured in Canada and the U.S. increased 5.6% 
from May to 70,635 units and those of passenger cars 
from overseas decreased 5.4% to 14,416 units. 
Similarly-adjusted sales of all commercial vehicles 
were up 2.8% to 32,968 units. 

For the first six months of 1978, total sales reached 
738,084 units (722,352 in 1977), with an accumulated 
value of $5,106.5 million. This represented an increase 
of 12.6% in value over sales for January-June 1977.

16. Iron ore loadings, however, were still well below 
normal in the above period and traffic losses of 30.4% 
were recorded in the East.

Preliminary Report on Unemployment Insurance 
Statistics, May 1978 — Advance Information 

For the week ending May 20, a total of 848,000* 
claimants received unemployment insurance benefits, 
a decrease of 11% from the previous month but 15% 
more than in May 1977. Forty percent of the beneficia- 
ries were female compared with 42% in May 1977. 

In May, some $453* million was disbursed in 
unemployment insurance benefits, up 4% from April 
and up 25% from a year earlier. Payments to date in 
1978 amounted to $2,335 million, an increase of 21% 
from the January to May period of 1977. Residents of 
Quebec and Ontario received 62% of the total benefits 
in the first five months, the Atlantic provinces, 18%; 
British Columbia, 11% and the Prairie provinces, 9%. 

Claims submitted by persons applying for benefit 

during May numbered 215,000, a drop of 1% from the 
previous month but 7% more than in May 1977. For the 
year to date, a total of 1,150,000 claims were received 
compared with 1,078,000 in 1977, a rise of 7%. All 
provinces recorded increases of at least 5%.

Retail Trade, June 1978 — Advance Information 


Seasonally-adjusted retail sales for June were $5,782.4 
million, an increase of 2.3% from the $5,650.4 million 
recorded in May. Sales were up in 21 of the 28 trade 
groups. The most notable gains were posted by florists 
(10.7%) household appliance stores (9.4%) and 
grocery, confectionery and sundries stores (8.5%) 
while garages (-3.4%) had the largest decrease. Eight 
provinces reported increased sales over May, ranging 
from 5.3% for Ontario to 0.1% for Alberta; the only 
decreases were in Prince Edward Island (-2.2%) and 
Manitoba (-0.3%). 

Total retail trade without seasonal adjustment 
reached $6,271.5 million, up 17.0% over June 1977. 
Sales increased in 27 of the 28 trade groups. The 
largest gains were shown by garages (34.6%) and 
grocery, confectionery and sundries stores (23.9%) 
while the only decrease was for furniture, TV, radio and 
appliance stores (-3.2%). All provinces had increased 
sales over June 1977, ranging from 24.3% for Nova 
Scotia to 11.8% for Manitoba. Montreal sales rose 
13.4%; Toronto, 18.5%; Winnipeg, 10.4%; and Vancou- 
ver, 22.5%.

Domestic and Foreign Control of Manufacturing, 
Mining and Logging Industries, 1974 — Advance

Canadian-controlled establishments and their asso- 
ciated head offices, sales offices and auxiliary units 
accounted for 56.9% of total employees in the 
manufacturing industries according to recent tabula- 
tions based on the 1974 Census of Manufactures. This 
figure was unchanged from 1972, but up slightly from 
1970, when 55.7% of employees worked in Canadian- 
controlled establishments. The share of total em- 
ployees of establishments controlled in the United 
States has fallen steadily since 1970, from 35.8% in that 
year to 34.1% in 1974. Establishments controlled in 
other foreign countries accounted for 9.0% of total 
employees in the manufacturing industries. 

The share of output accounted for by foreign- 
controlled manufacturing establishments was larger 
than their share of employment. Foreign-controlled 
manufacturing establishments accounted for 53.5% of 
total shipments and 51.1% of total value added in 1974, 
compared with 43.1% of total employees. 

The proportion of total employees working in 
Canadian-controlled manufacturing establishments 
was lower in Ontario than in any other province, at 
47.0% in 1974. In most other provinces this share was 
in the 60.0% to 70.0% range; however, Canadian- 
controlled manufacturing establishments accounted 
for 75.0% of total employees in New Brunswick and for 
79.6% in Saskatchewan in 1974. 

The share of mining production originated by 
Canadian-controlled establishments increased shar- 
ply between 1970 and 1974, from 28.1% in 1970 to 
48.5% in 1972 and 53.2% in 1974, largely as the result of 
the reclassification of certain large enterprises from 
United States to Canadian control. 

Among mining major groups, Canadian control was 
most important in metal mines (with the exception of 
the iron mines industry) and in quarries and sand pits, 
while foreign-controlled establishments were relative- 
ly more important in coal mines and other non-metal 
mines. (These figures for mining exclude the crude 
petroleum and natural gas industry, for which compa- 
rable data are not available).

Canadian rail loadings totalled 6.0 million t (6.6 million 
short tons) in the above 10 days, down 1.6% from the 
same period in 1977 (loadings are gradually returning 
to normal with the end of strikes at iron ore mines in 
Quebec and Labrador). Loadings east of the Lakehead 
were down 13.1%; Western loadings were up 12.2%. 

Container-trailer (piggyback) shipments rose 4.6% 
over-all, increasing 3.4% in the East and 7.3% in the 
West.

The Consumer Price Index, July 1978 (62-001, 30¢/$3) 
The all-items Consumer Price Index for Canada 
(1971=100) advanced 1.5% to 177.7 in July from 175.1 
in June. As a result, the 12-month rise between July 
1977 and July 1978 stood at 9.8%, up from 9.2% the 
previous month. Continued sharp price advances in 
the food component were largely responsible for this 
latest monthly rise — the food index advanced by 4.0% 
while the all items excluding food index increased by a 
moderate 0.4%. 

Higher prices for fresh fruit and vegetables, up 17.8% 
on average in the latest month, were largely responsi- 
ble for the 4.5% increase in the food-at-home index. 
The monthly increase in fresh fruit and vegetables 
primarily reflected the replacement of depleting 
domestic supplies of apples and potatoes by higher 
priced imports. Beef prices, which advanced in excess 
of 10% in each of the previous two months, advanced 
by 3.9% in July. Price increases were also recorded for 
poultry, other meat products, margarine and selected 
cereal and bakery products. 

Higher shelter costs and increased hotel/motel 
charges were the largest contributing factors in the 
0.4% increase in the all items excluding food index. 
Other notable factors included higher prices for some 
North American and imported model cars, increased 
automobile operation and maintenance costs, as well 
as higher dental care charges. Clothing prices 
registered a slight decline as lower prices for men’s 
clothing and footwear more than offset increases in 
women’s and children’s wear. Between July 1977 and 
July 1978, the index for all items excluding food 
advanced by 6.0%. 

Viewed in terms of goods and services, the price 
level of goods, including food, increased 2.0% in the 


latest month while that for services was up 0.6%. 
Between July 1977 and July 1978, the price level of 
goods increased by 11.8% while that for services rose 
by 6.7%. 

On a seasonally-adjusted basis, the all-items CPI 
advanced by 1.2% between June and-July: this 
comprised a 2.7% increase in the food index and a0.6% 
rise in the index for all items excluding food. 

In July, the current annual rate of changein the CPI*, 
based on the seasonally-adjusted movement in the 
latest three-month period, was 12.7%.

General Wholesale Price Index (1935-39=100), June 
1978 — Advance Information 


The General Wholesale Index rose 0.6% to 604.0 in 
June from its revised May level of 600.5. The index was 
8.0% higher than in June 1977 when it stood at 559.2. 
The major groups having the most effect on the total 
index in June were animal products, vegetable 
products, iron products and non-ferrous metals. 

The animal products index rose 1.9%, due mainly to 
price increases of 5.7% for livestock, 2.2% for fish and 
0.7% for milk and its products. Vegetable products 
showed a 0.4% increase, attributable largely to 
increases of 1.8% for bakery products and 13.9% for 
potatoes; the increases were partly offset by a 1.0% 
decrease for grains. 

The iron products index rose 0.5% in June, reflecting 
increases of 0.6% for rolling mill products, 1.4% for iron 
foundries and steel pipe and tubing, and 2.0% for scrap 
iron and steel. Non-ferrous metals rose 0.7%, due in 
part to increases of 6.8% for silver, 7.6% for tin, 3.7% for 
zinc and its products, 4.7% for gold and 0.5% for 
copper.

Traffic in the East rose 4.2% while a volume gain of 
16.9% was recorded west of the Lakehead. 

Container-trailer (piggyback) shipments rose shar- 
ply in both regions (39.4% in the East and 32.3% in the 
West) to register an over-all increase of 37.4%. 

In the period January 1 to August 7, 1978, freight 
loaded by rail in Canada aggregated 121.7 million t 
(134.2 million short tons), off 9.5% from the 1977 pace. 
Cumulative loadings in the East were 19.8% below the 
year-earlier level, while Western loadings showed a 
gain of 2.8%.

New orders in all manufacturing industries, seaso- 
nally adjusted, were estimated at $11,089.0 million, 
3.6% higher than the revised May value of $10,708.6 
million. Durable goods new orders rose 7.1% to 
$5,291.6 million from $4,939.5 million and non-durable 
goods new orders increased 0.5% to $5,797.4 million 
from $5,769.1 million. 

Seasonally-adjusted unfilled orders in all manufac- 
turing industries were estimated at $11,906.9 million in 
June, an increase of 1.9% from $11,679.7 million 
(revised) in May. 

Total inventory owned, seasonally adjusted, at an 
estimated $19,675.6 million was 1.1% higher than the 
revised May value of $19,467.4 million. Total inventory 
held was estimated at $20,672.0 million, up 1.0% from 
$20,464.0 million (revised) in May. Raw materials and 
goods in process estimates increased 1.9% and 1.1%, 
respectively, while finished products showed a 0.2% 
drop. The seasonally-adjusted ratio of total inventory 
owned to shipments was 1.81:1 in June compared to 
the revised May ratio of 1.86:1. The finished products 
to shipments ratio was 0.62:1, down from 0.64:1 
(revised). 

Not adjusted for seasonal variation, manufacturers’ 
shipments in June were estimated ai $11,648.3 million, 
4.0% higher than the revised May value of $11,199.8 
million. Cumulative shipments for the first six months 
of 1978 at an estimated $62,176.3 million were 14.6% 
higher than the $54,236.0 million estimated for the 
January-June 1977 period.

From June to July, consumer price indexes rose in all 
regional cities with increases ranging from 0.6% in 
Edmonton and Vancouver to 2.0% in St. John’s, Nfld. 
Higher food prices — notably for fresh produce, meat, 
poultry and restaurant meals — along with increased 
home ownership charges were largely responsible for 
these advances. Other important contributing factors 
included increased hotel/motel accommodation 
charges, higher prices for some North American and 
imported model cars, increased automobile operation 
and maintenance costs as well as higher dental care 
charges.

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Preliminary Statement of Canadian Trade, July 1978 


Both exports and imports, seasonally adjusted on a 
balance-of-payments basis, rose in July. Exports 
gained 2.6% to $4,039 million, following a drop of 
about 5% in June. The July figure stood 4% below the 
average monthly level for 1978. Imports increased 
6.1% to $4,137 million in July, following a smaller rise 
of 1.9% in the previous month. The July figure was over 
5% higher than the average for the first seven months 
of 1978. There was accordingly a deficit of $98 million 
for July in comparison with the revised balance, a 
surplus of $38 million for June (the preliminary 
balance for June was a deficit of $93 million). 

In a three-monthly comparison (which is more 
indicative of the underlying movement than month-to- 
month changes) both seasonally-adjusted exports and 
imports declined in the months of May-July. Exports 
fell more than 9% to $12,115 million, while imports 
declined roughly 1.5% to $11,860 million. The reduced 
surplus of $255 million was one-fifth of the singularly 
high surplus of $1,310 million for the three months 
ending in April.

Exports (Customs Basis) 


Seasonally-adjusted exports to the United States rose 
1% to $2,938 million in July, following a similar 
increase in June. The July figure was slightly below the 
average monthly level for 1978 to date. A sharp rise in 
exports of motor vehicles and parts was partly offset by 
smaller declines in a large number of other commodi- 
ties. 

Notwithstanding modest gains in recent months, the 
value of exports of $8,715 million for the three months 
ending in July stood about 4.5% below the total for the 
preceding period, due to the strength in particular of 
the April figure. Widespread declines were recorded 
commodity-wise, led by a substantial fall in shipments 
of metallic ores on account of prolonged strikes at iron 
mines in the Quebec-Labrador region. Increased 
shipments of passenger automobiles and fertilizers 
were among the few exceptions.

At $1,048 million, seasonally-adjusted exports in 
July to overseas countries were up 7.5% from June, in 
partial recovery from the 18% fall in that month. A drop 
in July shipments to the European Economic Commu- 
nity was outweighed by advances to Japan and to the 
remaining countries. Increases in exports of wheat, 
coal and forestry products were offset in part by lower 
shipments of some industrial materials and motor 
vehicles. 

Exports to overseas countries declined 23% to 
$3,213 million in the three months ending in July from 
$4,183 million in the months of February-April, with the 
principal markets contributing to the fall. Except for 
increases in exports of pulp and chemicals, there were 
extensive decreases in commodity shipments, inclu- 
ding grain, metallic ores, coal, newsprint, fertilizers, 
metals, motor vehicles, machinery and equipment. 

At 71.3%, the share of exports to the U.S. in the first 
seven months of 1978 exceeded those of 69.5% and 
67.4% for the comparable periods of 1977 and 1976. 
The proportion of exports to other destinations 
narrowed over the period. 

Imports (Customs Basis) 

Seasonally-adjusted imports from the U.S. rose 1.3% 
to $2,927 million in July, following a larger increase of 
7.5% in June. The July figure just about corresponded 
with the average level for the second quarter. A near 
10% advance in July in transportation equipment 
imports, particularly in passenger cars and automotive 
parts, was offset in part by decreased imports of 
machinery, trucks and other equipment. 

At $8,499 million, seasonally-adjusted imports for 
the three months ending in July stood 1% above the 
total for the preceding three months. Cars and motor 


vehicle parts contributed to the three-month increase. . 
Imports of coal were higher but those of other 
industrial materials, trucks and some non-automotive 
equipment were lower in the months of May-July. 

Imports from overseas countries, after seasonal 
adjustment, jumped 22.5% to $1,218 million in July, 
exceeding the 13.5% drop in June. The July increase 
was mainly concentrated in imports from overseas 
countries other than Japan and the E.E.C. Led by 
unusually large landings of crude oil, increases were 
also recorded in imports of machinery and non- 
transportation equipment. Seasonally-adjusted arri- 
vals of passenger cars declined. 

Largely on account of the weakness in June, 
seasonally-adjusted imports of $3,366 million for the 
months of May-July fell some 9% below the level for 
the preceding three months. Imports from the E.E.C. 
accounted for more than one-half of the overseas 
decline. Lower imports of transportation equipment 
alone accounted for over one-third of the fall. Apart 
from increased imports of crude oil and consumer 
goods, arrivals of most other commodities of overseas 
origin decreased. 

The share of imports from the U.S. declined from 
70.7% in the first seven months of 1977 to 70.3% in 
1978. The proportions for imports from the E.E.C. and 
Japan increased, but the share for other countries 
together contracted.

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Real Domestic Product (1971=100), June 1978 — 
Advance Information 

In June the seasonally-adjusted index of real domestic 
product and the index of industrial production both 
rose by 0.5%. Most of the growth originated with the 
service-producing industries (up 0.8%) while output of 
goods-producing industries was up only marginally. 

Within the goods-producing industries, mining 
showed the largest increase. Utilities increased 
slightly and all other components declined. In mining, 
all components except gold mines increased. The 
most significant advance was in crude petroleum and 
natural gas; however, output was still below the 
December 1977 level. In iron mining the return to work 
in June of some of the striking employees contributed 
to a 50% increase in output; but continuation of the 
strike for other producers meant output in June was 
still only about 25% of the February level. 

In manufacturing, both durables and non-durables 
recorded similar declines. In food and beverages, 
strikes and lockouts had a significant effect on meat 
product manufacturers and breweries. In durables 
manufacturing, four of the eight major groups increa- 
sed in June: furniture and fixtures rose for the fifth 
consecutive month; non-metallic mineral products 
advanced on increased production of cement, 
concrete products, and insulation; and there were 
smaller gains in wood products and primary metals 
manufacturers. All components of the machinery 
industries decreased in June and strikes and lockouts 
starting in May reduced output of manufacturers of 
major appliances, household radios and television sets 
and miscellaneous electrical products. 

Construction output decreased in June due to a 
decline in residential construction. 

Among the service-producing industries, increases 
were widespread. Notable advances occurred in trade 
and transportation, storage and communication. In 
trade, both wholesale and retail trade increased. In 
retail trade, most of the gain was due to increases in 
motor vehicle dealers and in food stores following 
three consecutive monthly declines. With its decline in 
June, department stores output was lower than its 
1977 level. 

About one-half of the transportation increase in 
June originated with air transport; there were also 
increases in rail, water and pipeline transport. Grain 
elevators output advanced by about 13% in June 
following three consecutive monthly increases excee- 
ding 20%. 

Real Domestic Product, 2nd Quarter 1978 


The seasonally-adjusted index of real domestic 
product increased by 0.8% in the second quarter, 
approximately the same rate of growth as in the three 
preceding quarters. Goods-producing industries 
increased by 1.3% following a small decline in the first 
quarter, while service-producing industries were up by 
0.6% after a 1% advance in the first quarter. For the 
index of industrial production the quarterly gain was 
1.1%. 

In the goods-producing industries, manufacturing, 
construction and forestry contributed all of the 
increase. The manufacturing increase of 3.3% was the 
largest since the fourth quarter of 1973 and durable 
manufacturing was responsible for most of the gain. 
All major groups in durables manufacturing increased, 
with a recovery in transportation equipment accoun- 
ting for one-third of the rise. 
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Non-durables output was slowed by food and 
beverages, petroleum and coal products and leather 
industries. Price increases affected the output of both 
food stores and food and beverage manufacturers. 
Increased exports were responsible for the fourth 
consecutive quarterly increase in output of pulp and 
paper mills. 

Construction output increased after three consecu- 
tive quarterly declines but was still at a level 4% lower 
than the second quarter of 1977. Most components 
contributed to the increase; the exception was 
engineering construction which decreased for the 
fourth consecutive quarter. 

The decline in mining originated with iron ore mines 
which were disrupted by major labor disputes begin- 
ning in March. 

For the service-producing industries, all compo- 
nents contributed to the advance except transporta- 
tion, storage and communication, where railway and 
water transport were both affected by iron mining 
strikes. In trade the largest contribution to the increase 
came from wholesale trade where gains were wides- 
pread. For retail trade, the over-all increase was mainly 
due to motor vehicle dealers and furniture, television, 
radio and appliance stores; most of the other retail 
stores showed little growth or decreased. Provincial 
administration contributed most of the increase within 
public administration and defence.

International Travel Receipts and Payments“, Second 
Quarter 1978 — Advance Information 


Preliminary estimates for the second quarter of 1978 
show that Canada earned $596 million from internatio- 
nal travel while Canadians travelling abroad spent 
$1,025 million, leading to a deficit of $429 million. 

Canada received $400 million from the 8.2 million 
United States visitors in the second quarter of 1978, 
while payments of $658 million were attributed to the 
9.4 million Canadians visiting the U.S.; these transac- 
tions resulted in a $258 million travel account deficit 
with the U.S. Receipts from countries other than the 
U.S. reached $196 million when 455,000 visitors 
entered Canada, while the 411,700 Canadians travel- 
ling in these countries contributed to payments of $367 
million, resulting in an estimated deficit of $171 million 
with all other countries. 

For the first six months of 1978, Canada earned $814 
million from international travel while Canadians’ 
payments on travel abroad amounted to $2,166 million, 
leading to a deficit of $1,352 million. Even though the 
over-all number of Canadians travelling abroad 
decreased by 1.5% during the first half of 1978, 
spending rose sharply due to higher average expendi- 
tures. In interpreting these figures it should be noted 
that the unfavourable movement in the exchange rate 
for the Canadian dollar over the year has significantly 
increased the cost to Canadians of visits to the U.S. 
and overseas. Although the decline in visitors from the 
U.S. came close to being halted in the first six months, 
spending in Canada showed little evidence of pick-up.

Railway Carloadings, 7 Days Ended August 14, 1978 — 
Published Only in the Daily 

Canadian rail freight loadings in the above-noted 
period totalled 4.3 million t (4.8 million short tons), a 
5.1% decrease from the second week of August 1977. 
Traffic in the East fell 6.6% in the latest period while a 
loss of 3.4% was recorded west of the Lakehead. 

Container-trailer (piggyback) shipments rose in 
both regions (6.3% in the East and 5.9% in the West) to 
register an over-all increase of 6.2%. 

In the period January 1 to August 14, 1978, freight 
loaded by rail in Canada aggregated 126.0 million t 
(138.9 million short tons), 9.4% off the 1977 pace. 
Loadings in the East were down 19.4%, while Western . 
loadings showed a gain of 2.6%. Year-to-date 
container-trailer (piggyback) movements were up 
5.9%.

Employment, Earnings and Hours (Seasonally Adjus- 
ted), June 1978 — Advance Information 

The first estimates of the Canadian industrial compo- 
site* index of employment (1961=100) for June 1978 
showed a 0.3% increase over May. Forestry, manufac- 
turing, construction and trade contributed to the rise 
while mining (including milling) and service remained 
unchanged and transportation, communication and 
other utilities, and finance, insurance and real estate 
reported declines. All regions participated in the 
increase with the exception of the Atlantic region 
which showed no change. 

Average weekly earnings rose by 1.0% at the 
national industrial composite level in June. Gains were 
recorded in all industry divisions except construction, 
which declined, and in all regions. 

Average weekly hours were up in mining (including 
milling) but down in both manufacturing and 


construction. Average hourly earnings rose in mining 
(including milling), in manufacturing and in construc- 
tion. 

“ Industrial composite is the sum of all industries with the 
exception of agriculture, fishing and trapping, education and 
related services, health and welfare services, religious 
organizations, private households and public administration 
and defence. All statistics are based on returns received from 
employers having 20 or more employees in any month of the 
year. Notes on concepts and methods can be found in any 
issue of Employment, Earnings and Hours.

Railway Carloadings, July 1978 — Advance Informa- 
tion 

Canadian railways loaded 19.8 million short tons (18.0 
million t) of revenue freight in July, down 8.9% from 
July 1977. The carriers received an additional 1.7 
million short tons (1.6 million t) from the United States, 
an increase of 7.9% from a year earlier. 

In the latest month, notable percentage changes in 
volume occurred in movements of copper-nickel ores 
and concentrates (down 61.7%); iron ore (down 
36.1%); primary and manufactured iron and steel (up 
43.0%); pulpwood chips (up 26.2%); and coal (up 
21.5%). 

In the first seven months of 1978, rail freight loadings 
were 9.5% below the January-July 1977 total and 
receipts from the U.S. were down 2.3%. The 1978 
slump in Canadian loadings can be attributed to the 
prolonged strike of iron miners in Quebec and 
Newfoundland which began March 15 and ended in 
mid-July; iron ore movements in the first seven months 
were 50.1% below those of 1977.

Preliminary Report on Job Vacancies, Three Months 
Ended July 31, 1978 — Advance Information 


Preliminary estimates of the average number of jobs 
vacant on a daily basis during the three-month period 
ended July 31 show an increase of 20% from the 
previous three-month period. Vacancies for full-time, 
part-time and casual jobs were 46,600*. Compared 
with the same three-month period in 1977, the number 
of vacancies decreased by 5,800, or 11%. 

Vacancies for full-time jobs increased by 19% to 
41,000 in the latest three-month period from 34,500. 
Longer-term vacancies (jobs unfilled for more than 
four weeks) increased by 18%. 

For every 1,000 existing jobs in the latest three- 
month period, five were vacant, unchanged from the 
preceding period. The comparable rate a year ago was 
six. The highest vacancy rate was observed in Alberta 
(10 per 1,000). The lowest vacancy rate occurred in 
Newfoundland (three per 1,000). 

* The Job Vacancy Survey provides an estimate of the 
average number of vacancies available on any given day ina 
three-month period. The estimate of this three-month 


average is derived from six observations taken at regular 
intervals. Consequently, the survey does not cover those 
vacancies which occur and are filled between individual 
observations. In addition, the survey does not cover 
openings in agriculture, fishing, hunting, trapping and 
households. The data derived from the Job Vacancy 
Survey, taken over time, are consistent and reliable 
indicators of trends in job openings.

Gross National Product, Second Quarter 1978 


Gross National Product, seasonally adjusted at an 
annual rate, increased 3.3% in the second quarter of 
1978 to a level of $230.1 billion; measured in real terms, 
GNP rose 1.1%. The over-all implicit price index for 
GNE rose 2.2%. The advance in real GNP was the result 
of a strong resurgence in gross fixed capital formation, 
a continuation of moderate growth in personal 
expenditure and government current expenditure on 
goods and services, and a resumption of inventory 
accumulation; the major source of weakness in the 
second quarter was a substantial decline in the 
merchandise trade surplus. , 

A notable feature of the second quarter was the 1.8% 
rise in final domestic demand which has been 
generally sluggish since early 1977. The strength of 
final domestic demand, in particular the increase in 
gross fixed capital formation and a return to a more 
normal pattern of export demand by the United States 
in the second quarter, explains in large part the decline 
in the trade surplus. The increase in investment 
demand was particularly marked for business machi- 
nery and equipment, a component with a high import 
content. Gross fixed capital formation, after recording 
considerable weakness over the last four quarters, 
grew 5.1% in the second quarter; however, the level of 
fixed investment remained only 1.8% above the level of 
a year ago. Most of the second quarter increase 
originated in the business sector, which was up 5.3%; 
government gross fixed capital formation provided 
some additional stimulus. 

In volume terms business residential construction 
registered the first significant rise since mid-1976, 
increasing 5.1%. This growth largely originated in an 
increase in work-put-in-place, following a sharp 
increase in housing starts in the first quarter. Business 
investment in non-residential construction exhibited 
further weakness in the second quarter, declining 0.7% 
in real terms as the building component fell substan- 
tially. Investment in machinery and equipment rose 
13.5%, of which 10.6% represented increased volume. 
The sudden resumption of real growth in machinery 
and equipment was reflected in sharp, widespread 
rises in imports of these goods, supplemented by 
higher domestic shipments and motor vehicle sales. 
These movements resulted in a 5.4% increase in the 
level of real business investment in plant and equip- 
ment over the first quarter level. 


The second quarter deterioration in the balance of 
trade in goods and services amounted to $3.6 billion; in 
real terms, the swing was $1.7 billion. The widening of 
the trade deficit in constant dollars was confined to the 
merchandise trade account as imports of goods grew 
9.4%, while export growth slowed to 1.3%. 

Within the merchandise account, the decline in the 
current dollar surplus was the result of strong final 
domestic demand coupled with weak exports of 
certain crude and fabricated materials following an 
exceptional increase in the exports of these goods in 
the first quarter. The increase in merchandise imports 
was concentrated in industrial and agricultural machi- 
nery and equipment. Additional jarge import gains 
were demonstrated by coal and motor vehicles 
including parts, where the restoration of supply in the 
U.S. for some goods was a contributing factor. Within 
exports, large declines in coal, nickel, copper, and iron 
ore appear to have been the result of reduced 
American stockpiling for some of these goods, the end 
of the coal strike in the U.S., and strikes in the iron ore 
industry in Canada. Additional weakness in exports 
occurred in newsprint, woodpulp, and crude petro- 
leum. The 2.3% increase in exports was concentrated 
in rising exports of wheat, aluminum, machinery, 
passenger cars and motor vehicle parts. Import and 
export price increases slowed noticeably this quarter 
to 1.3% and 0.9% respectively. The moderation in the 
growth of both these price indices was, however, more 
the product of changes in the mix of goods traded than 
a slowing in the underlying prices per se. 

Personal expenditure on goods and services expan- 
ded by 3.0%. After accounting for price changes, real 
personal expenditure rose 0.9%, which represents a 
continuation of the gradual expansion of consumer 
demand after a weak performance through most of 
1977. Expenditures on semi-durable goods registered 
the largest improvement, rising 4.3% in volume on the 
strength of purchases of clothing, footwear, and 
household furnishings. Spending on durable goods 
slowed to a 1.9% rate of real growth. Sharply increased 
expenditure on new passenger cars, furniture, and 
household appliances helped to buttress this compo- 
nent against large declines in purchases of most? 
recreational goods. Consumption of non-durable 
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goods fell 0.8% in constant dollars as a result of 
widespread declines. Purchases of food and non- 
alcoholic beverages, household fuels, alcohol, and 
gasoline all fell. Real personal expenditure on services 
advanced 0.5%, as a decline in net travel expenditure 
abroad was partly compensated for by increased 
expenditures on air transportation, rents, and commu- 
nications. 

The implicit price index for personal expenditure 
rose 2.1%, a slight acceleration over the increase in the 
first quarter. While the retail sales tax cuts did reduce 
many prices for durable and semi-durable goods, an 
extremely large 6.5% advance in food prices, together 
with increased taxes on alcohol and tobacco, and price 
increases for most services, prevented any decelera- 
tion of inflation in the consumer sector. The improved 
price performance of durable and semi-durable goods 
relative to non-durable goods and services may help to 
explain the strength of these purchases when compa- 
red to non-durable consumption. 

Real business non-farm inventory investment swung 
$516 million from a slight liquidation of $84 million in 
the first quarter to an accumulation of $432 million in 
the second quarter. Manufacturing stocks accumula- 
ted by $768 million in the second quarter, after an 
accumulation of $380 million in the previous quarter. 
All the accumulation in manufacturing stocks occur- 
red in the durable goods-producing industries, as non- 
durable stocks were reduced. Mining and utility stocks 
showed virtually no change this quarter, after a decline 
in the first quarter when export demand for these 
goods was very strong. Liquidation of wholesale trade 
stocks continued in the second quarter, and the retail 
trade sector also recorded some decumulation, 
particularly in motor vehicle stocks. Real farm invento- 
ries showed a considerably lower rate of liquidation 
than in the first quarter. 

Wages, salaries, and supplementary labour income 
increased 2.5%. This represents an acceleration from 
the two previous quarters. The strongest increases in 
labour income, on an industry basis, were in the 
goods-producing sector where labour income grew 
2.9%. Part of the improvement can be attributed to an 
increase in hours worked, which was depressed in the 
first quarter by severe weather conditions. Labour 
income in the service-producing industries advanced 
2.2%. 

Corporation profits before taxes rose 3.0% in the 
second quarter, and are now 15.9% above the level of a 
year ago. Manufacturing profits were weak in the 
quarter, but increased profits in services, mining, and 
transportation contributed to the rise in total profits. 
Interest and miscellaneous investment income rose 
13.7%, largely due to increased profits for government- 
owned business enterprises. Net income of non-farm 
unincorporated business including rent rose 3.1%, 
while accrued net income of farm operators from farm 
production jumped 38.8%, reflecting sharp increases 
in livestock prices. 

Personal income rose 3.1%, but with only a slight 
increase in personal direct taxes, personal disposable 
income rose 3.3%. As personal expenditure on goods 
and services rose 3.0%, the personal saving rate 
increased marginally, from 11.5% to 11.7% in the 
second quarter.

Total revenue of all levels of government combined 
(excluding intergovernmental transfers) rose by 3.2% 
in the second quarter, following a 2.0% increase in the 
first quarter. The strongest growth occurred in 
investment income which increased at all levels of 
government, with a particularly high increase at the 
federal level. Indirect taxes declined marginally with a 
9.2% growth at the federal level being offset by an 8.8% 
decrease at the provincial level, reflecting lower sales 
tax rates in most provinces. Total expenditure of all 
levels of government increased 2.4%, which is much 
weaker than the 4.4% increase in the first quarter of 
1978. A large portion of this decline in the growth rate 
can be attributed to the 0.8% decrease in the current 
expenditure of goods and services at the federal level, 
following an 8.5% increase in the first quarter. With the 
increase in total revenue exceeding that of total 
expenditure, the deficit of the government sector, ona 
national accounts basis, narrowed somewhat from 
$10.2 billion in the first quarter to $9.7 billion in the 
second quarter.

Enrolment in universities and colleges will decrease 
0.2% this fall and the decline in elementary-secondary 
schools will continue, according to estimates for the 
1978-79 academic year. 

About 615,740 full-time post-secondary students 
will enroll — 372,330 in universities and 243,410 in 
colleges. This will mark the second year in a row for 
university enrolment to decline and after decades of 
steady gains, there seems to bea turnaround in college 
enrolment. 

At the elementary-secondary level, 5,237,915 stu- 
dents are expected in September, 131,066 fewer than 
last year. Enrolment at this level is projected to 
decrease by about 2% in each of the two subsequent 
years due to the low birth rate of the last decade. 

The size of the full-time teaching staff will reflect 
enrolment — 264,507 elementary-secondary teachers, 
a drop of 5,212; but 52,110 at the post-secondary level, 
75 more than in 1977-78. 

Total education expenditures are estimated to rise 
about 7.0% this year to $18.3 billion. In 1977, spending 
on education amounted to 8.2% of the Gross National 
Product. 

Nationally, the average per capita expenditure on 
education in 1977 was $733. The provincial break- 
down: Quebec ($794); Alberta ($793); Ontario ($735); 
Manitoba ($657); British Columbia ($652); Prince 


Edward Island ($640); Saskatchewan ($640); Nova 
Scotia ($632); New Brunswick ($617); and Newfound- 
land ($613). 

The number of bachelors degrees granted is 
expected to decrease in 1978-79 by 540 to 86,565. 
Master's degrees and doctorates will continue to 
increase in 1978-79 by 125 to 12,640, and 30 to 1,760, 
respectively.

Travel Between Canada and Other Countries, July 
1978 — Advance Information 


Preliminary statistics for July show that 5.7 million 
United States visitors entered Canada, down 1.6% 
from July 1977. Canadian residents returning from 
visits to the U.S. increased by 3.6% to 5.2 million, 
mainly due to a large increase in same-day automobile 
travel. Visitors entering Canada from countries other 
than the U.S. totalled 328,000, up 21.9%, while 
Canadian travellers returning from these countries 
increased by 0.4% to 154,000. (It should be noted that 
in 1977 the U.S. Independence Day holiday fell on a 
Monday while this year it occurred on a Tuesday; thus, 
not all U.S. residents benefited from a long holiday 
weekend in early July). 

On a year-to-date basis, 17.9 million U.S. visitors 
entered Canada, a decline of 1.2% from January-July 
1977, while the number of Canadians returning from 
the U.S. decreased by 0.5% to 22.2 million. Visitors 
from other countries increased by 15% to 918,000 
while Canadians returning from these countries 
totalled 1.1 million, up 3.2% over the first seven months 
of 1977.

Six major Canadian railways reported combined net 
income of $25.4 million in June, down 7.2% from a year 
earlier. Total operating revenues increased 5.8% to 
$314.2 million while operating expenses rose 7.2% to 
$288.8 million. 

Freight ton-miles in the latest month were down 
6.4% from June 1977; freight train-miles declined 0.5%; 
and freight car-miles were off 4.1%. Passenger-miles 
were 9.5% below the 1977 level; the result of losses 
incurred by intercity passenger services. 

In the first half of 1978 operating revenues of the six 
carriers were 7.9% above those of 1977, while 
expenses were higher by 7.6%. Net income rose 12.0% 
from the January-June 1977 period. Cumulative ton- 
miles were off 1.4%, while passenger-miles showed a 
0.7% year-over-year gain.

Canadian railways loaded 4.8 million t (5.3 million 
short tons) of revenue freight in the above week, a6.3% 
increase over the year-earlier period. Traffic was up 
9.4% in the East and 2.9% in the West. Container-trailer 
(piggyback) shipments were down slightly in the East 
(0.1%), but rose 11.3% in the West to register an over- 
all gain of 3.0% in the latest seven days. 

In the period January 1 to August 21, 1978, rail 
freight loadings aggregated 130.9 milliont (144.3 
million short tons), 8.9% below the 1977 level. 
Loadings in the East were down 18.5% (due to strikes 
in Newfoundland and Quebec iron mines), while 
Cumulative Western loadings were up 2.6%. Year-to- 
date container-trailer (piggyback) movements showed 
an increase of 5.6%.

The major groups having the 
most effect on the total index in July were primary 
metal industries, wood industries, textile industries, 
chemical and chemical products industries and food 
and beverage industries. 

The primary metal industries index rose 0.7% , 
reflecting price increases of 3.7% for steel pipe and 
tube mills, 0.6% for iron and steel mills and 0.5% for 
smelting and refining. Wood industries showed a rise 
of 0.6% due largely to an increase of 0.8% for sawmills 
and planing mills. 

Textile products rose 1.1% mainly on account of a 
3.1% increase for cotton yarn and cloth mills. The 
chemical and chemical products industries index rose 
0.4% due largely to increases of 0.7% for manufactu- 
rers of industrial chemicals (organic), 0.6% for 
manufacturers of pharmaceuticals and medicines and 
1.4% for manufacturers of toilet preparations.

New Motor Vehicle Sales, July 1978 — Advance

New motor vehicles sold in July totalled 115,260 units, 
up 6.0% from a year earlier. This included 67,821 
passenger cars (up 9.7%) and 31,277 commercial 
vehicles (up 12.5%) manufactured in Canada and the 
U.S., and 15,001 passenger cars (down 15.5%) and 
1,161 commercial vehicles (down 17.0%) manufactu- 
red overseas. 

Total sales value increased 19.2% to $812.1 million. 
Canadian and U.S. passenger cars sold for $447.8 
million (up 18.9%) and commercial vehicles for $273.0 
million (up 27.3%). Sales of passenger cars from 
overseas increased 0.7% to $91.3 million and those of 
commercial vehicles increased 0.5% to $7.0 million. 
Included in total commercial vehicles sold were 387 
units of coaches and buses valued at $8.8 million. 

Seasonally-adjusted July sales of passenger cars 
manufactured in Canada and the U.S. decreased 0.2% 
from June to 70,524 units and those of passenger cars 
from overseas decreased 5.6% to 13,602 units. 
Similarly-adjusted sales of all commercial vehicles 
were down 1.7% to 32,397 units.

Building Permits, June 1978 — Advance Information 


The seasonally-adjusted value of building permits 
issued during the second quarter of 1978 increased 
8.5% over the first quarter, but the over-all level of new 
construction authorized during the first half of 1978 at 
$6,015 million showed little change from the same 
period of 1977 ($6,010 million). 

In the latest period, the value of residential permits 
(including improvements to existing homes) was 4.2% 
lower than in 1977 and the number of new dwellings 
authorized decreased 17.7%. Non-residential permits 
rose 7.2% to $2,420 million from $2,257 million, 
reflecting the vigor observed during the second 
quarter in that sector. Both industrial and commercial 
permits increased in value: industrial permits rose 
2.1%, and commercial permits were 18.1% higher than 
in 1977. Government-initiated projects totalling $635 
million in 1978 were 7.2% lower than in 1977 ($685 
million). 

Based on nearly complete results, building permits 
issued in June 1978 totalled a seasonally-adjusted

Quarterly Estimates of the Canadian Balance of 
International Payments, Second Quarter 1978 


In the second quarter of 1978, the seasonally-adjusted 
current account deficit rose to $1,357 million, up from 
a revised $504 million in the previous quarter. 
Unadjusted for seasonal variations, the deficit in the 
quarter was $1,352 million. Capital movements (which 
are not seasonally adjusted) led to a net inflow of 
$1,951 million, while the balancing item representing 
net errors and omissions in the recorded estimates of 
the current and capital accounts was equivalent to a 
net outflow of $23 million. The over-all surplus led, 
therefore, to a net increase in official monetary assets 
of $576 million. 
The main quarterly movements were: 

e A sharp contraction of over $900 million in the 
seasonally-adjusted surplus on merchandise trade 
to $554 million as the value of merchandise imports 
rose faster than exports. Export and import prices 
both rose about 1%, while the volume of exports and 
imports increased about 1.3% and 9.4%, respective- 
ly. The 10.8% rise in the value of imports was the 
strongest since the third quarter of 1974; 

e Among exports, large increases, on a seasonally- 
adjusted basis, for automotive products, wheat, 
aluminum, lumber, industrial machinery and agricul- 
tural machinery. Decreases were recorded for iron 
ore (affected by a labour dispute in Canada), barley, 
crude petroleum (as export authorizations were 
reduced), newsprint, fish, natural gas and nickel ore. 
Import commodities which rose the most were 
automotive products, industrial machinery, coal, 
chemicals, agricultural machinery, office machine- 
ry, and communications equipment, while there was 
a large decline for crude petroleum; 
A small $60 million decline in the seasonally- 
adjusted non-merchandise trade balance as receipts 
rose faster than payments; 
A $1,651 million jump to $2,346 million in the net 
inflow from capital movements in long-term forms 
compared to the previous quarter; 
e Rises in Canadian new issues abroad and loans from 
foreign banks (largely reflecting Government of 
Canada borrowing) and a swing to a net sales 
balance from transactions in outstanding Canadian 
bonds which accounted for the increase in long-term 
capital inflows. Partly offsetting these movements 
was a swing to a net outflow from foreign direct 
investment in Canada, augmented by increased net 
outflows for Canadian direct investment abroad and 
trading in outstanding Canadian equities. (The latter 
movement refiected the establishment of a control- 
ling interest in a major Canadian oil company 
through the purchase of United States portfolio 
holdings); 

A $112 million decline to $395 million in the net 

outflow from short-term capital movements. Major 

changes were a swing of $1 billion to an outflow of 


$287 million as the chartered banks increased their 
net foreign currency position with non-residents, 
which was more than offset by increases in non- 
resident holdings of Canadian dollars and Canadian 
money market paper and a reduction in the net rate 
of foreign currency borrowing by the Government 
from the Canadian chartered banks; 

An over-all surplus of $576 million with reserve 
assets and liabilities increasing by $871 million and 
$295 million, respectively. The increase in reserve 
assets includes the proceeds of Government borro- 
wings of U.S. $750 million in New York, and 1.5 
billion Deutsche Marks in West Germany, and a net 
increase in drawings under the standby facility with 
the Canadian chartered banks. The increases in 
liabilities for the long-term New York and West 
German borrowings are included in the capital 
account while the liability under the standby facility 
appears as a part of net official monetary move- . 
ments. : 

The Canadian dollar closed the quarter valued at 
89.08 U.S. cents, up from 88.19 U.S. cents at the end of 
March. During April, however, it dropped to 86.63 U.S. 
cents, its lowest value in U.S. dollar terms since the 
early 1930s.

Preliminary Report on Unemployment Insurance

Including members of the Canadian Armed Forces, the 
federal government and its enterprises had 596,616 
employees as of June 1978, an increase of 16,594 from 
June 1977. (The main reason for the increase was that 
departments hired approximately 13,000 more em- 
ployees for Federal Labour Intensive Projects than a 
year earlier). 

Gross payroll (including overtime and retroactive 
payments) for the second quarter of 1978 was $2,292.8 
million, an increase of $33.3 million from the April- 
June 1977 period.

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The Labour Force, August 1978 


Canada’s seasonally-adjusted unemployment rate 
edged up to 8.5% in August from 8.4% in July. The rate 
in August 1977 was 8.2%. 

Last month the employment level (seasonally 
adjusted) reached 10,145,000, up 13,000 from July 
(this marked the ninth consecutive month that the 
employment level has risen). Unemployment also 
rose, though, by 14,000 to 941,000. 

On aseasonally-adjusted basis, employment increa- 
sed for men 25 years of age and over and women in the 
same age group by 12,000 and 11,000, respectively. 
Levels decreased by 2,000 and 8,000, respectively, for 
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men 15 to 24 and women of the same age group. 
Unemployment increased by 4,000 for men 15 to 24 
and by 10,000 for men 25 and over. The level increased 
by 7,000 for women 15-24, while it decreased by 7,000 
for women 25 and over.

Railway Carloadings, 10 Days Ended August 31, 1978 
— Published Only in the Daily 

Canadian railways loaded 7.4 million t (8.2 million 
short tons) of revenue freight in the last 10 days of 
August, an increase of 2.9% over the same 1977 period. 
Loadings were up 0.7% in the East and 5.7% in the 
West. Container-trailer (piggyback) movements rose 
24.6%. 

In the January 1 to August 31, 1978 period, rail 
freight loadings in Canada aggregated 138.3 million t 
(152.5 million short tons). This represented a decline 
of 8.3% from the first eight months of 1977, all of which 
was attributable to traffic losses east of the Lakehead. 


Cumulative container-trailer (piggyback) traffic was 
running 6.5% ahead of the 1977 pace.

The Consumer Price Index, August 1978 (62-001, 
30¢/$3) 

The all-items Consumer Price Index for Canada 
(1971=100) marginally advanced by 0.1% to 177.8 in 
August from 177.7 in July, showing the smallest 
monthly increase since December 1975. As a result, 
the 12-month rise between August 1977 and August 
1978 stood at 9.4%, down from the 9.8% registered in 
the previous month. The marked deceleration in price 
movements in this latest month was substantially 
attributable to the food index which declined by 1.4% 
whereas the index for all items excluding food 
increased by 0.7%. 

Lower prices for fresh vegetables and beef — down 
19.4% and 4.3%, respectively, on average in early 
August — were largely responsible for the 2.0% decline 
in the food-at-home index. The decline in fresh 
vegetable prices reflected the seasonal availability of 
local produce. The impact of these price decreases 
was somewhat dampened by higher prices for selected 
pork products, wieners and canned salmon, as well as 
by a 2.0% rise in the food-away-from-home index. 


Higher gasoline prices and rent charges were the 
largest contributing factors in the 0.7% increase in the 
index for all items excluding food. Other notable 
increases included higher homeownership costs, 
increased telephone rates (especially in the provinces 
of Quebec and Ontario), as well as higher automobile 
insurance premiums and increased prices for selected 
imported model cars. Higher prices were also recor- 
ded for many clothing items and for both men’s 
haircuts and women’s hairdressing services. Between 
August 1977 and August 1978, the index for all items 
excluding food advanced by 6.2%.

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Viewed in terms of goods and services, the price 
level of goods, including food, declined by 0.3% in the 
latest month while that for services was up 0.6%. 
Between August 1977 and August 1978, the price level 
of goods increased by 10.9% while that for services 
rose by 6.7%. 

On a seasonally-adjusted basis, the all-items CPI 
showed no change between July and August: there 
was a 1.0% decline in the food index but this was offset 
by a 0.4% increase in the index for all items excluding 
food. 

In August, the current annual rate of change in the 
CPI", based on the seasonally-adjusted movement in 
the latest three-month period, was 7.6%.

Retail Trade, July 1978 — Advance Information 


Seasonally-adjusted retail sales for July were $5,758.1 
million, a rise of 0.5% from the $5,731.4 million 
recorded in June. Sales were up in 16 of the 28 trade 
groups. The largest gains were posted by specialty 
shoe stores (16.0%), sporting goods and accessories 
stores (8.5%) and family shoe stores (8.1%). Six 
provinces showed increased sales over June, ranging 
from 2.4% for Quebec to 0.1% for British Columbia. 

Total retail trade without seasonal adjustment 
reached $5,691.0 million, up 11.2% over July 1977. 
Sales increased in 27 of the 28 trade groups with the 
largest gains reported by motor vehicle dealers 
(20.5%) and sporting goods and accessories stores 
(20.4%); the only decrease was in furniture, TV, radio 
and appliance stores (-3.6%). All provinces had 
increased sales over July 1977, ranging from 14.9% for 
Nova Scotia to 9.1% for Manitoba. Montreal sales rose 
8.1%; Toronto 10.6%; Winnipeg 8.3%; and Vancouver 
13.8%. 

Revised total retail trade, unadjusted for seasonal 
influences, for June was $6,216.3 million, an increase 
of 16.0% from June 1977.

Home Nursing Services, 1976 (82-214, $2.10) 

The first edition of a new publication by the Health 
Division reports on home nursing services provided by 
the Victorian Order of Nurses for Canada (VON) in 
1976. Home nursing services are an integral part of 
most provincial Home Care programs, a rapidly 
expanding area in the health field, and 49% of the 
69,733 patients admitted to the VON’s home nursing 
program in 1976 were provided with these services 
under a provincial Home Care program. 
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The nursing services were provided in nine pro- 
vinces, with 51% of the admissions occurring in 
Ontario, 9% in British Columbia, 8% in New Brunswick 
and in Quebec, and between 3% and 6% in Newfound- 
land, Nova Scotia, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. The average number of days of service per 
patient was 78.4 and the average number of visits per 
patient was 17.5. A total of 1,255,435 visits were 
provided to the 71,620 patients who separated (were 
discharged) in 1976. Primarily as the result of the 
closure of two branches, and the transfer of all nursing 
services in British Columbia to the provincial govern- 
ment during the year, the total caseload of the VON at 
December 31, 1976 showed a 12.5% decrease from a 
year earlier. 

Forty-nine percent of all patients admitted were over 
65 years of age (figures for Newfoundland and New 
Brunswick were considerably lower since VON 
maternity programs were still operating in these 
provinces). Sixty-five percent of the admissions were 
female, and 49% were married and 27% widowed. Six 
diagnostic categories accounted for 52% of all 
admissions: diseases of the digestive system (11.7%); 
malignant neoplasms (11.2%); accidents, poisonings 
and violence (8.4%); diseases of the circulatory system 
(7.4%); heart disease (7.0%); and diabetes (6.6%). 

Over-all, the condition of 65% of the patients was 
reported as improved by the date of separation, the 
condition of 22% had not improved, 4% had died and in 
8% of the cases, the nurse was unable to assess the 
patient’s condition. Eighty-five percent of all patients 
separated within three months, while 67% separated 
within one month of admission. The dispositions 
(resources into whose care a patient was released) 
which accounted for over 70% of all separations were 
the patient himself (45%), and the family or friends 
(26%); only 14% of the cases required hospitalization 
after home nursing services had been provided. In five 
provinces the major source of payment was the 
provincial government itself (British Columbia 99%, 
Manitoba 98%, Ontario 82%, Saskatchewan 68%, and 
Newfoundland 49%). In several provinces a large 
percentage of all visits were paid for by the patients 
themselves (Nova Scotia 60%, New Brunswick 43%, 
Alberta 35%, Newfoundland 30%, and about 25% in 
Quebec and Saskatchewan). 

Three special analyses are included in the publica- 
tion in order to demonstrate some potential uses of the 
data file. These include: a detailed analysis of patients 
admitted with a diagnosis of diabetes, the diagnostic 
category accounting for the largest number of nursing 
visits; a detailed analysis of patients admitted with 
diagnoses of accidents, poisonings and violence; and 
an analysis of patients admitted under the auspices of 
a provincial Home Care program.

General Wholesale Price Index (1935-39=100), July 
1978 — Advance Information 


The General Wholesale Index decreased 0.2% to 603.4 
in July from its revised June level of 604.7. The index 
was 7.0% higher than in July 1977 when it stood at 
563.8. The major groups having the most effect on the 
total index in July were vegetable products, animal 
products and textile products. 

The vegetable products index declined by 1.5% in 
July, due mainly to price decreases of 5.8% for sugar 
and its products, and 7.9% for tea, coffee and cocoa. 

The animal products index declined by 1.5%, 
reflecting decreases of 7.2% for livestock and 1.0% for 
fresh meats.

Trade with the United States 

Canadian exports of automotive products to the 
United States rose almost $800 million, or 15%, 
to$5,946 million in the first half of 1978 from $5,148 
million in the same period of 1977. More than one-half 
of this increase was due to truck shipments, which 
advanced 44% to $1,335 million, reflecting record- 
setting sales in the U.S. Exports of passenger cars 
were up more moderately—by close to 3% to $2,325 
million. Most of the 17% increase in parts shipments 
was attributable to parts other than motor vehicle 
engines and parts. Tire exports rose 13% to $87 million. 

At 9%, the increase in imports from the U.S. of motor 
vehicles and parts to $6,257 million in the first half of 
1978 was considerably smaller than the 15% gain in 
exports. The rise in imports was entirely due to 
automotive parts, which advanced 14.5% to $4,065 
million. This value represented 65% of total automotive 
imports, up from the proportion of 62.5% for calendar 
year 1977. Some of this increase is reflected in the 
expansion in shipments of knocked-down vehicles by 
Canadian manufacturers to affiliated companies in 
overseas countries. The increase of some 7% in truck 
imports to $619 million was offset by small declines in 
the arrivals of passenger cars and tires. The value of 
car imports totalled $1,505 million in 1978. 

The surplus in the trade in trucks more than doubled 
to $716 million in the first six months of 1978, while the 
automobile surplus expanded 11% to $820 million. The 
balance for tires improved by $32 million to a surplus of 
$19 million in the first half of 1978 from a deficit of $13 
million in 1977. The deficit in motor vehicle parts 
continued to widen, by 12% to $1,866 million. Over-all, 
there was a sharp contraction in the deficit to $311 
million in the first half of 1978 from $593 million a year 
earlier. A continued improvement is possible in the 
nine-month over-the-year comparison on account of 
the heavier distribution of the 1977 deficit in the two 
middle quarters of that year. 

Overseas Trade 

At $435 million, Canadian exports of automotive 
products to overseas countries recorded a gain of 9% 
over $399 million in the first half of 1977. This increase 
arose entirely from enhanced shipments of motor 
vehicles, in particular of trucks. Exports of cars and 
trucks in 1978 were $192 million and $146 million, 
respectively. Included in the value of unassembled 
vehicles exported to overseas affiliates, as mentioned 
earlier, were automotive parts imported from the U.S. 


by Canadian vehicle manufacturers. Shipments of 
tires and re-exports rose slightly, but exports of parts 
declined moderately. 

Imports of automotive goods expanded more 
substantially than exports—by 44.4% to $680 million in 
January-June 1978 from $471 million. Most of this 
increase originated from a 75.7% advance in the value 
of passenger car imports to $441 million from $251 
million. Apart from captive imports of small cars by the 
Big Three, the bulk of passenger car arrivals is 
attributed to foreign vehicle manufacturers. Changes 
were moderate for other imports: up moderately for 
trucks and tires, but down slightly for parts. The 
automotive deficit more than tripled to $245 million in 
the first six months of 1978, already exceeding by far . 
the low annual deficit of $111 million for 1977. 
Passenger Car Imports 
The decline of 1% in the value of passenger car imports 
from the U.S.covered a larger fall in the number of 
automobile arrivals. These totalled 293,300 units in the 
first six months of 1978, down over 11% from 330,500 
units in the same period one year before. The U.S. 
share of Canadian imports accordingly contracted to 
71.9% from 79.8% between the two periods. The 
number of automobiles arriving from Japan and West 
Germany each rose close to 40%. The proportion of 
Japanese cars expanded to 19.7% from 14.1%, and the 
West German share increased to nearly 6% from 4%. 

The average price of imported cars rose 11.4% 
between the first half years of 1977 and 1978, matching 
the price change for American cars. The unit values of 
Japanese and West German cars recorded higher 
increases of 34% and 24%, largely reflecting the 
stronger appreciation of their respective currencies 
against the Canadian dollar. The average prices of 
imported cars are also probably influenced by the 
introduction of new car lines, basic price adjustments 
and the changing import mix during the two periods.

Inventories, Shipments and Orders in Manufacturing

The preliminary estimate of manufacturers’ shipments 
in July, seasonally adjusted, was $11,106.3 million, up 
2.1% from the revised June level of $10,882.9 million. 
Durable goods shipments rose 2.2% to $5,207.5 million 
from $5,096.3 million and non-durable goods ship- 
ments were up 1.9% to $5,898.8 million from $5,786.6 
million. 

Seasonally-adjusted new orders in all manufactu- 
ring industries dropped 0.8% in July to $11,058.1 
million from $11,142.0 million. Durable goods new 
orders were down 3.3% to $5,139.0 million from 
$5,312.2 million while non-durable goods new orders 
rose 1.5% to $5,919.1 million from $5,829.8. 

Seasonally-adjusted unfilled orders in all manufac- 
turing industries were estimated at $11,890.6 million in 
July, 0.4% below the revised June figure of $11,938.8 
million. 

Total inventory owned, seasonally adjusted, was 
estimated at $19,532.8 million, fractionally below the 
revised June total of $19,565.8 million. Total inventory 
held at an estimated $20,583.7 million was down 0.1% 
from $20,599.7 million (revised) in June. Goods in 


process and finished products rose 1.3% and 0.2%, 
respectively, while raw materials decreased 1.2%. 

The seasonally-adjusted ratio of total inventory 
owned to shipments was 1.76:1 in July compared to the 
revised June ratio of 1.80:1. The finished products to 
shipments ratio was 0.60:1, down from 0.62:1 (revised) 
the month before. 

Not adjusted for seasonal variation, manufacturers’ 
shipments in July were estimated at $10,084.8 million, 
13.6% below the revised June value of $11,674.1 
million. Cumulative shipments for the first seven 
months of 1978 were estimated at $72,286.9 million, up 
15.5% from the January-July 1977 total of $62,593.6 
million.

Road and Street Length and Financing, 1975 —

Total length of public roads and streets in Canada at 
December 31, 1975 was 541,649 miles (871 700 km), 
an increase of 1.3% from 534,826 miles (860 719 km) in 
1974. Paved mileage included in these totals amounted 
to 149,362 miles (240 375 km) in 1975, up 4.3% from 
143,265 miles (230 563 km) the year before. 

Total expenditures during the 1975 fiscal year 
(ended either December 31, 1975 or March 31, 1976, as 
appropriate) totalled $5.17 billion, up 35.9% from $3.80 
billion in the previous fiscal year. Of the $5.17 billion 
spent in the 1975 fiscal year, $2.71 billion represented 
expenditures of the 12 provincial and territorial admi- 
nistrations.

Railway Carloadings, 7 Days Ended September 7, 1978 
— Published Only in the Daily 


Railway carloadings in Canada were up 1.0% in the 
above-noted week to 4.4 million t (4.9 million short 
tons). Traffic in the East declined 3.7% during the latest 
period, while in the West a gain of 7.4% was recorded. 
Container-trailer (piggyback) movements were down 
0.5% in the East, but rose 13.3% west of the Lakehead 
for an over-all increase of 2.9%. 

In the period January 1 through September 7, 1978, 
Canadian rail freight loadings were 8.0% below those 
of 1977. This decline can be attributed to a loss of 
17.1% in eastern traffic and, more specifically, to 
loadings of iron ore which had fallen 54.4% by July 31 
(the latter resulted from labour problems in iron mines 
in northeastern Quebec and Newfoundland which all 


but crippled railway operations in that area from March 
15 to mid-July). Cumulative container-trailer (piggy- 
back) movements to September 7 were up 6.4% from 
1977.

Preliminary Report on Job Vacancies, Three Months 
Ended August 31, 1978 — Advance Information 


Preliminary estimates of the average number of jobs 
vacant on a daily basis during the three-month period 
ended August 31 show an increase of 14% from the 
previous three-month period. Vacancies for full-time, 
part-time and casual jobs were 48,200*. Compared 
with the same three-month period in 1977, the number 
of vacancies decreased by 5,400, or 10%. 

Vacancies for full-time jobs increased by 15% to 
43,200 in the latest three-month period from 37,500. 
Longer-term vacancies (jobs unfilled for more than 
four weeks) increased by 21%. 

For every 1,000 existing jobs in the latest three- 

month period five were vacant, unchanged from the 
preceding period. The comparable rate a year earlier 
was six. The highest vacancy rate occurred in Alberta 
(11 per 1,000) while the lowest rate was observed in 
Newfoundland (two per 1,000). 
*The Job Vacancy Survey provides an estimate of the 
average number of vacancies available on any given day ina 
three-month period. The estimate of this three-month 
average is derived from six observations taken at regular 
intervals. Consequently, the survey does not cover those 
vacancies which occur and are filled between individual 
observations. In addition, the survey does not cover openings 
in agriculture, fishing, hunting, trapping and households.

Survey of Visual Artists, 1978 — Advance Information Steel Ingots, Week Ended September 23, 1978 —

Real Domestic Product, July 1978 — Advance Infor- 
mation 

The seasonally-adjusted index of real domestic 
product (1971=100) advanced 0.2% to 132.9 in July 
from 132.6 in June. The index of industrial production 
increased 1.1%. Goods-producing industries advan- 
ced 0.4%, while service-producing industries were up 
0.2%. 

The increase in goods-producing industries in July 
was almost entirely due to a sharp rise of 3.0% in 
manufacturing output, accompanied by smaller in- 
creases in both agriculture and fishing and trapping. 
Output was down substantially in mining (especially 
miscellaneous metal mines and crude petroleum), 
forestry, construction and utilities. 

The July increase in manufacturing was the largest 
month-to-month gain since August 1971, when a3.5% 
increase was recorded. Seventeen of the 20 major 
industry groups in manufacturing posted increases, 
with the most significant for manufacturers of trans- 
portation equipment, chemicals and chemical pro- 
ducts, metal fabricating, machinery, primary metals, 
rubber and plastic products, and paper and allied 
products. The gain in transportation equipment 
stemmed from increased production of motor vehicles 
and motor vehicle parts and accessories. After two 
successive monthly declines, manufacturers of chemi- 
cals and chemical products recorded their largest 
monthly increase since 1971. The July increase in 
primary metals was attributed to increased production 
in several iron and steel mills where strikes appeared 
imminent. Declining output was reported by manufac- 
turers of tobacco products and furniture and fixtures, 
and by miscellaneous manufacturers. The advance in 
agriculture was due largely to increased dairy, 
livestock and grain production. The sharp drop in 
forestry resulted from a curtailment of logging 
operations, brought about by severely dry weather 
conditions in British Columbia, where approximately 
8,000 employees were reported to have been affected 
by layoffs. The construction industry recorded its third 
consecutive monthly decline in July. Both residential 
and non-residential building activity were down 
significantly, the decrease partly due to scattered 
strikes across the country. The most serious decline in 
the goods-producing industries occurred in the 
mining industry with production falling off sharply in 


metal mines, mineral fuels and non-metal mines. A 
17% decline in metal mines resulted when some 16,000 
employees were laid off in two of the nation’s largest 
mining operations; excessively high inventories were 
cited as the reason for the production shutdowns. In 
mineral fuels, decreased crude petroleum and natural 
gas production accounted for the decline which 
followed an increase in the well-head price of crude oil. 
A drop in generation of electric power accounted for 
most of the decrease in utilities. 

In the service-producing industries, transportation, 
storage and communication, finance, insurance and 
real estate, community, business and personal ser- 
vices, and public administration and defence services 
each registered increases in July; only trade showed a 
slight decline. In transportation, storage and commu- 
nication, railway transport and communication ser- 
vices rose significantly. Pipeline transport, reflecting 
lower crude petroleum output, and grain elevators 
declined. In trade, wholesale trade declined slightly 
while retail trade was relatively unchanged from June. 
In retail trade, department stores, clothing stores and 
drug stores reported increases. Food stores, motor 
vehicle dealers, hardware stores and furniture, TV, 
radio and appliance stores declined.in July. Finance, 
insurance and real estate, and community, business 
and personal services reported substantial growth in 
output, while most of the growth in public administra- 
tion and defence services stemmed from local admi- 
nistration services. 

Users should note that the indexes of real domestic 
product have been revised for the period January 1978 
to date to incorporate revised crop estimates in 
agriculture.

Railways operating in Canada carried 273.9 million 
short tons of revenue freight (248.5 million t) in 1977, 
an increase of 3.4% from 1976. Ton-miles generated 
rose 5% to 145.5 billion (212.4 billion t/km). The 
average length of haul in 1977 was 531 miles (855 km) 
compared to 523 miles (841 km) in 1976. 

Freight car-miles, excluding cabooses, totalled 4.6 
billion (7.4 billion km), with 59.2% of the total logged 
by loaded cars. The average net weight of a carload of 
freight rose to 54.4 short tons (49.4 t) from 52.4 short 
tons (47.5 t) in 1976. 

Freight train-miles at 68.5 million (110.3 million km) 
were down 0.1% in 1977. The average freight train 
consisted of 68.5 cars, up from 67.8 cars in 1976 and 
60.6 cars a decade earlier.

Kidney Transplants and Dialysis, December 1976 — 
Advance Information 


At least 1,033 Canadians were alive with functioning 
kidney transplants at the end of 1976. 

During the year, 341 persons received kidney 
transplants. Some 85% of the kidneys used in the 
Operations were from dead donors; almost 12% from 
living donors. In the other cases the source of the 
kidneys was not known. 

The Canadian Renal Failure Register maintained by 
Statistics Canada included 3,150 patients with irrever- 
sible kidney trouble in 1976, of whom 1,899 were male 
and 1,251 female. Of these, 1,752 were on long-term 
dialysis (kidney machine) at the end of the year.

Canadian railway carloadings totalled 4.9 million t (5.4 
million short tons) in the above-noted week, up 0.1% 
from the same period in 1977. In the East, traffic 
declined 3.7% during the latest period, while in the 
West a gain of 4.7% was recorded. Container-trailer 
(piggyback) movements (included above) declined 
3.8% in the East but rose 15.5% in the West for an over- 
all increase of 1.1%. 

In the period January 1 through September 14, 1978, 
rail freight loadings in tons were 7.8% below those of

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Preliminary Statement of Canadian Trade, August 
1978 


Seasonally adjusted on a balance of payments basis, 
Canadian exports increased while imports declined in 
August. Exports rose 2.8% to $4,129 million, following 
a 2% gain in July. The August total was slightly below 
the average level for the eight months of 1978. Imports 
dropped 4.8% to $3,943 million in August after a 6% 
advance in July. The August figure again almost 
corresponded with the monthly average of imports for 
1978 so far. Accordingly, there was a surplus of $186 
million on merchandise trade account in August. 


1977 1978 


Exports declined 9% to $12,082 million in the three 
months ending in August from $13,297 million in the 
preceding period. Imports rose fractionally to $11,981 
million. The merchandise trade surplus contracted 
from $1,369 million in the period March to May to $101 
million in June-August. At $2,084 million, the surplus 
for the first eight months of 1978 compared with $1,734 
million for the same period of 1977.

Exports (Customs Basis) 

Seasonally adjusted exports to the United States 
advanced 2.6% to $3,009 million in August, following a 
rise of 1% in July. The August figure topped the $3 
billion level again after the recent peak of $3,280 
million in April. Shipments of metallic ores rebounded 
smartly following the termination in July of strikes at 
iron mines in the Quebec-Labrador area. Exports of 
chemicals recovered from the unusually low July level; 
and moderate increases were also recorded in 
shipments of some other industrial materials. Seaso- 
nally adjusted exports of motor vehicles, automotive 
parts and other equipment and machinery declined in 
August. 

Despite monthly increases during the recent period, 
exports to the U.S. of $8,842 million for the three 
months ending in August were 2.5% smaller than the 
total for March-May. Contributing to the decline were 
lower shipments of metallic ores, non-ferrous metals, 
crude oil, pulp, newsprint, chemicals, steel, trucks and 
automotive parts. In partial offset were increased 
exports of lumber, fertilizers and passenger cars. 

At $1,142 million, seasonally adjusted August 
exports to overseas countries stood more than 4% 
above the July total, following an 8% gain in that 
month. Shipments increased in August to the Euro- 
pean Economic Community, but fell to Japan and 
other countries. Exports of wheat and barley rose 
substantially over the below-average levels of July. 
Shipments of some industrial materials and motor 
vehicles advanced. Exports of coal, lumber, chemicals 
and non-ferrous metals fell in August. 


Seasonally adjusted exports to overseas markets of 
$3,247 million for the three months ending in August 
were 20% below the total for the period preceding, 
largely on account of the exceptionality high March- 
April levels. Apart from increased shipments of 
oilseeds, pulp and non-automotive equipment, there 
were widespread reductions in commodity exports, 
including metallic ores, non-ferrous metals, news- 
print, chemicals, steel and automotive products. 

The proportion of Canadian exports going to the 
U.S. expanded from 68.9% in the first eight months of 
1977 to 70.6% in 1978, while the share of the O.E.C.D. 
group of countries, including the E.E.C. and Japan, 
declined. 


Imports (Customs Basis) 

At $2,895 million, seasonally adjusted imports from the 
U.S. in August stood 1% below the July total, but a 
shade above the June figure. A sharp fall in imports of 
transportation and other equipment (in particular 
automotive parts) and more moderate declines in 
industrial materials were in part offset by increased 
arrivals of machinery and coal. 

Total imports for the three months ending in August 
stood at $8,714 million, up 3.8% from $8,392 million for 
the preceding period. Increased imports of passenger

cars, automotive parts, coal and other machinery and 
equipment were partly offset by lower imports of 
fabricated materials. 

Imports, seasonally adjusted, from overseas coun- 
tries dropped nearly 13% in August to $1,071 million, 
with the fall almost entirely attributable to imports from 
countries other than Japan and the E.E.C. Crude oil 
imports dropped to amore normal level in August from 
unusually high landings in July. Arrivals of food, some 
fabricated materials, machinery and apparel and 
footwear also declined. Partially offsetting increases 
comprised automotive goods, in particular passenger 
cars. 

Imports from overseas countries also fell in a three- 
month comparison, receding 8% to $3,293 million in 
June-August. A widespread decline in commodity 
imports was recorded, with enhanced landings of 
Crude oil being a notable exception. 


The proportion of imports originating in the U.S. 
rose marginally to 70% in the first eight months of 1978, 
in comparison with the same period in 1977. The 
proportion of Canadian imports from the E.E.C. and 
Japan also expanded, but the shares for the remaining 
countries decreased.

Employment, Earnings and Hours (Seasonally Adjus- 
ted), July 1978 — Advance Information 

The first estimates of the Canada industrial compo- 
site* index of employment (1961=100) for July 1978 
showed a 0.1% decline from June. All industry 
divisions registered losses except mining (including 
milling) and manufacturing, both of which recorded 
gains. The Atlantic region, Quebec and the Prairie 
region indicated losses while the other two regions 
gained. 

Average weekly earnings showed little change from 
June ($265.86) to July ($265.84) at the national 
industrial composite level. Gains were recorded in 
forestry, construction and finance, insurance and real 
estate; manufacturing indicated no change and the 
remaining industry divisions registered losses. The 
Atlantic Region and British Columbia gained while the 
other regions showed losses. 

Average weekly hours decreased in mining (inclu- 
ding milling), in manufacturing and in construction 
while average hourly earnings rose in all three industry 
divisions. 

* Industrial composite is the sum of all industries with the 
exception of agriculture, fishing and trapping, education and 


related services, health and welfare services, religious — 
organizations, private households and public administration 
and defence. All statistics are based on returns received from 
employers having 20 or more employees in any month of the 
year. Notes on concepts and methods can be found in any 
issue of Employment, Earnings and Hours.

Railway Carloadings, August 1978 — Advance Infor- 
mation 


Railways in Canada loaded 23.5 million short tons 
(21.3 million t) of revenue freight in August, an 
increase of 3.5% from a year earlier. The carriers 
received an additional 1.9 million short tons (1.7 
million t) from the United States, a gain of 12.6% over 
August 1977. 

A number of commodities showed notable percen- 
tage changes in volume movements in the latest month 
including pulpwood (up 87.0%); grain, other than 
wheat (up 85.8%); crude gypsum (up 48.8%); news- 
print paper (up 17.9%); copper-nickel ore (down 
84.4%); potash (down 10.6%); and wheat (down 6.4%). 

In the first eight months of 1978, rail freight loadings 
decreasec 7.8% from January-August 1977 to 154.1 
million short tons (139.8 million t). Receipts from the 
U.S. were down 0.6% in the same period. 

Cumulatively, iron ore and concentrates had the 
most significant decline in loadings, falling 42.1%. 
Shipments of wheat were down 0.7% but other grain 
showed a gain of 19.2%. Movements of sulphur, potash 
and coal were all higher in the latest period.

Building Permits (Seasonally Adjusted), July 1978 — 
Advance Information 


The value of authorized construction as represented 
by building permits issued by Canadian municipalities 
reached a seasonally-adjusted rate of $1,098 million in 
July compared to $1,090 million in June, according to 
preliminary estimates. In July 1977, the value of all 
permits was estimated at $959 million. 

Residential permits estimated at $613 million ($616 
million in June) were issued for 16,880 dwelling units 
comprising 9,380 single-detached homes and 7,500 
multiple dwellings. In June, construction was authori- 
zed for 17,807 dwellings of which 9,296 were single- 
detached homes and 8,511 were collective dwellings. 
(It appears, on the basis of these figures, that starts of 
single-detached homes will stabilize at an annual rate 
of approximately 115,000 in the coming months while 
starts of multiple dwellings will decrease to a rate 
somewhat below 100,000 units.) 

The value of non-residential permits which had 
reached $473 million in June rose to $486 million in 
July, reflecting increased activity in the commercial 
sector which had projects estimated at $293 million 
compared to $237 million in June. Permits activity 
decreased in the industrial sector to $86 million in July 
from $102 million in June, and also in the public sector 
to $106 million in July from $134 million in June.

The cumulative value of permits for the first seven 
months of 1978 was up 1.8% from the corresponding 
period of 1977. Regionally, the relative share of permits 
issued in the Atlantic region rose to 5.8% of the 
national total in 1978 from 4.9% in 1977, while it 
decreased in Quebec to 17.8% from 20.8%. In Ontario, 
permits issued during the first seven months of 1978 
represented 33.2% of the national total compared to 
35.7% in the corresponding period of 1977, but in the 
Prairie provinces the proportion rose to 30.1% from 
24.0%. In British Columbia, the value of permits issued 
was 12.8% of the seven months’ total in 1978 compared 
to 14.4% in 1977.

Railway Operating Statistics, July 1978 — Advance

Canada’s six major railways reported combined net 
income of $13.0 million in July, up 55.3% from July 
1977. Total operating revenues increased 8.6% to 
$288.4 million, while operating expenses at $275.4 
million showed a 7.0% rise. 

Revenue freight ton-miles were down 5.7% in July 
1978; freight train-miles declined 0.5%; and freight car- 
miles were 3.0% below the year-earlier level. Average 
revenue per ton-mile of freight in the latest month was 
2.034 cents compared to 1.798 cents in July 1977. 
Passenger-miles (which exclude “GO Transit” opera- 
tions) registered an increase of 24.4% with commu- 
ter travel advancing 3.9% and intercity movements up 
25.1% (it should be noted that the sharp increase in 
intercity passenger-miles resulted in part from a 
downward adjustment of 9.8% made by Canadian 
National to figures reported for July 1977). 


In the first seven months of 1978, operating revenues 
of the six carriers were 8.0% above those of 1977 and 
expenses were 7.6% higher. Total net income at $127.2 
million was up 15.3%.

Railway Carloadings, 7 Days Ended September 21, 
1978 — Published only in the Daily 


Canadian railways loaded 4.9 million t (5.4 million 
short tons) of revenue freight in the third week of 
September, an increase of 0.6% over the preceding 
seven days anda gain of 12.1% from the corresponding 
1977 week. In the latest period, rail movements in the 
East were 9.2% higher than a year earlier and in the 
West loadings were up 15.8%. Container-trailer 
(piggyback) shipments (included above) registered a 
7.9% gain. 

From January 1 through September 21, 1978, rail 
carriers loaded 152.6 million t (168.3 million short 


tons), a decline of 7.2% from 1977. The corresponding 
number of cars loaded was down 5.5%. Cumulative 
container-trailer (piggyback) traffic was 6.3% above 
the level of 1977.

Import and export current-weighted price indexes 
rose in July, largely because of seasonal changes in 
the composition of trade. Both fixed-weighted price 
indexes were unchanged from the June level, but since 
December 1977 each has increased 5.5%. 

Import volume, seasonally adjusted, rose 4.7% in 
July and export volume increased 1.9%. But average 
import volume for the latest two months was 3.7% 
lower than the second quarter average, while export 
volume was down 6.9%.

In the food and beverage industries group, which 
registered an over-all increase of 0.3%, there were 
increases of 1.3% for slaughtering and meat proces- 
sors, 4.9% for cane and beet sugar processors, 1.8% for 
poultry processors and 0.9% for fruit and vegetable 
canners and preservers. The miscellaneous food 
processors index decreased by 1.0%, the fish products 
industry index by 1.1%, and the feed industry index by 
0.6%.

Preliminary Report on Unemployment Insurance 
Statistics, July 1978 — Advance Information 


Some 674,000*claimants received unemployment 
insurance benefits for the week ending July 15, a 
decrease of 5% from the previous month but 8% more 
than in July 1977. Eight percent of the beneficiaries in 
the latest month drew sickness and maternity benefits. 

Benefits paid in July totalled $307* million, down 8% 
from June but up 24% from a year earlier. For the first 
seven months of 1978, payments amounted to $2,976 
million, an increase of 21% from the January-July 
period in 1977. Based on the year-to-date data, 63% of 
the benefits went to residents of Quebec and Ontario; 
17% to the Atlantic Provinces; 11% to British Columbia 
and 8% to the Prairie Provinces. f 

Claims submitted by persons applying for benefit in 
July numbered 215,000, an increase of 13% from June 
but unchanged from July 1977. For 1978-to-date, 
claims rose 4% from the preceding year to a total of 
1,556,000. 
* The count of beneficiaries cannot be related to the benefit 
payments made during a month. Whereas the latter figure 
covers all benefit payments made during the month, the 
count of beneficiaries represents the number of persons 
receiving benefit for a specific week each month.

New Motor Vehicle Sales, August 1978 — Advance

New motor vehicles sold in August totalled 108,004 
units, up 0.3% from a year earlier. This included 61,012 
passenger cars (up 2.6%) and 28,683 commercial 
vehicles (up 2.5%) manufactured in Canada and the 
U.S., and 16,896 passenger cars (down 8.8%) and 1,323 
commercial vehicles (down 17.5%) manufactured 
overseas. 

Total sales value increased 11.3% to $761.2 million. 
Canadian and U.S. passenger cars sold for $404.5 
million (up 11.4%) and commercial vehicles for $248.4 
million (up 10.1%). Sales of passenger cars from 
overseas increased 14.8% to $100.6 million and those 
of commercial vehicles decreased 2.0% to $7.6 million. 
Included in total commercial vehicles sold were 760 
units of coaches and buses valued at $7.8 million. 

Seasonally-adjusted August sales of passenger cars 
manufactured in Canada and the U.S. decreased 3.6% 
from July to 67,981 units and those of passenger cars 
from overseas increased 7.5% to 14,622 units. 
Similarly-adjusted sales of all commercial vehicles 
were down 6.4% to 30,336 units. 

For the first eight months of 1978, total sales reached 
961,348 units (938,780 in 1977), with an accumulated 
value of $6,679.8 million. This represented an increase 
of 13.2% in value over sales for January-August 1977.

Employment and unemployment both increased 
marginally in September, but Canada’s seasonally- 
adjusted unemployment rate remained at 8.5%, 
unchanged from August. The rate in September 1977 
was 8.3%. 

The seasonally-adjusted participation rate was 
62.9% in September, up from 62.8% in August. The 
employment/population ratio remained at 57.5% in 
September, unchanged from August. 

Last month the seasonally-adjusted employment 
level reached 10,160,000, up by 15,000 from August. 
Women 25 years of age and over accounted for 12,000 
of the total increase. Little or no change was recorded 
in the other major age-sex groups. 

Unemployment (seasonally adjusted) totalled 
946,000 in September, up by 5,000 from the preceding 
month. The level increased by 8,000 among women 25 
and over, declined by 5,000 among men 15 to 24, and 
changed only slightly for the other two age-sex 
groups. 


Seasonally-adjusted September unemployment 
rates for the provinces, with August rates in brackets:

The Consumer Price Index, September 1978 (62-001, 
30¢/$3) 

The All-items Consumer Price Index for Canada 
(1971=100) decreased by 0.2% to 177.5 in September 
from 177.8 in August, the first recorded monthly 
decline in this index since September 1971. As aresult, 
the 12-month rise between September 1977 and 
September 1978 stood at 8.6%, down from 9.4% in the 
previous month. The decline in the all-items index in 
this latest month was attributable to the food index 
which declined by 2.4% whereas the index forall items 
excluding food increased by 0.7%. 

Lower prices for fresh fruits and vegetables — down 
12.1% and 30.9%, respectively, on average in early 
September — were largely responsible for the 2.9% 
decline in the Food-at-Home Index. Price decreases 
were also recorded for selected beef cuts and coffee. 
The impact of these price declines was somewhat 
dampened by higher prices for selected pork and 
poultry products. 

Higher charges for fuel oil and domestic gas and 
increased gasoline prices were the largest contribu- 
ting factors to the 0.7% increase in the index for all 
items excluding food. Other notable increases were 
recorded for clothing items — outerwear in particular 
— and shelter costs. Magazine prices also advanced as 
did local transit fares in several cities in Ontario and 
British Columbia. Between September 1977 and 
September 1978, the index for all items excluding food 
advanced by 6.2%, unchanged from the previous 
month. 


Viewed in terms of goods and services, the price 
level for goods, including food, declined by 0.5% in the 
latest month while that for services was up 0.5%. 
Between September 1977 and September 1978, the 
price level for goods increased by 9.7% while that for 
services rose by 6.9%. 

On a seasonally-adjusted basis, the all-items CPI 
advanced by 0.3% between August and September: 
this comprised a 1.4% decline in the food index anda 
1.0% increase in the index for all items excluding food. 

In September, the current annual rate of change in 
the CPI*, based on the seasonally-adjusted movement 
in the latest three-month period, was 6.1%.

Railway Carloadings, 9 Days Ended September 30,

Loadings of revenue freight by railways in Canada 
totalled 6.3 million t (7.0 million short tons) in the 
above period, an increase of 0.2% over the correspon- 
ding nine days of 1977. Tonnage in the East was up

were down by a similar percentage margin. Container- 
trailer (piggyback) shipments (included above) regis- 
tered a 4.1% gain.

General Wholesale Price Index (1935-39=100), as 
1978 — Advance Information 


The General Wholesale Index rose 1.1% to 610.1 in 
August from its revised July level of 603.3. The index 
was 8.1% higher than in August 1977 when it stood at 
564.4. The major groups having the most effect on the 
total index in August were wood products, non-ferrous 
metals including gold, animal products and vegetable 
products. 

The wood products index rose 2.0%, due in part to 
price increases of 4.6% for fir and 1.2% for newsprint 
and wrapping paper. 

The index for non-ferrous metals including gold 
advanced 2.7%, largely reflecting increases of 8.5% for 
silver, 2.7% for copper and 15.8% for gold. 

In the animal products group, which registered a 
1.1% increase, fresh meats rose by 4.2%, leather by 
3.5% and livestock by 0.5%. 

An increase of 0.8% in the vegetable products group 
index was attributable mainly to price increases of 
8.8% for sugar and its products, 1.7% for grains and 
1.9% for tea, coffee and cocoa; potatoes showed a 
decrease of 13.8%.

Changes in the Number of Families, 1971 to 1978 — 
Advance Information 


During the course of the 1971-1978 period, the number 
of census families in Canada increased by 17%. The 
largest increases were in Alberta (28%) and British 
Columbia (22%), while the smallest were in Manitoba 
(10%) and Saskatchewan (9%). 

The accompanying table summarizes the change in 
the total number of census families in Canada and the 
provinces since 1971. The data shown are either 
census counts (1971 and 1976) or estimates (1972 to 
1975, 1977 and 1978). The intercensal estimates (1972 
to 1975) were revised by taking into account the 1971 
and 1976 Census results. The estimates for 1977 and 
1978 are preliminary in that they were produced 
without having all the required final data on the various 
factors which determine the number of families there 
are in Canada. :

Expenditures on education in 1975-76 totalled $13 
billion and were equivalent to 7.9% of Gross National 
Product compared with $11 billion (7.5% of GNP) in 
1974-75. The increase occurred despite declining 
elementary enrolment, and was primarily due to 
continued growth at the more costly secondary and 
post-secondary levels, along with inflation. 

Government education spending amounted to $12 
billion ($10.1 billion in 1974-75), and covered 92.5% of 
the education bill. These expenditures absorbed 16.7% 
of the budgets of the three levels of government 
(federal, provincial and municipal), down marginally 
from 17% in 1974-75.

From August to September, consumer prices rose in 
seven regional cities, declined in six and recorded no 
over-all change in Winnipeg.

These varying city movements were largely 
influenced by the differing rates of decline in the food 
component. Dampening or offsetting the impact of the 
declines in the food component on the all-items 
consumer price indexes were increased prices in most 
or all cities for fuel oil, domestic gas, gasoline, clothing 
and magazines as well as increased shelter charges.

The preliminary estimate of manufacturers’ shipments 
in August 1978, seasonally adjusted, was valued at 
$10,780.8 million, down 1.0% from the revised July 
level of $10,891.7 million. Durable goods shipments 
dropped 3.9% to $4,910.1 million from $5,109.4 million 
while non-durable goods shipments rose 1.5% to 
$5,870.7 million from $5,782.3 million. 

Seasonally-adjusted new orders in all manufactu- 
ring industries dropped 0.3% to $10,787.0 million from 
$10,819.2 million. Durable goods new orders were 
estimated at $4,900.4 million, down 1.5% from the 
revised July value of $4,974.9 million while non- 
durable new orders rose 0.7% to $5,886.6 million from 
$5,844.3 million. 

Seasonally-adjusted unfilled orders in all manufac- 
turing industries were estimated at $11,872.5 million, 
fractionally higher than the revised July total of 
$11,866.3 million. 

Total inventory owned, seasonally adjusted, was 
estimated at $19,821.4 million, up 1.6% from $19,504.4 
million (revised) in July. Total inventory held, estima- 
ted at $20,820.6 million, was 1.3% higher than the 
revised July value of $20,553.7 million with increases 
of 2.0% in raw materials, 1.4% in goods in process and 
0.3% in finished products. 


The seasonally-adjusted ratio of total inventory 
owned to shipments was 1.84:1 compared to 1.79:1 
(revised) for suly. The finished products to shipments 
ratio at 0.63:1 was up from the revised July ratio of 
OG62218 

Not adjusted for seasonal variation, manufacturers’ 
shipments in August were estimated at $10,511.8 
million, up 6.3% from the revised July level of $9,887.8 
million. Cumulative shipments for the first eight 
months of 1978 at an estimated $82,770.9 million were 
15.9% higher than the January-August 1977 total of 
$71,442.1 million.

Railway Carloadings, 7 Days Ended October 7, 1978 — 
Published only in the Statistics Canada Daily 


Railway carloadings in Canada for the first week of 
October 1978 were up 7.9% from the same period last 
year. Traffic in the East increased 11.8%.and the West 
recorded a gain of 3.2%. 

Container-trailer (piggyback) movements showed 
an over-all gain of 12.8%, increasing 12.7% in the East 
and 13.0% in the West. 

For the period January 1 to October 7, 1978, 
carloadings (in tons) decreased 6.4% from 1977 and 
the corresponding number of cars loaded decreased 
5.1%. Cumulative container-trailer (piggyback) ship- 
ments were 6.4% above the 1977 level.

Business Conditions Survey, Canadian Manufacturing 
Industries, October 1978 — Published only in the 
Statistics Canada Daily and Infomat 

Canadian manufacturers reporting to the October 
Business Conditions Survey expressed more opti- 
mism about production for the last quarter of 1978 than 
they showed for the third quarter. Results show that 
40% of the weighted response expected production to 
be higher from October through December than it was 
in the July to September period, whereas in the July 
survey only 33% felt this optimism about production. 
The proportion expecting production to decline 
decreased to 17% from the previous quarter’s 22%. 
(Management.is asked to allow for normal seasonal 
conditions when responding.) 

The level of new orders received was rising in 
October for 46% of the weighted response and 
declining for 10%. In the preceding quarter, 41% were 
experiencing rising orders and for 12% they were 
declining. In the same quarter of 1977, only 19% 
reported rising orders while for 23% they were decli- 
ning. 

For the second time in three years, the proportion 
reporting unfilled orders as higher than normal, at 26% 
was ahead of that indicating a lower-than-normal 
backlog, at 11%. The July results showed 19% with 
higher backlogs of orders and 18% lower. The current 
results are markedly different from those of the same 
period last year when only 9% felt their orders backlog 
was higher than normal and 28% lower. 

The level of finished product inventory was felt to be 
too high by only 12%, down from 16% in July, and too 
low by 11%, up from 7% in July. A year earlier, 19% 
reported finished goods inventory too high and 6% too 
low. 

A slightly higher percentage of responding manu- 
facturers reported more production difficulties with 
15% of them citing a shortage of skilled labour as a 
problem and 11% noting a shortage of raw materials. 
These percentages are up from 12% and 7%, respecti- 
vely, for July 1978 and also up from 9% and 4% 
reported in October 1977. 

Classified by economic use or type of market served 
by the manufacturers, the most significant quarter-to- 
quarter changes appeared for most groups in their 
expectations of production for the next three months 
compared to their production of the past three months 
(allowing for normal seasonal conditions). In export- 
based industries, the proportion expecting increased 
production rose to 50% from 34% in July while those 
expecting lower production dropped to 8% from 10%. 
Similar changes occurred in all groups except 
producers of non-durable consumer goods and 
construction materials, both of whom predicted a 
slight drop in production. 


Response from the October survey represented 
more than 6,100 manufacturing establishments whose 
shipments of goods of own manufacture represented 
about 50% of all shipments in these industries in 1975. 
Answers were weighted by attaching to each the value 
of shipments reported to the 1975 Census of Manufac- 
tures. Percentages are proportions of the total 
weighted response indicating a specified condition 
(e.g. ‘too high”, “too low” or “about right”) in answer to 
each question. The survey is conducted by the 
Shipments, Inventories and Orders Section (613-996- 
7008), Manufacturing and Primary Industries Division, 
Statistics Canada, Ottawa K1A OV6.

Building Permits (Seasonally Adjusted), August 1978 
— Advance Information 


Building permits issued by Canadian municipalities 
during August decreased 10.5% to a seasonally- 
adjusted level of $1,000 million from a revised $1,117 
million in July. In August 1977, the value of permits 
issued was $1,010 million. 

The drop in August reflected weaknesses in the 
industrial and commercial sectors in most provinces 
except Saskatchewan and Alberta. Nationally, non- 
residential permits decreased 18.4% to $402 million 
from $493 million in July. Industrial projects dropped 
to $70 million in August from $87 million in July and 
commercial projects totalled $222 million ($297 
million). Government projects rose marginally to $110 
million from $108 million. 

Residential permits remained relatively stable at 


17,111 units (17,267 in July); 8,775 new single- — 


detached homes and 8,336 collective dwellings were 
authorized during August compared to 9,709 singles 
and 7,558 multiples in July. (Translated into annual 
terms, these monthly figures suggest potential hou- 
sing starts at a rate of 206,000 units in a month or two). 
The value of all residential permits including permits 
for home improvements was estimated at a seasonally- 
adjusted $598 million in August compared to $624 
million in July. 

During the first eight months of 1978, the value of 
permits issued showed increases from last year in the 
Atlantic Provinces (22.9%) and the Prairie Provinces 
(24.9%) but decreased in the other regions: Quebec 
(-13.0%), Ontario (-4.5%) and British Columbia 
(-16.3%). Of the metropolitan areas, Toronto had the 
largest volume of building construction authorized, 
$1,151 million ($1,176 million in 1977) followed by 
Calgary, $657 million ($476 million), Edmonton, $607 
million ($445 million), Montreal, $523 million ($834

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Real Domestic Product, August 1978 — Advance 
Information 

The seasonally-adjusted index of real domestic 
product (1971=100) advanced 0.1% to 132.7 in August 
from the downward-revised level of 132.6 in July. The 
index of industrial production declined 0.8%. Goods- 
producing industries decreased 0.6% in August, while 
service-producing industries were up 0.6%. 

In goods-producing industries, output was down in 
manufacturing, construction and agriculture. In ma- 
nufacturing, non-durables manufacturing increased 
0.4%, while durables manufacturing recorded a 
substantial 4.1% decline in August, the largest decline 
since January 1975 (-5.4%). Industry groups in non- 
durable manufacturing which showed gains included 
food and beverages, rubber and plastic products, 
knitting mills, refiners of petroleum and coal products, 
and chemicals and chemical products manufacturers; 
manufacturers of paper and allied products declined 
sharply. In durables manufacturing, major decreases 
were recorded in primary metals and transportation 
equipment manufacturers, with lesser declines occur- 
ring in the metal fabricating, machinery, electrical 
products, and non-metallic mineral products indus- 
tries. The decline in primary metals partly resulted 
from a short strike at a major steel mill and iron 
foundry, and a general slowdown in production at 
another major steel mill. Smelting and refining 
operations continued to feel the effects of major 
layoffs which started in July. A strike in the aluminum 
rolling and casting industry, which began in July, also 
contributed to the decline in primary metals. The 
decline in the transportation equipment industry 
resulted primarily from decreased production of 
automobile parts and accessories which may be 
related to declining foreign demand. The shipbuilding 
industry experienced a sharp drop in output following 
major layoffs. The wood products and furniture and 
fixtures industries were the only major groups in 
durables manufacturing to record production in- 
creases in August. Construction declined for the 
fourth consecutive month, resulting from decreases in 
both residential and non-residential building activity 


which were affected by prolonged strikes. The slight 
drop in agriculture was attributed to lower production 
levels for dairy, poultry and livestock. In August, a 
return to normal operations in the British Columbia 
forest industry accounted for the sharp increase in 
forestry output. The major increase in mining resulted 
mostly from a resumption of activity at several major 
iron ore producers, and as well from smaller increases - 
in production of coal mines and crude petroleum and 
natural gas operations. Utilities’ output rose sharply in 
August for the first time since February 1978 with 
electric power output accounting for most of the gain. 

In service-producing industries, major increases 
were recorded in trade and finance, insurance and real 
estate and there were modest gains in community, 
business and personal services, and public adminis- 
tration and defence services. Transportation, storage 
and communication services declined in August. In 
trade, notable advances occurred in both wholesale 
and retail trade. Wholesalers of petroleum products 
and wholesale merchants accounted for the increase 
in wholesale trade. The growth in retail trade mostly 
reflected significant gains for food stores, department 
stores and motor vehicle dealers, along with increases 
for clothing stores, hardware stores and drug stores. 
Banks and other deposit-accepting establishments 
accounted for the growth in finance, insurance and 
real estate services. Public administration and defence 
services recorded the largest monthly gain to date in 
1978. The decline in transportation, storage and 
communication services resulted when two short 
strikes disrupted air transport services. However, 
railway transport and grain elevators advanced signifi- 
cantly.

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Preliminary Statement of Canadian Trade, September 
1978 

Both exports and imports (seasonally adjusted on a 
balance-of-payments basis) rose sharply in Septem- 
ber and, as a result, the merchandise trade surplus for 
the third quarter of 1978 reached $754 million or 12% 
larger than the second quarter surplus. Exports in the 
quarter were $13,225 million or 2% above the second 
quarter while imports were $12,471 million or 1.5% 
higher. The third quarter surplus, while larger than that 
of the second quarter, was about half that of the first 
quarter which was rather exceptional by historical 
standards. 

The cumulative surplus of $2,883 million for the first 
nine months of 1978 was 60% higher than $1,807 
million for the corresponding period of 1977. 

In September, exports were up by 20% and imports 
by 9.5% from August; the trade surplus for the month 
increased to $631 million, a substantial improvement 
over that of the previous two months.

Exports (Customs Basis) 
Exports to the United States gained 9.7% in September 
to $3,302 million. Roughly half of: the September 
increase was attributable to larger shipments of motor 
vehicles and parts, in particular of trucks. Exports of 
forestry products, metals and machinery also rose. 
At $9,277 million, the value of shipments to the U.S. 
in the three months ending in September stood ata 
record high level, up 1.5% from the second quarter. 
Contributing to the third quarter rise were enhanced 
exports of fish, metallic concentrates, forestry pro- 
ducts, passenger cars and non-automotive equipment. 
Shipments of chemicals, metals, trucks and automo- © 
tive parts were lower than in the second quarter.

“In the above table, export and import totals are shown on botha “customs” and a “balance-of-payments” basis. The figures ona 
customs basis are the totals of detailed merchandise trade data tabulated from customs documents according to procedures 
and concepts explained in Summary of External Trade. The figures on a bala:ice-of-payments basis reflect a number of 
adjustments applied to the customs totals to make them consistent with the concepts and definitions used in the system of 
national accounts. The adjustments include timing adjustments to exports of crude petroleum, natural gas and wheat and to 
receipts and payments for capital equipment deduction of transportation charges included in the customs returns and the 
reduction of import values calculated for customs duty purposes to values which reflect transaction prices.

Seasonally adjusted exports to overseas countries 
jumped 40% in September to reach a record level of 
$1,614 million, following a gain of 2% in August. 
Widespread increases encompassed wheat, metallic 
ores, coal, lumber, pulp, metals and non-automotive 
equipment. Shipments of barley and motor vehicles 
declined in September. 

In a three-month comparison, exports to overseas 
countries rose some 7% in the third quarter to $3,892 
million, which was slightly larger than the first quarter 
total. With the exception of the United Kingdom, 
shipments to other overseas destinations increased in 
the September quarter, in particular to the non- 
industrial countries. Seasonally adjusted shipments of 
grain and coal each recorded gains of approximately 
$100 million; and exports of lumber, pulp, fertilizers, 
and non-automotive equipment also expanded. Ex- 
ports of metallic ores, chemicals, metals and automo- 
tive goods (other than passenger cars) declined. 


Imports (Customs Basis) 

Seasonally adjusted imports from the U.S. increased 
7.9% to $3,116 million in September, following a 1.5% 
decline in the previous month. Widespread increases 
in imports of industrial materials, trucks, automotive 
parts, machinery and other equipment were recorded 
in September. Arrivals of passenger cars receded from 
the above-average seasonally adjusted levels of July 
and August. 

Quarterly imports from the U.S. advanced 1.9% toa 
total of $8,934 million in the three months ending in 
September. Imports had expanded 14% in the second 
quarter. Led by transportation equipment (other than 
trucks), imports of meat, some processed materials, 
computers and office equipment rose in the third 


quarter. Partly-offsetting declines were recorded in 
arrivals of chemicals, trucks and other equipment. 

Seasonally adjusted imports from overseas coun- 
tries expanded 15% to $1,281 million in September, 
reversing a 9.5% drop in August. Larger imports of 
crude oil, industrial materials, machinery, motor 
vehicles and consumer goods contributed to the 
September increase. 

At $3,625 million for the months of July-September, 
imports from overseas countries were up 2.5% in the 
quarter, following a slightly higher increase in the 
preceding period. With the exception of the European 
Economic Community, other overseas countries 
accounted for the latest rise. Seasonally adjusted 
imports of meat, crude oil, steel, machinery, trucks and 
vehicle parts increased in the third quarter; but imports 
of passenger cars, apparel and footwear were lower. 

The irregularly upward course of both export and 
import prices, which commenced towards the begin- 
ning of 1977, continued in the third quarter of 1978. 
With the rise between the first nine months of 1977 and 
1978 (on the basis of partial data) in average export 
and import prices of roughly 8% and 12%, respectively, 
Canada’s terms of trade (the ratio of export to import 
prices) declined. The volume of exports expanded 
some 7%-8%, while real imports rose about 1%.

Employment, Earnings and Hours (Seasonally Adjus- 
ted), August 1978 — Advance Information 


The first estimates of the Canada industrial compo- 
site* index of employment (1961=100) for August 1978 
indicate a 0.1% increase over July. All industry 
divisions reported increases with the exception of 
forestry, construction and service, which decreased. 
Quebec, the Prairie region and British Columbia 
showed gains while the Atlantic region remained 
unchanged and Ontario declined. 

Average weekly earnings rose by 0.4% at the 
national industrial composite level. Gains were repor- 
ted in all industrial divisions except forestry, mining 
(including milling) and construction, which all showed 
decreases. All regions participated in the increase. 

Average hourly earnings rose in mining (including 
milling), manufacturing and construction, while ave- 
rage weekly hours were down in all three industry 
divisions.

Public Libraries In Canada, 1976 — Advance Informa- 
tion 

The 754 public libraries in Canada received income of 
$179.9 million in 1976, an increase of 21.6% from 1975. 
Operating expenditures totalled $156.6 million, up 
18.5% from the preceding year. 

Public libraries reported a total of 37,533,848 
volumes held in 1976 and circulated 112,240,346 items 
of library material. The libraries were served by 1,607 
professional librarians. 

Of the 754 public libraries reported 207 were urban 
libraries, 452 were rural libraries, 70 were regional 
libraries, nine were provincial or territorial library 
services and 15 were county libraries in Ontario. There 
was a total of 2,664 service points in 1976.

Preliminary Report on Unemployment Insurance 
Statistics, August 1978 — Advance Information 


Persons drawing unemployment insurance benefits 
for the week ending August 19 numbered 679,000*, up 
1% from July and up 6% from August 1977. Fifty 
percent of the beneficiaries were female, about the 
same proportion as a year earlier. 

In August, unemployment insurance benefits 
amounted to $341* million, an increase of 11% from 
both the previous month and the same month a year 
earlier. Payments reached $3,317 million in the first 
eight months of 1978, up 20% from the corresponding 
period of 1977. The year-to-date data show about a 
10% increase from a year earlier in both the average 
weekly payment and the number of weeks of benefit 
paid. 

Claims received from persons seeking benefit 
totalled 206,000 in August, down 4% from July but 3% 


more than in August 1977. For the first eight months a 
total of 1,762,000 claims were filed, 4% more than in the 
January-August period of 1977. 4 


* The count of beneficiaries cannot be related to the benefit 
payments made during a month. Whereas the latter figure 
covers all benefit payments made during the month, the 
count of beneficiaries represents the number of persons 
receiving benefit for a specific week each month.

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Import and Export Price and Volume Indexes, August 
1978 — Advance Information 

On a fixed-weight basis, both the import and export 
price indexes increased 1.7% in August. Both indexes 
stood 7.2% above their December 1977 levels, the 
Canadian dollar having fallen 3.8% over this period. 

The current-weighted export price index increased 
5.6% in August, a major cause being the seasonally low 
weight of automotive product exports. 

Seasonally-adjusted import volume decreased 5.4% 
in August and export volume was down 4.3%, declines 
in automotive trade being a major factor. Import 
volume was 6.7% lower than the second quarter level 
and export volume was 8.4% lower.

Consumption of diesel oil by Canadian railways was 
up 3.6% in 1977 to 484.4 million gallons (2 202.2 
million 1), while crude oil used in motive-power 
equipment rose 1.1% to 47.1 million gallons (214.0 
million |). Of the total diesel fuel consumed by 
railways, 3.1% was imported. All of the crude oil used 
was produced in Canada. 

There were 187,183 owned and leased freight cars in 
service on Canadian railway lines at the end of 1977, a 
decrease of 6,218 units from a year earlier. Average 
carrying capacity of these cars increased by 1.9 tons 
(1.2 t) in 1977 to 65.5 tons (59.4 t). 

Passenger train cars totalled 1,753, a decrease of 102 
from the preceding year. Of the 1977 total, 1,394 units 
(1,424 in 1976) were of the passenger-carrying type 
while the remaining 359 cars (431 in 1976) were used 
for baggage, express and mail services. 

There were 4,035 locomotives in service at the end of 
1977, an increase of 27 from a year earlier. All were 
diesel except for 14 electric units. 

The length of first main track (route miles) decrea- 
sed 313.2 miles (503.9 km) in 1977 to 43,475.6 miles 
(69 967.3 km). Total miles of all track, including 
multiple main tracks, yard tracks and sidings totalled 
59,022.4 miles (94987 .5km) or 836.1 miles 
(1 331.7 km) less than in 1976.

Railway Transport: Part |, 1977, Comparative Sum- 
mary Statistics, 1973-1977 — Advance Information 


Investment by Canadian railways in road and equip- 
ment property totalled $10.6 billion at December 31, 
1977, up $307.5 million from 1976 and up $1.7 billion 
over 1973. 

Between 1973 and 1977 railway operating revenues 
increased 66.7% to a total of $3,538.1 million. 
Operating expenses, excluding taxes, rose 64.4% over 
the period to $3,152.6 million. Net operating revenues 
increased 87.5% to $385.5 million. The retained 
income account of railways showed a deficit of $5.3 
million at the close of 1977 compared to a deficit of 
$23.3 million in 1976 and a surplus of $8.7 million in 
1973. 

Operating statistics show that freight ton-miles rose 
11.3% between 1973 and 1977 and that the average 
weight of a carload rose to 54.42 tons (49.37 t). 
Average gross tons per train rose to 4,116 (3 734 t) 
from 3,799 (3 447 t) and the average haul rose to 534 
miles (859 km) from 492 miles (791 km). 

Common carrier railways in Canada operated a total 
of 43,476 miles (69 967 km) of first main track (route 
miles) at December 31, 1977, some 313 miles (504 km) 
fewer than in 1976 and 756 miles (1 218 km) less than 
in 1973. Ontario had the largest track mileage at 9,776 
miles (15 732 km), followed by Saskatchewan with 
8,399 miles (13518km), Alberta 6,009 miles 
(9 670 km), Quebec 5,325 miles (8 570 km), British 
Columbia 4,776 miles (7 686 km), and Manitoba 4,575 
miles (7 363 km). 

The number of train accidents in 1977 totalled 1,789. 
This was the lowest recorded in the five-year period 
from 1973 to 1977.

Preliminary statistics for September show that 3.0 
million United States visitors entered Canada, down 
1.9% from a year earlier. Canadian residents returning 
from the U.S. numbered 3.1 million, adecrease of 5.7% 
from September 1977. Visitors entering Canada from 
countries other than the U.S. totalled 194,900, up 
20.2%, while Canadian travellers returning from these 
countries increased marginally (0.5%) to 172,000. 

On a year-to-date basis, 26.2 million U.S. visitors 
entered Canada, a decline of 1.0% from January- 
September 1977, while the number of Canadian 
travellers returning from th U.S. totalled 29.9 million, 
down 1.3% from the same period in 1977. Visitors from 
other countries increased by 17.8% to 1.4 million, while 
Canadian residents returning from these countries 
numbered 1.5 million, an increase of 2.2% over the first 
nine months of 1977.

Canadian rail freight loadings in the above-noted 
period totalled 5.0 million t (5.6 million short tons), a 
4.2% decrease from the third week of October 1977. 
Traffic in the East fell 5.9% in the latest period while a 
loss of 2.0% was recorded west of the Lakehead. 

Container-trailer (piggyback) shipments fell in both 
regions (1.0% in the East and 1.2% in the West) to 
register an over-all decrease of 1.1%. 

In the period January 1 to October 21, 1978, freight 
loaded by rail in Canada aggregated 173.5 million t 
(191.3 million short tons), 6.2% below the same period 


in 1977. Loadings in the East were down 13.8%, while 
Western loadings showed a gain of 3.1%. Year-to-date 
container-trailer (piggyback) movements were up

New motar vehicles sold in September totalled 109,161 
units, up 24.8% from a year earlier. This included 
63,343 passenger cars (up 31.1%) and 27,737 commer- 
cial vehicles (up 23.6%) manufactured in Canada and 
the U.S., and 16,724 passenger cars (up 10.3%) and 
1,357 commercial vehicles (down 11.9%) manufactu- 
red overseas. 

Total sales value increased 39.3% to $774.5 million. 
Canadian and U.S. passenger cars sold for $421.1 
million (up 44.3%) and commercial vehicles for $245.4 
million (up 35.1%). Sales of passenger cars from 
overseas increased 33.8% to $100.0 million and those 
of commercial vehicles increased 4.3% to $8.0 million. 
Included in total commercial vehicles sold were 278 
units of coaches and buses valued at $4.1 million. 

Seasonally-adjusted September sales of passenger 
cars manufactured in Canada and the U.S. increased 
28.6% from August to 87,444 units and those of 
passenger cars from overseas increased 4.5% to 
15,281 units. Similarly-adjusted sales of all commer- 
cial vehicles were up 18.1% to 35,837 units. 

For the first nine months of 1978, total sales reached 
1,070,509 units (1,026,223 in 1977), with an accumula- 
ted value of $7,454.3 million.

The Labour Force, October 1978 
Employment increased in October while unemploy- 
ment declined, and Canada’s seasonally-adjusted 
unemployment rate decreased to 8.2% from 8.5% in 
September. The rate in October 1977 was 8.3%. 

The seasonally-adjusted participation rate dipped to 
62.7% in October from 62.9% in the preceding month. 
_The employment/population ratia increased to 57.6% 
from 57.5%. 

Last month the seasonally-adjusted employment 
level reached 10,190,000, up by 30,000 from Septem- 
ber; this marked the 11th consecutive monthly rise. For 
men 25 years of age and over the level increased by 
13,000 while there was little change for women of the 
same age group. For men and women 15 to 24, 
employment was up 9,000 and 7,000, respectively. 

Unemployment, seasonally adjusted, totalled 
910,000 in October, down by 36,000 from September.

Retail Trade, September 1978 — Advance Information 


Seasonally-adjusted retail sales for September were 
$6,155.9 million, a 6.0% jump from the $5,808.2 million 
recorded in August. Sales were up in 26 of the 28 trade 
groups. The largest gains were posted by motor 
vehicle dealers (12.1%), garages (9.0%) and specialty 
shoe stores (8.7%); the only decreases were recorded 
by book and stationery stores (-6.1%) and sporting 
goods and accessories stores (-0.5%). All provinces 
reported increased sales ranging from 3.2% for 
Quebec to 11.5% for Manitoba. 

Total retail trade without seasonal adjustment 
reached $6,054.7 million, an increase of 16.8% over 
September 1977. Sales increased in all trade groups. 


The largest advances were shown by motor vehicle 
dealers (27.4%), household furniture stores (25.8%) 
and automotive parts and accessories stores (22.8%). 
All provinces had increased sales over September 
1977, ranging from 13.7% for British Columbia to 
23.6% for Manitoba. Montreal sales rose 12.1%; 
Toronto 18.5%; Winnipeg 13.5%; and Vancouver 
15.6%.

Inventories, Shipments and Orders in Manufacturing 
Industries, September 1978 — Advance Information 


The preliminary value of manufacturers’ shipments in 
September 1978, seasonally adjusted, was estimated 
at $11,180.0 million, up 3.7% from the revised August 
level of $10,781.4 million. Durable goods shipments 
rose 3.7% to $5,096.0 million from $4,916.0 million 
while non-durable goods shipments were up 3.7% to 
$6,084.0 million from $5,865.4 million. 

New orders in all manufacturing industries, seaso- 
nally adjusted, were estimated at $11,698.0 million, 
7.0% higher than the revised August value of $10,930.4 
million. Durable goods new orders rose 10.5% to 
$5,550.0 million from $5,021.5 million — the largest 
increase occurring in the primary metal industries. 
Non-durable goods new orders rose 4.0% to $6,148.0 
million from $5,908.9 million. 

Seasonally-adjusted unfilled orders in September, 
estimated at $12,533.3 million, were 4.3% higher than 
the revised August value of $12,015.3 million. 

Total inventory owned, seasonally adjusted, was 
estimated at $19,922.6 million, up 0.3% from $19,865.4 
million (revised) in August. Total inventory held, 
seasonally adjusted, rose 0.5% to $20,984.8 million 
from $20,878.7 million with increases of 1.0% and 0.9% 


in goods in process and finished products and a 
fractional decrease in raw materials. 

The seasonally-adjusted ratio of total inventory 
owned to shipments was 1.78:1 in September compa- 
red to 1.84:1 (revised) for August. The finished 
products to shipments ratio was 0.61:1; down from 
0.63:1 (revised) in August. 

Not adjusted for seasonal variation, manufacturers’ 
shipments in September were estimated at $11,386.0 
million, up 8.3% from the revised August level of 
$10,516.9 million. Cumulative shipments for the first 
nine months of 1978 at an estimated $94,162.0 million 
were 16.0% higher than the January-September 1977 
total of $81,157.3 million.

Wholesale Trade, September 1978 — Advance Infor-

Retail Chain Stores, 1977 — Advance Information 


Annual sales by chain organizations in Canada 
reached $18,960 million in 1977, an increase of 10.4% 
over the 1976 figure of $17,181 million. Results of the 
annual survey of chain organizations indicate that the 
number of such organizations in Canada decreased 
from 827 in 1976 to 825 in 1977 while the maximum 
number of chain outlets in operation decreased by 54 
to a total of 21,305 stores. 

The report Retail Chain Stores, 1977 (63-210) willbe 
published later this year. However, detailed informa- 
tion regarding sales by chain organizations, including 
data by various kinds of businesses for the provinces 
and selected cities, are now available and may be 
obtained by contacting the Retail Trade Section (613- 
996-9304), Merchandising and Services Division, 
Statistics Canada, Ottawa K1A OV4.

Railway Carloadings, 7 Days Ended November 7, 1978 
— Published Only in the Daily 

Loadings of revenue freight by railways in Canada 
totalled 4.8 million t (5.3 million short tons) in the 
above-noted period, an increase of 1.3% from the 
corresponding seven days in 1977. Tonnage in the 
East decreased 1.6%, while in the West shipments were 
up 5.1%. 

Container-trailer (piggyback) shipments (included 
above) fell 17.3% in the East and rose 8.6% in the West 
to register an over-all decrease of 11.3%. 

In the period January 1 to November 7, 1978, freight 
loaded by rail in Canada aggregated 184.9 million t 
(203.8 million short tons), 5.8% below the same period 
in 1977. Loadings in the East were down 13.4%, while

Western loadings showed a gain of 3.4%. Cumulative 
container-trailer (piggyback) traffic was 5.1% above 
the 1977 level.

impact of Budgetary Cuts and the Use of Tax Returns 
upon the Response Burden for Businesses 


On September 8, 1978, an information release from 
Statistics Canada provided details of the $13.5 millions 
in expenditure reductions for the statistical agency 
announced earlier as part of general governmental 
spending reductions for the 1979-80 fiscal year. 

Subsequently, on November 2, 1978, the Statistics 
Canada Daily provided a list of 95 publications that 
were to be discontinued, and 29 publications that were 
to be modified or curtailed, as a result of these 
expenditure reductions. 

As a further step in providing as much information as 
possible about the consequences of the 1979-80 
expenditure reductions, Statistics Canada has now 
completed an assessment of the effects of the cuts on 
the requirements for statistical reporting on the part of 
the business community, which is presented below. At 
the same time, it is widely known that, subject to the 
strict confidentiality requirements of both the Statis- 
tics Act and the Income Tax Act, Statistics Canada has 
for some time been seeking to reduce the reporting 
burden upon small businesses by using their tax 
returns to assemble statistical information formerly 
gathered by direct surveys. The following notes also 
provide an updating of the status of this work. 

Taken in conjunction then, the notes on the two 
separate developments should provide a useful overall 
picture of current and prospective reductions in 
response burden for the business community. While the 
use of tax returns affects mainly small firms, program 
cancellations and modifications affect all sizes of 
business. Because of varying survey periodicities, 
reporting periods, reference frames, etc., no attempt 
has been made to quantify the overall reduction in 
response burden. Rather, the number of businesses 
affected in each case is identified. 


Manufacturing 

Tax returns have been used in the past two Censuses 
of Manufactures (1976 and 1977) and will again be 
used for the 1978 Census of Manufactures. The 
number of returns used for this purpose has increased 
from just under 10,000 in 1976 to 29,000 in 1978, an 
almost three-fold increase. The increase in 1978 
(13,000 tax returns were used in 1977) is due, in part, to 
an anticipated increase in the number of new manufac- 
turing businesses as well as to additional efforts to 
identify existing businesses that were surveyed 
directly in past years. 

Recent survey cancellations and modifications 
affected two other manufacturing survey programs: 
current commodity surveys and energy statistics. A 
total of 49 commodity survey programs involving 68 
surveys have been discontinued. These include a wide 
range of goods and services manufactured, produced, 
consumed, shipped or processed in manufacturing, 
encompassing in all nearly 4,400 respondents on a 
monthly, quarterly and annual basis. A further 
reduction in response burden will result from the 
modification of five additional monthly commodity 
surveys to reduce the amount of commodity detail 
requested. In energy statistics, two survey programs 
covering petroleum statistics, an annual and quarterly, 
have also been discontinued and a related monthly 
survey modified. About 500 respondents are affected. 
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Transportation 

Tax returns have been used extensively in certain 
transportation surveys in lieu of direct reporting, 
notably for small motor carrier operations (earnings of 
less than $100,000 annually). About 6,000 tax returns 
were used for the first year of this program (1975 tax 
year) and 8,000 in 1976. This number more than 
doubled for the 1977 tax year to over 17,000. The 1978 
program calls for the use of some 32,000 tax returns. 
This technique will be used to measure certain water 
and air transport activities in addition to road trans- 
port. 

In transportation, as in other areas, tax returns have 
also been instrumental in improving the completeness 
and accuracy of survey universe estimates, that is, in 
verifying the number and size of firms actually 
operating in a particular industrial sector. Thus the 
imposition of reporting burdens on new small busi- 
nesses in these sectors has been avoided. 

Various transportation survey programs have been 
cancelled or modified, notably in the so-called road 
infrastructure survey program. Certain water transport 
shipping statistics programs have also been changed 
and a quarterly railway transport statistics program 
discontinued. 

In road infrastructures, series on motor vehicle 
traffic accident statistics (including snowmobiles), 
highway finance and toll bridges (including tunnels) 
have been discontinued. Other federal departments, 
the provinces and some 6,000 municipalities were the 
principal beneficiaries of these reductions in response 
burden. Cancellation of a public warehousing survey 
relieved another 500 respondents from annual repor- 
ting. 

In water transport, discontinuance of a two-part 
shipping series (two separate survey programs — 
international seaborne shipping by country and by 
port) will relieve an estimated 500 ship operators, 
customs brokers and other respondents from annual 
reporting to these programs. In addition, origin and 
destination statistics for selected ports and commodi- 
ties will, in future, only include domestic movements 
as international statistics have been discontinued. 
Also, approximately 500 shipping companies earning 
less than $100,000 annually will no longer be surveyed. 
Data collection of container movements has been 
discontinued from the Vessel and Cargo report, 
International and Domestic Shipping program 
(monthly and annual). 


Construction 

With the introduction of the tax record access program 
in the mid-1970s, an increasing number of firms in the 
Construction Industry have been relieved of direct 
survey enumeration. The use of such returns has not 
only improved the coverage of firms but has also 
reduced the reporting burden on small firms. 

Last year’some 80,000 construction firms — those 
with gross business income of less than $500,000 a 
year — were exempted from direct reporting through 
the use of tax returns. The overall Construction 
Census universe is estimated at approximately 90,000 
firms, of which about 10,000 are defined as “large”. 
(continued) 
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Modifications have been made to the Capital and 
Repair Expenditures Survey program. An estimated 
11,000 respondents will face less onerous reporting 
obligations as a result of the elimination of questions 
concerning the preliminary and forecast estimates for 
75 kinds of structure. 

Merchandising and Services 

Tax returns were first used in Merchandising and 
Services survey programs beginning with the 1976 tax 
year. About 6,500 returns were used on an experimen- 
tal basis to assess their potential use to relieve small 
firms from reporting. Small firms, of course, predomi- 
nate in this sector. Plans for the 1977 tax year had 
called for the expansion of this program to cover 
certain “Services to Business Management”, i.e. 
consulting engineers, architects and management 
consultants. However, the collection of statistics in 
this sector has now been discontinued due to a change 
in program priorities. 

For the current tax year, some 40,000 tax returns will 
be used to cover so-called ‘services to people’. These 
include such activities as recreational, amusement and 
personalservices,i.e. barbers, beauty shops, laundries, 
shoe repair, motion pictures, golf clubs, theatres, etc. 
Coverage in these areas has been traditionally 
inadequate due to the nature of these operations and 
generally low response to direct surveys. The substitu- 
tion of tax returns is expected to substantially increase 
coverage, improve accuracy, and eliminate reporting 
burden for these services. 

A variety of survey programs in the merchandising 
and services sector have been cancelled, including: 
- farm implement and equipment sales (monthly and 
annual) covering major manufacturers, importers 
and dealers of farm equipment and machinery. 
Approximately 350 respondents on an annual basis 
and 20 manufacturers on a monthly basis are 
affected. 
sales financing (monthly and annual). About 70 loan 
and sales finance companies engaged in financing 
sales of consumer, commercial and industrial goods 
reported to the annual survey and about half to the 
monthly survey. 
consumer credit (monthly). Some 250 department 
and furniture stores, loan and finance companies will 
be relieved from reporting on a monthly basis, while 
about 2,500 of the same class of respondent will be 
freed from a similar burden on a quarterly basis. 
advertising agencies (annual). Principal statistics 
will be published for 1977 for 400 of some 600 
questionnaires mailed out. There will be no survey 
for fiscal year 1979/80. 
construction machinery and equipment sales (an- 
nual). 550 manufacturers and distributors are affec- 
ted. 
diesel and natural gas engine sales (annual). 300 
manufacturers and importers were included in this 
program. 

a survey of consulting engineering services. This 
resulted from a change in program priorities from 
‘business’ to ‘personal’ services. Previously conduc- 
ted on a rotational basis, this program has been 
cancelled. The proposed 1978 survey would have 
affected some 6,000 firms. 

Surveys which have been modified include: 

- an annual survey of the computer services industry. 

950 respondents were included in the most recent 
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mailout for this survey. The reporting change will 

eliminate certain detail previously collected and 

published, i.e. the number of terminals, parts, etc. 

- aseries on merchandising businesses. This program 
covered alternate annual surveys of wholesale 
agents and brokers. The program change included 
elimination of detail not required for key economic 
series and affects some 20,000 wholesale merchants 
and 5,000 brokers and agents. 

- an annual survey of the food and beverage industry. 
Reporting of revenue by source and by metropolitan 
and non-metropolitan areas has been eliminated. 
Some 600 large multi-purpose stores and restaurant 
chains operating in 3,000 locations will benefit from 
this change. 

Business Finance f 

Corporate income tax returns have formed the basis of 

the bureau’s financial statistics program for more than 

a decade. In the mid-60s a legislative amendment to 

the Corporations and Labour Unions Returns Act 

introduced the provision for access by Statistics 

Canada to the financial information of income tax 

returns submitted by corporations under the Income 

Tax Act. As aresult, two important financial statistical 

programs were produced by the bureau for the first 

time: Corporation Financial Statistics and Corporation 

Taxation Statistics. The former annual publication 

deals with information on the financial operations and 

financial positions of corporations, the latter with 
details of the taxation of corporate income. This data 
sharing made unnecessary the reporting of such 
information by incorporated companies and thus 
effectively prevented any increase in response burden. 

The number of corporations in Canada presently 

exceeds 300,000. 

More recently, certain other financial surveys have 
been discontinued or changed. A quarterly series on 
Commercial Failures and an annual series on Cheques 
Cashed have both been discontinued. A special survey 
of the Finance Leasing Industry undertaken in 1977 
will not be repeated. The resulting reduction in 
response burden is small. However, reporting changes 
in the: quarterly Industrial Corporations Financial 
Statistics survey has relieved about 1,000 firms from 
reporting and will reduce the reporting burden for an 
additional 700 firms beginning in 1979. 

Reporting under the Corporations and Labour 
Unions Returns Act (CALURA) will also be reduced. 
The calculated series of “ultimate non-resident 
ownership” will be discontinued but existing series on 
foreign control and ownership are being retained. 
Significant respondent relief, of course, will result 
from the proposed amendments to the Act, now in the 
legislative process. It is expected to exempt some 
70,000 small Canadian-owned corporations from 
reporting under the Act. In addition, there is the 
provision to eliminate duplication of requests for 
financial information. An integrated questionnaire will 
replace a total of 8 questionnaires presently used for 
this purpose. Consolidated financial data will be 
collected from business and made available to federal 
government agencies and departments for purposes 
of policy analysis, thereby reducing current and 
potential response burden on business. 

(continued) 
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Labour 

The Job Vacancy Survey has been terminated. This 
program had been a significant and highly visible 
response burden problem since it began in 1971 due 
primarily to its frequency and the number of business 
respondents involved twice monthly with 60,000 
respondents each month. The end-of-month reference 
period survey was combined with the employment 
survey of small business which accounted for about 
three-quarters of the respondents. Thus, reporting to 
this survey had been particularly onerous for small 
businesses. 


Import and Export Price and Volume Indexes, Septem- 
ber 1978 — Advance Information 


Import and export price indexes were both higher in 
the third quarter of 1978, advancing 2.5% and 2.3% 
respectively on a fixed-weighted basis from the 
preceding quarter. The current-weighted indexes 
increased at a faster rate — 3.8% and 3.3% respectively 
— because of seasonal patterns of trade, and were 14% 
and 9.6% above the annual level of 1977. 

Import volume declined 1.5% in the third quarter, 
while domestic export volume increased 0.6%. Com- 
pared with the annual level for 1977, third quarter 
import volume was up 3.9% and export volume 8.8%, 
the Canadian dollar having declined 7.6% against the 
U.S. dollar over the same period.

Capacity utilization in Canadian manufacturing indus- 
tries in the third quarter of 1978 rose to 87.4%, up from 
86.2% in the second quarter. 

Durable manufacturing increased to a level of 84.5% 
of capacity from 83.6% in the second quarter of 1978. 
Non-durable manufacturing increased to 90.4% from 
88.8% in the second quarter. 

The following industries achieved 100% of capacity 
utilization in the latest quarter: Knitting Mills, Clothing, 
Printing and Publishing and Miscellaneous Manufac- 
turing. 

Last quarter's published statistics incorporated the 
revisions to the Indexes of Industrial Production from 
the first quarter of 1971 to the first quarter of 1978. As 
usual, the present series include the revised indexes 
for the previous quarter. 

A description of the methodology used to derive the 
rates is given in the publication Capacity Utilization 
Rates in Canadian Manufacturing (31-003,

Preliminary Statement of Canadian Trade, October 
1978 


On a balance-of-payments basis, seasonally adjusted 
imports rose slightly by 1% to $4,380 million in 
October, while exports fell 8.5% to $4,471 million 
compared with September. The merchandise surplus 
contracted to $91 million from the revised surplus of 
$548 million for September, extending the year’s 
pattern of rather sharp month-to-month fluctuations. 
As the trade balances for March and September, for 
example, were higher than the trend line while those 
for June and July were below, the surplus for October 
was also lower than the trend value. 

In a three-month comparison, seasonally adjusted 
exports expanded 9.5% to $13,536 million in the 
months of August-October, after a 6% decline in the 
preceding period. Imports rose some 7.5% to $12,752 
million, following a period of stability. The merchan- 
dise surplus expanded 55% to $784 million, but was 
40% below the singularly high total of $1,306 million for 
February-April.

The cumulative surplus of $2,873 million for the first 
10 months of 1978 was 23% higher than $2,339 million 
for the corresponding period of 1977. 


Exports (Customs Basis) 

Following four successive monthly increases, seaso- 
nally adjusted exports to the United States fell to 
$3,039 million in October, down 6.8% from September. 
The latest figure stood slightly below the monthly 
average level for the two middle quarters of 1978. Apart 
from increased shipments of trucks and lumber, 
exports of most other commodities such as metallic 
ores, newsprint, non-ferrous metals, passenger cars 
and automotive parts dropped in October. The decline 
in shipments of iron ore to the U.S. and of grain to 
overseas destinations was attributable in some mea- 
sure to the disruption of shipping on the Great Lakes- 
St. Lawrence River system in the latter half of October.

At $9,375 million, seasonally adjusted exports to the 
U.S. for the three months ending in October were 6% 
above the total for the preceding period. Contributing 
prominently to this expansion were enhanced ship- 
ments of metallic ores (the iron mines in the Quebec- 
Labrador area were strike-bound in the months of 
May-July), forestry products, chemicals and commu- 
nication equipment. Exports of non-ferrous metals 
and transportation equipment were lower in the three 
months ending in October. 

Seasonally adjusted exports to overseas countries 
declined nearly 14% to $1,359 million in October, 
following a jump of 38.5% in September. Some 60% of 
the latest decline was due to a sharp fall in shipments 
to Japan from the record high level of September. In 
October, overseas markets recorded reduced exports 
of grain, metallic ores, coal, forestry products, metals 
and non-automotive equipment. Shipments of motor 
vehicles, asbestos and chemicals were higher. 

In a three-month comparison, seasonally adjusted 
exports to overseas countries expanded 20.5% in the 
months of August-October to $4,075 million, due 
mainly to the above average totals for September and 
October. Much of the latest quarterly increase was 
attributable to shipments to developing countries. 
Except for slightly reduced exports of chemicals and 
non-ferrous metals, widespread increases were recor- 
ded, including fish, grain (accounting alone for some 
30% of the over-all gain), oilseeds, metallic ores, coal, 
asbestos, forestry products, fertilizers, motor vehicles 
and other equipment. 


Some 70.5% of Canada’s exports went to the U.S. in 
the first 10 months of 1978, up from 69.5% one year 
before. The proportion of exports to other industriali- 
zed countries declined two percentage points to 
17.4%, while the share of shipments to developing 
countries rose a percentage point to 12%. 


Imports (Customs Basis) 

Seasonally adjusted imports from the U.S. declined 
nearly 2% to $3,047 million, following four successive 
monthly advances as in the case of exports. The 
October figure was exceeded only by the monthly 
totals of April and September. Apart from arrivals of 
motor vehicles and parts, which rose some 10%, there 
was a general decline in imports of other commodities 
from peak September levels. 

At $9,081 million, seasonally adjusted imports for 
the three months ending in October stood 7.5% above 
the May-July total. Contributing to this expansion 
were enlarged imports of coal, other industrial 
materials, machinery, motor vehicles, other equipment 
and consumer goods. 

Seasonally adjusted imports from overseas coun- 
tries rose almost 10% to $1,392 million in October, 
following a slightly larger increase in September. 
Declines in imports from the United Kingdom and 
Japan from unusually high levels of September were

Radio Broadcasting, July 1978 — Advance Informa-

Gross national AM and FM radio air-time sales were 
$8.2 million in July, an increase of 20.6% from $6.8 
million in July 1977. Net national sales, after deduction 
of agency and other commissions, amounted to $7.0 
million, up 20.7% from $5.8 million in the previous year. 

Net local air-time sales rose 13.6% to $17.5 millionin

Roundwood production decreased by 6.3% to 
1,647,890 cunits (4 666 000 m3) in September froma 
revised 1,759,280 cunits (4 982 000 m3) a year earlier. 
Receipts of wood residue increased by 12.1% to 
1,151,280 cunits (3 257 000 m3) from 1,026,792 cunits 
(2 907 000 m3). 

Consumption of roundwood and wood residue 
increased by 15.7% to 2,362,911 cunits (6 690 000 m3) 
from a revised 2,042,142 cunits (5 783 000 m3) and the 
closing inventory of these two products decreased by 
13.5% to 9,225,577 cunits (26 124 000 m3) from a 
revised 10,664,147 cunits (30 140 000 m3) in Septem- 
ber 1977.

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The Consumer Price Index, October 1978 (62-001, 
30¢/$3) 

National Highlights 

The All-items Consumer Price Index for Canada 
(1971-100) increased by 1.0% from 177.5 in September 
to 179.3 in October. As a result, the 12-month rise 
between October 1977 and October 1978 stood at 
8.7%, up slightly from the 8.6% registered in the 
previous month. Higher food prices, up 1.2% in 
October and the elimination, in six provinces, of the 
temporary retail sales tax reductions which had been 
in effect since early April, were largely responsible for 
this latest monthly rise. The index for all items 
excluding food increased by 1.0%. 

Higher prices for selected beef and pork cuts, up 
2.1% and 3.1%, respectively, On average in early 
October along with increased prices for many fresh 
vegetables were mainly responsible for the 1.4% rise in 
the food-at-home index. Other notable contributors 
included higher prices for chicken, milk and sugar 
while prices for turkey and coffee declined. 

The removal of the retail sales tax reductions in 
several provinces in the earlier half of the month of 
October was the major factor in the 1.0% increase in 
the index for all items excluding food. These sales tax 
increases particularly affected the clothing (up 2.2%), 
health and personal care (up 0.7%) and recreation, 
reading and education (up 1.2%) components. Increa- 
sed property taxes, up 5.6% on average, also had a 
notable impact on this rise. Between October 1977 and 
October 1978, the index for all items excluding food 
advanced by 6.5%. 

Viewed in terms of goods and services, the price 
level for goods, including food, advanced by 1.3% in 
the latest month while that for services was up 0.7%. As 
a result, between October 1977 and October 1978, the 
price level for goods increased by 10.2% while that for 
services rose by 6.2%. 

On a _ seasonally-adjusted basis, the All-items 
Consumer Price Index advanced by 1.2% between 
September and October; this comprised a 1.7% 
increase in the food index and a 1.0% increase in the 
index for all items excluding food. 

City Highlights 

Between September and October, consumer prices 
rose in all 15 cities for which CPls are published, with 
increases ranging from 0.4% in Saskatoon to 1.8% in 
Winnipeg. The impact of the elimination of the 
temporary sales tax reductions was largely responsi- 
ble for consumer prices increasing by 1.0% or more in 
St. John’s, Charlottetown/Summerside, Halifax, Saint 
John, Ottawa, Toronto, Thunder Bay and Winnipeg. 
Other notable factors contributing to the varying city 
movements were differing rates of increase in property 
taxes and in prices for clothing and recreational items. 

Between October 1977 and October 1978, the 12- 
month rise in consumer price indexes ranged from 
6.4% in Saskatoon to 9.1% in Winnipeg. Seven cities 
had increases in excess of 8%. 

St. John’s 
All items: September to October 1978, up 1.7%;

Main contributors: higher prices for beef, pork and 
poultry, while fresh produce prices declined.

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Railway Freight Traffic, Second Quarter 1978 — 
Advance Information 

Railways operating in Canada hauled a total of 60.7 
million short tons of revenue freight (55.1 million t) in 
the April-June period, a decrease of 17.2% from the 
corresponding 1977 quarter. 

Much of the decline in traffic was accounted for by 
work stoppages from March 15 to July 17 at iron mines 
in the Quebec-Newfoundland area. As a result, 
tonnages of crude materials carried were 34.3% lower 
than during the second quarter of 1977. 

Loadings in Canada (excluding receipts from U.S. 
connections) decreased 18.6% in the second quarter. 
Regions showing decreases were Newfoundland, 
Quebec, Ontario, Alberta and British Columbia. 
Goods received from the United States were down 
1.2% from the previous year. 

In the first half of 1978, rail freight carryings 
decreased 9.5% from the January-June 1977 level.

International Travel, January-September 1978 — 
Advance Information 


Preliminary estimates for the first nine months of 1978 
show that Canada earned $1,969 million from interna- 
tional travel, up 14.9% from 1977. During the same 
period, Canadians travelling abroad increased their 
payments by 10.9% to $3,356 million, leaving the 
international travel account with a deficit of $1,387 
million. 

In third quarter of 1978 Canada registered a deficit of 
$46 million, the second successive one following a 
long tradition of surpluses in the July-September 
period. This amount, however, was an improvement 
over the deficit of $122 million in 1977. Astrong gain in 
receipts from countries other than the United States to 
a total of $332 million was the main contributor to the 
improvement. Receipts from U.S. visitors totalled an 
estimated $800 million. Payments by Canadians 
abroad were estimated at $695 million in the U.S. and 
$483 million in all other countries.

Loadings of revenue freight by railways in Canada 
totalled 4.8 million t (5.2 million short tons) in the 
above-noted period, an increase of 11.1% from the 
corresponding seven days in 1977. Tonnage increased 
by 19.4% in the East and 1.1% in the West. 

Container-trailer (piggyback) shipments (included 
above) fell 12.4% in the East and rose 9.3% in the West 
to register an over-all decrease of 7.4% 

Inthe period January 1 to November 14, 1978, freight 
loaded by rail in Canada aggregated 189.6 million t 
(209.0 million short tons), 5.5% below the same period 


in 1977. Loadings in the East were down 12.7%, while 
Western loadings showed a gain of 3.3%. Cumulative 
container-trailer (piggyback) traffic was 4.8% above 
the 1977 level.

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Gross National Product, Third Quarter 1978 


Gross National Product, seasonally adjusted at annual 
rates, increased 2.7% in the third quarter of 1978 toa 
level of $235.9 billion; measured in real terms, GNP 
advanced 0.9%. Price increases for domestically 
produced goods and services, as measured by the 
implicit price index for GNE, decelerated slightly to a 
growth rate of 1.7%. 

The growth in real GNE represents a continuation of 
the moderate advances beginning late in 1977; the 
sources of growth, however, were more narrowly 
circumscribed than in the three previous quarters. 
Increased personal expenditure, investment in machi- 
nery and equipment and additional farm inventory 
accumulation accounted for all of the increase in real 
GNE in the third quarter, as declines in government 
current expenditure on goods and services, other 
gross fixed capital formation and non-farm inventory 
accumulation combined to weaken total GNE. The 
nature of growth this quarter was reflected in the 
return of real final domestic demand to the weak 
pattern demonstrated since early 1977, with the 
exception of the relatively large increase in the second 
quarter of 1978. 

The volume of personal expenditure on goods and 
services rose by 0.9% in the third quarter. This 
represents a slight acceleration in the recovery of 
consumer demand that began late in 1977. The level of 
personal expenditure is now 3.6% above that of the 
third quarter of 1977. As in the three previous quarters 
the strength of consumer demand originated largely in 
purchases of durable and semi-durable goods; expen- 
diture on non-durable goods and services displayed 
continued weakness in the third quarter. Undoubtedly 
the desire of some consumers to advance their 
purchases, in order to avoid the higher sales tax rates 
re-imposed in early October in many provinces, was a 
major factor in the strength of personal expenditure on 
taxable goods this quarter. As in the second quarter, 
part of this strength came at the expense of consump- 
tion of non-durable goods and services, which by and 
large are not subject to sales taxes. Some of this 
increased expenditure may have reflected a substitu- 
tion of present consumption for future consumption, 
as indicated by the acceleration in consumer credit 
outstanding and a reduction in personal savings. 

Purchases of durable goods rose 3.2% in real terms 
in the third quarter; new and used cars, up 9.2%, were 
particularly strong. Additional strength in durables 
originated in increased expenditures on sporting 
equipment and recreational goods. The impending 
restoration of nigher sales tax rates was clearly a 
factor in these increases, notably for motor vehicle 
sales, prompting consumers to buy in the third quarter. 
Weakness in expenditure on household appliances, 
goods related to home entertainment, and auto parts 
and repairs, restrained the growth of total durable 


expenditure. Expenditure on semi-durables rose 1.1% 
after adjusting for price increases. Growth within this 
component was concentrated in clothing, footwear, 
and most household furnishings which offset reduc- 
tions in most other semi-durable goods. 

Spending on non-durables remained a source of 
weakness in personal expenditure. Real food 
consumption at home continued to decline for the 
third consecutive quarter. In part, the weakness in 
constant dollar food purchases may be somewhat 
overstated. If the rise in food prices has induced 
consumers to shift buying patterns towards cheaper 
foodstuffs, there is insufficient expenditure detail 
available to reflect this effect in the estimates. Among 
the other non-durable components, spending on 
alcohol and heating fuels increased, while purchases 
of gasoline, drugs and electricity declined. Expendi- 
ture on services showed little change this quarter, asa 
decline in net travel expenditure abroad was offset by 
increases for paid and imputed rent, as well as hotel 
accommodation. 

While the growth of real personal expenditure was 
rather narrowly based, inflation in this sector was 
much more diffuse than in the previous quarter. Prices 
increased about 2.0% for each of the four major 
components of personal expenditure, in marked 
contrast to the sharp divergence in relative price 
movements of a quarter ago. The most notable price 
increases were in food, which rose a further 2.4% this 
quarter, as well as new cars, most semi-durable 
household furnishings, and energy for home 
consumption. 

The volume of gross fixed capital formation declined 
slightly in the third quarter after the unusually large 
4.7% increase in the previous quarter. A 2.7% contrac- 
tion in government fixed investment negated a slight 
increase in business gross fixed capital formation. 
Within the business sector, constant dollar purchases 
of machinery and equipment advanced a further 3.2% 
following a sharp increase in the previous quarter. 
Whereas this strength in the second quarter was 
evident in almost all categories of machinery and 
equipment, almost half of the increase this quarter had 
its origins in sharply higher purchases of motor 
vehicles, presumably related to the sales tax effect 
noted earlier. Real business investment in non- 
residential construction, which has been weak since 
mid-1977, dropped a further 1.1% this quarter as the 
building Component continued to fall. Strikes in the 
construction industry across Canada were a factor in 
this decline. These movements left the volume of 
business investment in plant and equipment only 1.3% 
above the level of the second quarter.

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The volume of residential construction fell 2.8% after 
a sharp increase in the previous quarter. The decline 
this quarter was related more to the recent weakness in 
housing starts than strike activity. Housing starts 
jumped sharply to a leve| of about 300,000 early in the 
year, but have since failien back to a level of about 
200,000 in the second and third quarters. The decline 
in work-put-in-place this quarter occurred entirely in 
the multiples component as construction of single 
houses rose. Price increases continued, as the implicit 
price index rose an additional 2.0% in the third quarter. 
Higher wood prices have been an important source of 
inflation in this sector this year. 

The deficit on trade in goods and services rose by 
556 million in current dollars in the third quarter. The 
merchandise trade surplus declined by $92 million 
following a sharp contraction in the second quarter. 
While the second-quarter decline in the merchandise 
trade balance was the product of strong domestic 
demand, the deterioration this quarter was more the 
result of weak export growth, largely due to a softening 
of demand by the United States. Merchandise imports 
also decelerated, reflecting the weakness of domestic 
demand in Canada. For the first nine months of the 
year the merchandise trade surplus amounted to $3.7 
billion, seasonally adjusted at annual rates. The 
continued increase in the non-merchandise account 
deficit was largely related to an increase in interest and 
service payments by Canadians. 

The slowdown in merchandise exports was evident 
in shipments abroad of most fabricated materials and 
end products. A noticeable slowing of export growth in 
machinery and equipment, together with pervasive 
declines of fabricated materials such as rolling mill 
products, steel plate, primary iron, and most metallic 
and non-metallic mineral products, suggests that the 
deceleration in the growth of the U.S. economy has 
induced U.S. producers to reduce their purchases of 
Canadian goods. Additional weakness in Canadian 
exports was the result of large declines for copper and 
nickel, following unusually high demand in the first 
half of 1978. The main sources of strength in export 
growth originated in sharply higher shipments of 
barley, wheat, woodpulp, coal, and particularly iron 
ore where the return to normal production in Canada 
appears to have been a factor. Exports of lumber and 
other construction-related materials continued to 
advance, but at a slower rate, which closely parallels 
the pattern of construction activity in the U.S. Exports 
of passenger cars rose sharply, while truck exports fell. 
These movements, however, were matched by imports 
of cars and trucks, so the balance of trade in motor 
vehicle products showed little change this quarter. 
Total merchandise imports remained at about their 
second-quarter level. Imports of machinery and 
equipment advanced slightly following a sharp in- 
crease in the second quarter, while imports of crude 
petroleum rose substantially. Weak imports of most 
fabricated materials and a decline in imports of food 
and consumer goods helped to slow total import 
growth to 2.8%. The implicit price indexes for 
merchandise exports and imports rose 3.3% and 3.8%, 
respectively, in the third quarter. 

There was a mild liquidation of $60 million in real 
non-farm business inventories. Decumulation was 
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particularly evident in motor vehicles, where domestic 
demand was exceptionally strong, and for mining, 
where strikes reduced metal production. A substantial 
accumulation of wholesale stocks occurred in 
construction materials, which may have reflected an 
involuntary build-up related to strikes in the construc- 
tion industry, and industrial machinery and equip- 
ment. At the manufacturing level, increased non- 
durable production accords with the swing to 
accumulation of non-durable stocks. Farm inventories 
again showed considerable accumulation this quarter. 

Wages, salaries, and supplementary labour income 
rose 2.0% in the third quarter. Whereas in the previous 
quarter the growth of labour income was, on an 
industry basis, strongest in the goods-producing 
sector, in this quarter growth was greater and very 
widespread in the service-producing sector. Labour 
income growth in the goods-producing sector was 
restrained by a substantial amount of strike activity in 
construction and manufacturing. Wages and salaries 
in mining recovered sharply from the low level of the 
previous quarter when strikes and layoff effects 
dominated. ' 

Corporation profits before taxes continued to grow 
steadily in 1978, advancing 5.7% in the third quarter. 
Increased profits in the service industry and in some 
industries where export demand has been strong 
helped to increase total profits. The inventory valua- 
tion adjustment declined sharply this quarter, largely 
due to moderation in food prices at all stages of 
distribution. Net income of non-farm unincorporated 
business including rents increased 4.8% while accrued 
net income of farm operators from farm production 
rose 4.2% from the very high level of the previous 
quarter. 

Personal income growth slowed to 2.2% this quarter; 
personal disposable income grew 2.1%. With a slight 
acceleration in personal expenditure on goods and 
services to 3.0%, the personal savings rate fell to 10.9%, 
the first distinct decline in the savings rate since the 
first quarter of 1977. 

Total revenue of all levels of government combined 
(excluding intergovernmental transfers) rose by 1.6% 
in the third quarter, following a 3.9% increase in the 
second quarter. Revenue increased for all components 
except for indirect taxes, which declined at both the 
federal and provincial levels. Total expenditure of all 
levels of government grew by 1.2%, which is much 
weaker than the 4.5% and 2.2% increases in the first 
and second quarters respectively. With the increase in 
total revenue exceeding that of total expenditure, the 
deficit of the government declined from $8.4 billion in 
the second quarter to $8.2 billion in the third quarter.

Real Domestic Product, September 1978 — Advance 
Information : 


The seasonally-adjusted Index of Real Domestic 
Product (1971=100) increased 1.4% to 134.9 in 
September from 133.0 in August. The index of 
industrial production rose 2.8% in September. Goods- 
producing industries were up 2.5%, while service- 
producing industries advanced 0.9% during the 
month. 

In goods-producing industries, increases were 
recorded in September in agriculture, forestry, 
construction, mining, manufacturing and utilities; only 
fishing and trapping declined. A slight increase in 
agriculture originated with modest gains in dairy and 
grain production. Forestry output continued to expand 
mainly due to increased activity in British Columbia 
following the July shutdown. After four consecutive 
months of decline, the construction industry recorded 
a 1.8% increase in output, with both residential and 
non-residential building activity accounting for the 
gain. In several provinces, the construction industry 
had been affected by strikes, most of which were 
resolved by the beginning of September. The increase 
in mining was mainly due to increases in iron mines, 
coal mines and other non-metal mines. A substantial 
increase in electric power output accounted for the 
growth in utilities. Among the goods-producing 
industries the most significant increase in September 
occurred in manufacturing, where both non-durable 
and durable manufacturing industries recorded strong 
growth. In non-durable manufacturing, manufacturers 
of food and beverage products, tobacco products, and 
chemicals and chemical products accounted for most 
of the growth. Following a sharp decline in August, 
durable manufacturing recovered substantially in 
September, with major increases by producers of 
primary metals, and manufacturers of transportation 
equipment and electrical products. Production in iron 
and steel mills advanced 10% following a short strike at 
one major steel producer during August. Smelting and 
refining output rose in September but remained low in 
comparison to last year. There were layoffs during July 
and August at two major producers and a strike at one 
producer beginning in mid-September. In transporta- 
tion equipment, manufacturers of motor vehicles 
recorded the strongest monthly increase to date this 
year, presumably resulting from the impending 
increase in retail sales tax scheduled for October. 
Manufacturers of motor vehicle parts and accessories 
also experienced their strongest growth month this 
year and this upsurge was due mainly to improved 
export sales. A major increase in production of major 
appliances accounted for most of the growth in the 
electrical products industry; the increase resulted 
when one large producer resumed operations after a 
short strike. 

Service-producing industries advanced for the 
fourth consecutive month, with increases in transpor- 
tation, storage and communication, trade, finance, 
insurance and real estate, and community, business 
and personal services. Public administration and 
defence services declined. Most of the growth in 
transportation, storage and communication originated 
with railway transport reflecting increased movements 
of coal, wood products and automotive products. 
Communication services were up substantially in 
September while pipeline transport and grain eleva- 
tors declined. Total trade continued to exhibit strength 
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for the second consecutive month, although most of 
the strength was in retail trade; wholesale trade was 
relatively unchanged from August. In retail trade, 
major gains were reported in grocery and food stores, 
department stores, new motor vehicle dealers, clo- 
thing stores and furniture, television, radio and 
appliance stores. The September increase in retail 
trade reflected purchases by consumers taking 
advantage of lower retail sales tax levels which were 
due to rise in early October in most provinces. Finance, 
insurance and real estate services showed strength in 
September with most of the increased activity cente- 
red in banking and security and brokerage dealers. 
Community, business and personal services advanced 
moderately, mainly due to increases in accommoda- 
tion and food services. The decline in public adminis- 
tration and defence services was the result of 
decreases in federal and provincial administration 
services, while local administration services rose 
slightly. 

Real Domestic Product, 3rd Quarter 1978 

The seasonally-adjusted Index of Real Domestic 
Product increased 1.0% to 133.5 in the third quarter of 
1978 from 132.3 in the second quarter. The index of 
industrial production advanced 1.5% in the third 
quarter. Goods-producing industries grew 0.5%, while 
service-producing industries increased 1.3%. 

In goods-producing industries only agriculture, 
manufacturing and utilities posted increases in the 
third quarter, while forestry, fishing and trapping, and 
construction declined. Increased grain and livestock 
production accounted for the rise in agricultural 
Output; poultry and dairy production fell slightly in the 
same period. Manufacturing industries recorded their 
seventh consecutive quarterly increase, with output up 
2.1% in the third quarter. Both non-durable and 
durable manufacturing industries rose substantially. 
Manufacturers of food and beverage products, rubber 
and plastics, knitting mills, clothing, printing and 
publishing, petroleum and coal products, and chemi- 
cals and chemical products all recorded significant 
gains. Tobacco products and paper and allied indus- 
tries were relatively unchanged from the second 
quarter, while leather industries declined slightly. In 
durable manufacturing, manufacturers of wood pro- 
ducts, metal fabricating, machinery, transportation 
equipment and non-metallic mineral products, all 
increased substantially. The transportation equipment 
industry recorded the most important increase with 
manufacturers of motor vehicles accounting for most 
of the growth. Declines were recorded in manufactu- 
rers of primary metals and electrical products which 
were both affected by strikes and layoffs. Utilities 
Output recovered slightly in the third quarter with a 
modest increase, due to increased electric power 
output. The large decline in forestry was attributable to 
the curtailment of logging and pulpwood operations in 
British Columbia throughout most of July. The 
construction industry recorded the largest quarterly 
decline since the third quarter of 1976; both residential 
and non-residential building dropped off sharply, as 
the industry was affected by approximately 26 work 
stoppages involving an estimated 27,000 employees.

In the third quarter, all components of service- 
producing industries recorded increases. Transporta- 
tion output increased sharply in the third quarter 
following a second quarter decline. The second 
quarter decline was probably the result of the iron 
mining strike which affected both water and rail 
transport. Both transportation and storage advanced 
in the third quarter. For storage it was the third 
consecutive quarterly increase — due to increases in 
grain elevators. In communications, all components 
increased in the third quarter. 

Trade output increased in the third quarter with 
almost equal increases in both wholesale and retail 
trade. In retail trade, department stores and motor 
vehicle dealers accounted for much of the increase. 
The reduction in the retail sales tax was a factor in this 
increase. 

Finance, insurance and real estate increased mainly 
due to a more than 20% increase in security brokers 
and dealers.

Preliminary Report on Unemployment Insurance 
Statistics, September 1978 — Advance Information 


Claimants receiving unemployment insurance bene- 
fits for the week ended September 16 totalled 588,000", 
a drop of 13% from August but 1% more than in 
September 1977. Seven per cent of the beneficiaries 
reported some earnings from employment. 

Unemployment insurance benefits amounted to 
$270 million*in September, down 21% from the 
previous month but 10% greater than a year earlier. 
Payments for the first nine months of 1978 reached 
$3,587 million, 19% more than in the January- 
September 1977 period. The average weekly benefit 
for the year to date rose 9% to $109.09. 

Some 217,000 claims were received in September, 
up 5% from August but 9% fewer than in September 
1977. A total of 1,979,000 claims were submitted during 
the first nine months of 1978, up 3% from the previous 
year; all provinces and territories reported increases. 
* The count of beneficiaries cannot be related to the benefit 

payments made during a month. Whereas the latter figure 
covers all benefit payments made during the month, the 
count of beneficiaries represents the number of persons 
receiving benefit for a specific week each month. 


Preliminary Report on Job Vacancies, Three Months 
Ended October 31, 1978 — Advance Information 


Preliminary estimates of the average number of jobs 
vacant on a daily basis during the three-month period 
ended October 31 show an increase of 11% from the 
previous three-month period. Vacancies for full-time, 
part-time and casual jobs were 52,300*. Compared 
with the corresponding period in 1977, the number of 
vacancies increased 1,800 or 4%. 


Vacancies for full-time jobs increased by 10% to 
46,200 in the latest three-month period from 41,800. 
Longer-term vacancies (jobs unfilled for more than 
four weeks) increased by 13%. 

For every 1,000 existing jobs in the latest three- 
month period six were vacant, an increase of one from 
the preceding period; there was no change in the 
vacancy rate from the comparable period in 1977. The 
highest vacancy rate was observed in Alberta (12 per 
1,000) while the lowest rate occurred in Newfoundland 
(three per 1,000. 


“The Job Vacancy Survey provides an estimate of the 
average number of vacancies available on any given day ina 
three-month period. The estimate of this three-month 
average is derived from six observations taken at regular 
intervals. Consequently, the survey does not cover those 
vacancies which occur and are filled between individual 
observations. In addition, the survey does not cover 
openings in agriculture, fishing, hunting, trapping and 
households. The data derived from the Job Vacancy 
Survey, taken over time, are consistent and reliable 
indicators of trends in job openings.

Railway Carloadings, October 1978 — Advance Infor- 
mation 


Railways in Canada loaded 23.1 million short tons 
(21.0 million t) or revenue freight in October, an 
increase of 0.8% from a year earlier. The carriers 
received an additional 2.1 million short tons (1.9 
million t) from the United States, an increase of 4.7% 
from October 1977. 

Commodities showing notable percentage changes 
in volume movements during the latest month were: 
potash, up 22.0%; iron ore and concentrates, up 3.7%; 
copper-nickel ores and concentrates, down 90.8%; 
and wheat, down 12.3%. 

During the first 10 months of 1978, rail freight 
loadings decreased 5.7% from the January-October 
1977 period to 200.1 million short tons (181.5 million t). 
Receipts from the U.S. decreased 0.6%. 

Movements of iron ore and concentrates fell 31.4% in 
the latest period, copper-nickel ores and concentrates 


decreased by 26.9% and salt was down 21.6%. But 
haulings of grain (other than wheat) increased 19.4% 
and coal rose 5.9%.

Building Permits, September 1978 — Advance Infor- 
mation 
Building permits activity improved during September 
when the value of proposed construction rose 7.0% to 
a seasonally-adjusted total of $1,117 million from a 
revised $1,044 million in August. The increase was 
entirely in the non-residential sector. In September 
1977, the value of permits issued was $1,086 million. 
Residential permits continued their downward trend 
in September and totalled a seasonally-adjusted $600 
million compared to $617 million in August, while the 
number of new dwellings authorized decreased 5.4% 
to 16,570 units from 17,509 in August. The drop 
resulted almost entirely from a decrease in the number 
of single-detached houses: 8,278 units in September 
compared to 9,184 in August. Translated into annual 
terms, the September performance reflected a rate 
slightly under 200,000 units compared to 210,000 in 
August. 3

Non-residential permits rose 21.0% to $516 million in 
September from $426 million in August, reflecting the 
proposed construction of several new office buildings 
in the Toronto, Calgary and Edmonton areas. .Com- 
mercial projects, comprising warehouses, stores and 
hotels as well as office buildings, rose to $340 million 
from $239 million in the preceding month while new 
industrial plants accounted for $63 million ($75 million 
in August). The level of publicly-initiated buildings 
remained unchanged at $112 million. 

Despite encouraging signs in the level of building 
permits issued during the third quarter of 1978, the 
cumulative total for the first nine months of the year at 
$9.6 billion was only marginally higher than last year’s 
$9.5 billion, and confirms the weakness of the 1978 


building construction program. However, preliminary 
returns for October indicate a further strengthening of 
construction intentions which allows for optimism in 
the coming months. A projection based on October 
returns suggests a seasonally-adjusted permit value of 
$1,200 million compared to $980 million in October 
1977.

Trade with the United States 

A sharp rebound in the second quarter of 1978 in the 
two-way automotive trade with the United States from 
the depressing effects of the exceptionally severe 
winter was followed by a period of more moderate 
growth in July-September. 

The value of exports of motor vehicles and parts 
expanded 18% to $8,408 million in the first nine months 
of 1978 from $7,130 million in the same period of 1977. 
With a jump of 38.5% to $1,797 million, trucks 
accounted for 39% of the over-all gain, as record sales 
of trucks were registered in the U.S. Shipments of 
passenger cars rose 9% to $3,276 million, while exports 
of automotive parts advanced 18% to $3,208 million. 

The relative increase of 12% in imports of motor 
vehicles and parts to $8,891 million in the first nine 
months of 1978 was not as vigorous as-the export 


expansion. Some of the advance in imports was 
reflected in the expansion in shipments of knocked- 
down vehicles by Canadian manufacturers to overseas 
affiliates. The value of imported parts of $5,825 million 
in 1978 accounted for 65.5% of total automotive 
imports, as compared with a 38% share of exports for 
parts. More moderate increases were recorded in 
arrivals of passenger cars and trucks to $2,089 million 
and $883 million, respectively, while tire imports fell 
$27 million to $94 million. 

A doubling of the trucks surplus to $914 million, a 
less substantial expansion in the passenger car 
surplus to $1,187 million and a turnaround from a small 
deficit to a surplus of $33 million in tires outweighed 
the continuing rise to $2,617 million in the parts deficit. 
The over-all automotive deficit with the U.S. con- 
tracted by 40.5% to $483 million in 1978 from $815 
million in the first three quarters of 1977.

Overseas Trade 

Substantial advances in shipments of motor vehicles 
to $535 million, offset partially by a decline in parts 
exports, accounted for a 16% rise in Canadian exports 
of automotive goods to $688 million in 1978. As 
mentioned earlier, forming an important portion of the 
value of these vehicles were automotive parts initially 
imported from the U.S. by Canadian vehicle manufac- 
turers. However, an operational change in the industry 
made towards the end of the period under review is 
expected to shift the preponderance away from 
vehicles to parts exports. 

A rise of 41.5% in imports of automotive products to 
$963 million was three times that of exports. More than 
80% of the over-all import increase was attributable to 
the 62% expansion in passenger car imports. Smaller 
increases took place in imports of trucks, automotive 
parts and tires. 

With a sharp deterioration in the vehicles balance to 
a deficit of $142 million, together with slight increases 
in the deficits on parts and tires, the automotive deficit 
with overseas countries tripled to $275 million from 
$87 million. The deficit for the corresponding period of 
1976 was $200 million. 


Passenger Cars Imports 

While there was an advance of close to 12% between 
the first nine months of 1977 and 1978 in the total value 
of passenger car imports, there was a fractional 
decline in the number imported, on account of a12.5% 
rise in the average price. The impact of an 8% decline in 
the number of U.S. car arrivals exceeded that of a 27% 
rise in Japanese imports together with smaller 
changes in those from other countries. The proportion 
of total car imports originating from the U.S. declined 
to 72.5% in 1978 from 78.2% in the first nine months of 
1977. At about 80.5%, the American share was higher 
in the comparable period of 1975. The share of 
Japanese vehicles rose from 15.2% to 19.5% and the 
proportion for West Germany increased almost one 


percentage point to 5.3%. The exchange rate deprecia- 
tion of the Canadian dollar against the currencies of 
these two countries was closely reflected in the unit 
value rises Of 38% and 25% of Japanese and West 
German cars, respectively. The appreciation of the 
United States dollar versus the Canadian dollar was 
7.4%, as compared with a rise of 11.3% in the average 
prices of American imports. The unit values of 
imported cars are also probably influenced by the 
introduction of new model lines, the timing of base 
price adjustments and the changing import mix 
between the two periods.

Railway Operating Statistics, September 1978 — 
Advance Information 


Canada’s six major railways reported net income of 
$21.6 million in September, up 82.7% from September 
1977. Operating revenue rose by 11.2% to $317.1 
million while operating expenses increased 8.2% to 
$295.6 million. 

Revenue freight ton-miles were up 5.2% in 
September 1978; freight train-miles fell 1.1% and 
freight car-miles increased 0.7%. Average revenue per 
ton-mile of freight was 2.105 cents compared to 1.998 
cents in September 1977. Passenger-miles increased 
22.9%. 

For the first nine months of 1978, operating revenues 
increased 8.5% and operating expenses were up 8.2%. 
Net income rose 13.0% to $167.1 million. Cumulative 
ton-miles showed a decrease of 0.1% while passenger- 
miles increased 8.7%.

Loadings of revenue freight by railways in Canada 
totalled 4.7 million t (5.2 million short tons) in the 
above-noted period, an increase of 8.1% from the 
corresponding seven days in 1977. Tonnage increased 
by 2.6% in the East and was up 14.6% in the West. 

Container-trailer (piggyback) shipments (included 
above) fell 9.9% in the East and rose 26.8% in the West 
to register an over-all decrease of 1.1%. 

Inthe period January 1 to November 21, 1978, freight 
loaded by rail in Canada aggregated 194.3 million t 
(214.2 million short tons), 5.2% below the same period 
in 1977. Loadings in the East were down 12.4%, while 


Western loadings showed a gain of 3.6%. Cumulative 
container-trailer (piggyback) traffic and cars loaded 
were, respectively, 4.6% and 0.8% above the 1977 level.

General Wholesale Price Index (1935-39=100), Oc- 
tober 1978 — Advance Information 


The General Wholesale Index rose 2.1% in October to 
632.6 from its revised September level of 619.4. The 
index was 11.6% higher than in October 1977 when it 
stood at 567.0. The major groups having the most 
effect on the total index in October were wood 
products, vegetable products, non-ferrous metals 
including gold, and animal products. 

The wood products index rose 2.7% due mainly to 
price increases of 2.0% for newsprint and wrapping 
paper, 12.1% for woodpulp and 3.6% for fir. 

Increases of 4.6% for grains, 7.4% for sugar and its 
products and 3.5% for tea, coffee and cocoa were 
largely responsible for a rise of 2.6% in the vegetable 
products index. 

Contributing to a rise of 5.1% for non-ferrous metals 
including gold were price increases of 7.5% for copper, 
7.7% for silver and 14.9% for lead and its products. 

The animal products index showed a rise of 2.4%, 
mainly reflecting increases of 4.8% for livestock and 
2.8% for fish.

The Industry Selling Price Index for manufacturing 
rose 1.0% to 192.8 in October from its revised 
September level of 190.8. The index was 9.0% higher 
than in October 1977 when it stood at 176.9. The major 
groups having the most effect on the total index in 
October were food and beverage industries, paper and 
allied industries, primary metal industries and wood 
industries. 

A rise of 1.5% in the food and beverage group index 
was accounted for largely by price increases of 1.8% 
for slaughtering and meat processors, 5.4% for the 
feed industry, 1.0% for the dairy products industry, 
2.8% for the fish products industry, 2.3% for the 
bakeries industry and 6.0% for cane and beet sugar 
processors. 

The paper and allied industries index rose 2.7%, 
reflecting an increase of 3.5% for pulp and paper mills. 

Increases of 5.2% for smelting and refining and 1.0% 
for iron and steel mills were mainly responsible for a 
rise of 2.5% in the primary metals group index. 

The wood industries index increased 2.0% as the 
index for sawmills and planing mills rose 3.0%.

Travel Between Canada and Other Countries, October 
1978 — Advance Information 


Preliminary statistics for October show that 2.2 million 
United States visitors entered Canada, down 1.2% 
from October 1977. Canadian residents returning from 
the U.S. numBered 2.8 million, a decrease of 7.5% from 
October 1977. Visitors entering Canada from countries 
other than the U.S. totalled 120,200, up 14.4%, while 
Canadian travellers returning from these countries 
decreased by 8.3% to 120,000. 

On a year-to-date basis, 28.4 million U.S. visitors 
entered Canada, a decline of 1.0% from January- 
October 1977, while the number of Canadian travellers 
returning from the U.S. totalled 32.8 million, down 
1.9% from the same period in 1977. Visitors from other 
countries increased by 17.6% to 1.5 million, while 
Canadian residents returning from these countries 
numbered 1.6 million, an increase of 1.3% over the 
same 10-month period of 1977.

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The Labour Force, November 1978 

Both employment and unemployment rose in Novem- 
ber, but Canada’s seasonally-adjusted unemployment 
rate edged up to 8.3% from 8.2% in October. The rate in 
November 1977 was 8.4%. The seasonally-adjusted 
participation rate increased to 62.8% in November 
from 62.7% in the preceding month. The employment/ 
population ratio remained at 57.6%, unchanged from 
October. 

Last month the seasonally-adjusted employment 
level reached 10,213,000, up by 23,000 from October 
and continuing the upward trend of the previous 11 
months. The level for women 25 and over increased by 
15,000 and that for men of the same age group rose by 
5,000. There was little change in the levels for men and 
women aged 15 to 24 years. 

Unemployment, seasonally adjusted, totalled 
919,000 in November, up by 9,000 from the preceding 
month. The level increased by 12,000 for men 15 to 24 
and by 7,000 for women of the same age group. The 
level decreased by 9,000 for men 25 and over, while 
there was little change for women of the same age 
group. 
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Seasonally-adjusted November unemployment 
rates for the provinces, with October rates in brackets: 
Newfoundland 16.5% (16.8%); Prince Edward Island

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Quarterly Estimates of the Canadian Balance of 
International Payments, Third Quarter 1978 


In the third quarter of 1978 the seasonally-adjusted 
current account deficit rose to $1,344 million, up from 
a revised $1,160 million in the previous quarter. 
Unadjusted for seasonal variations, the deficit in the 
quarter was $567 million. Capital movements (which 
are not seasonally adjusted) led to arecord net outflow 
of $1,204 million, while the balancing item represen- 
ting net errors and omissions in the recorded estimates 
of the current and capital accounts was equivalent toa 
net outflow of $813 million. The over-all deficit was 
financed by a net decrease in official monetary assets 
of $2,584 million. 
The main quarterly features were: 
eA slight decrease in the seasonally-adjusted 
merchandise trade surplus to $706 million as the 
value of imports edged up at a faster rate than 
exports. The volume of exports and imports both 
declined in the quarter with the increase in value 
accounted for by rising prices; 
e Among exports, large increases, on a seasonally- 
adjusted basis, for iron ore (which had been severely 
hit by a labour dispute in the second quarter), 
automotive products, wheat, natural gas and wood- 
pulp, while decreases were recorded for nickel, 
aluminum, copper, and most metallic and non- 
metallic mineral products. The declines were par- 
ticularly severe in shipments to the United States, 
reflecting the deceleration in economic growth 
there. Import commodities which rose the most were 
crude petroleum and automotive products, while 
there were declines for chemicals, food and con- 
sumer goods; 
A $161 million increase in the seasonally-adjusted 
non-merchandise trade deficit to $2,050 million, 
mainly due to a deterioration in the deficit for “other 
service transactions”, particularly business services; 
A $1,941 million fall to $333 million in the net inflow 
from capital movements in long-term forms. This 
was more than accounted for by a drop in Canadian 
new issues sold abroad of $2.5 billion, largely 
reflecting the second quarter United States dollar 
and Deutsche mark issues of the Government of 
Canada and the absence of security issues in foreign 
capital markets by provincial governments. Partly 
offsetting this movement was a swing to a net inflow 
for foreign direct investment in Canada and a large 
increase in the net inflow for “other long-term capital 
transactions”, principally medium term bank 
borrowing from abroad by junior governments and 
their agencies; 
eA net outflow of $1,537 million from capital 
movements in short-term forms, up almost $1 billion 
from the previous quarter, mainly due to larger 
outflows to increase both bank and non-bank 
holdings of foreign currency and a swing to a net 
outflow from the rundown in non-resident holdings 
of finance company paper. Movements having the 
opposite effect were a swing to a net inflow from 
“other short-term capital transactions”, mainly due 
to increased short-term bank borrowing and 
changes in accounts receivable and payable; in- 
creased net inflows to build up non-resident 
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holdings of Canadian dollars and a turnaround from 
net repurchases to net sales of Canadian commer- 
cial paper to non-residents; 

An over-all deficit of $2,584 million with reserve 
assets decreasing by $1,318 million and reserve 
liabilities increasing by $1,266 milion. The net 
decrease in reserve assets includes the proceeds of 
additional net drawings by the Government under its 
standby arrangements with Canadian and foreign 
banks of U.S. $100 million and U.S. $1 billion, 
respectively; 

A sharp decline in the external value of the Canadian 
dollar which closed the quarter at 84.43 U.S. cents, 
down from 89.08 U.S. cents at the end of June. The 
United States dollar value of the Canadian currency 
was its lowest since the early 1930s.

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Farm Net Income, 1977 and 1976 (Revised) — Advance 
Information 


Realized net income from farm operations in Canada 
(excluding Newfoundland and the Yukon and North- 
west Territories) amounted to an estimated $3,410 
million in 1977, down 11% from the revised 1976 level 
of $3,790 million. Realized gross income — farm cash 
receipts plus income-in-kind — increased 1% in 1977 
to $11,200 million. These latest data are after revisions 
made to the preliminary estimates of farm expenses 
released in May and are based on additional informa- 
tion from the farm expenditure and agricultural 
enumerative surveys for 1977. 

Total cash receipts for all provinces except New- 
foundland reached an estimated $10,100 million in 
1977, up 1% from the revised 1976 level of $10,000 
million. Increased receipts from the sale of livestock 
and livestock products more than offset a decline in 
crop receipts. Farm cash receipts are a measure of the 
returns to agricultural producers from the sale of all 
farm products except those associated with direct 
inter-farm transfers. They also include wheat board 
participation payments, cash advances on farm-stored 
grains, deferred grain receipts in Western Canada, and 
deficiency payments made by federal and provincial 
governments. 

Farm operating expenses and depreciation charges 
increased in 1977 to $7,830 million, 7.7% above the 
revised 1976 level of $7,270 million, Notable increases 
were recorded for farm expenditures on taxes, fuel, 
repairs to farm buildings, electricity, telephone, and 
interest payments on farm business debt. Operating 
and depreciation charges are a measure of all farm 
business costs incurred by farmers regardless of 
whether they are paid for in cash or accumulated as 
new debt, but exclude payments for goods and 
services obtained directly from other farmers. Direct 
subsidy payments on input purchases are taken into 
account in order that estimates represent only net 
amounts paid by farmers. Depreciation charges are 
estimates reflecting the amount farmers would pay to 
accomodate the decline of machinery and farm 
buildings resulting from obsolescence and wear. 

Total net income — realized gross income less farm 
expenses plus the value of any changes in farm 
inventories — was $3,630 million in 1977.

Retail Trade, October 1978 — Advance Information 


Seasonally-adjusted retail sales for October were 
$5,933.4 million, a decrease of 3.5% from the $6,150.0 
million recorded in September. Sales fell in 17 of the 28 
trade groups. The largest decreases were posted by 
household furniture stores (-12.4%), furniture, TV, 
radio and appliance stores (-10.4%) and motor vehicle 
dealers (-9.6%). The largest increase was reported by 
family shoe stores (11.6%). All provinces except 
Quebec (0.1%) had lower sales ranging from -19.3% 
for Manitoba to -1.3% for Alberta. 

Total retail trade without seasonal adjustment 
reached $5,922.5 million, an increase of 11.7% over 
October 1977.

Manufacturers’ shipments in October 1978, seasonally 
adjusted, were estimated at $11,666.2 million, up 1.2% 
from the revised September level of $11,525.6 million.

Seasonally-adjusted unfilled orders rose 3.1% to 
$12,992.0 million in October from $12,604.4 million in 
the preceding month. ' 

Total inventory owned, seasonally adjusted, was 
estimated at $20,144.9 million, 1.2% higher than the 
revised September estimate of $19,904.9 million. Total 
inventory held rose 1.1% to $21,155.3 million from 
$20,933.5 million with increases of 1.2%, 1.1% and 0.2% 
in raw materials, goods in process and finished 
products. 

The seasonally-adjusted ratio of total inventory 
owned to shipments was 1.73:1 in October, the same as 
in September. The finished products to shipments 
ratio was 0.59:1, also unchanged from the preceding 
month. 

Not adjusted for seasonal variation, manufacturers’ 
shipments in October were estimated at $12,081.5 
million, up 3.0% from the revised September value of 


$11,734.7 million. Cumulative shipments for the first 10 
months of 1978 atan estimated $106,592.2 million were

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Department Store Sales And Stocks, October 1978 —

Department store sales reached $649.7 million in 
October, an increase of 12.3% from the $578.6 million 
registered in October 1977.

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Real Domestic Product, October 1978 — Advance 
Information 

The seasonally-adjusted index of real domestic 
product (1971=100) for October was unchanged from 
September at a level of 135.0. The index of industrial 
production recorded a marginal change to 134.3 in 
October from 134.4 in September. Goods-producing 
industries declined 0.1%, while service-producing 
industries were relatively unchanged from September. 

In goods-producing industries, agriculture, 
construction, manufacturing and utilities recorded 
decreases, while forestry, mining and fishing and 
trapping increased. 

The decline in agriculture was attributable to lower 
production levels for grain and livestock. The 
construction industry declined in October with hou- 
sing starts down from September and _ further 
weakness in non-residential building activity. Manu- 
facturing output declined slightly in October but 
remained high compared to July and August. Non- 
durable manufacturing was down 0.3%, while durable 
manufacturing was unchanged from September. In 
non-durable manufacturing, major decreases were 
recorded in tobacco, rubber and plastics, leather 
products and chemical products, while advances were 
made in textiles, knitting mills, and producers of 
petroleum and coal products. In durable manufactu- 
ring, major gains were made in the wood industries, 
furniture and fixtures, primary metals and electrical 
products. The most substantial decline occurred in 
transportation equipment, where output of motor 
vehicle manufacturers dropped about 9% from Sep- 
tember. A slight decline in electric power output 
accounted for the decrease in utilities. 

Forestry output rose sharply for the second conse- 
cutive month, reflecting strength in both logging 
activity and pulpwood production. Mining output 
increased for the third consecutive month, with 
continued growth in metal mines. 

There was relatively little growth among the service- 
producing industries in October, with increases 
confined to finance, insurance and real estate services, 
and community, business and personal services. 
Transportation, storage and communication, trade 
and public administration and defence services 
recorded declines. 

In finance, insurance and real estate most of the 
growth was attributable to security brokers and 
dealers, and insurance agencies and real estate 
services. In the community, business and personal 
service area, moderate gains were recorded in 
education, services to business management and 
accommodation and food services. 

Transportation, storage and communication ser- 
vices declined for the first time since May. In water 
transport, shipping was disrupted by a week-long 
strike involving major lake-carriers. This strike indi- 
rectly affected the operations of grain elevators which 
declined substantially. Communication services were 
affected by a postal strike which involved some 23,000 
employees for approximately 10 days. The water 
transport strike also affected railway transport, espe- 
cially inthe movement of grain. Air transport increased 
following a strike that occurred in late August and part 
of September. Pipeline transport advanced sharply, 
reflecting increased movement of domestic crude 
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petroleum to eastern refineries. The decline in trade 
was due entirely to a sharp drop in retail trade. 
Decreases were recorded in grocery stores, depart- 
ment stores, motor vehicle dealers, clothing stores, 
and furniture, television, radio and appliance stores. 
The end of the retail sales tax reduction in several 
provinces accounted for the drop in retail trade 
activity. Wholesale trade increased slightly during the 
month. Public administration and defence services 
declined for the third consecutive month with all the 
decline occurring in the federal government sector.

National Highlights 

The All-items Consumer Price Index for Canada 
(1971=100) increased by 0.8% from 179.3 in October to 
180.8 in November. As a result, the 12-month rise 
between November 1977 and November 1978 stood at 
8.8%, up slightly from the 8.7% registered in the 
previous month. Higher transportation charges, par- 
ticularly those for new automobiles, were a large factor 
in the over-all CPI rise, having been responsible for 
about one-half of the increase. As a result, the index for 
all items excluding food advanced by 0.9%. Food 
prices, however, registered a moderate 0.3% rise 
between October and November. 

The 0.3% increase in the food index was largely 
attributable to higher prices for restaurant meals. The 
food-at-home index rose by 0.1% as lower prices for 
selected beef and pork cuts and fresh fruit dampened 
the impact of higher prices for turkey and selected 
fresh vegetables. 

Higher 1979 new cer retail purchase prices which on 
average, after adjustment for quality changes, were up 
5.7% over the October prices for 1978 model cars were 
largely responsible for the 0.9% rise in the index for all 
items excluding food. Other notable price increases 
were also registered for dental care, haircuts and 
hairdressing services and for alcoholic beverages 
consumed in licensed premises. Between November 
1977 and November 1978, the index for all items 
excluding food advanced by 6.8%. 

Viewed in terms of goods and services, the price 
level for goods, including food, advanced by 0.8% in 
the latest month while that for services was up 0.7%. As 
a result, between November 1977 and November 1978, 
the price level for goods increased by 10.3% while that 
for services rose by 6.6%. 

On a seasonally-adjusted basis the All-items Con- 
sumer Price Index advanced by 0.7% between October 
and November: this comprised a 0.6% increase in the 
food index and a 0.7% increase in the all-items- 
excluding-food index. 

City Highlights 

Between October and November, consumer prices 
rose in all 15 cities for which CPIs are published, with 
increases ranging from 0.4% in Winnipeg to 1.2% in St. 
John’s. All cities registered an increase in new car 
purchase prices. Factors which contributed to the 
variation in city price movements included differing 
rates of price movements for food, automobile 
maintenance and recreational items. 

Between November 1977 and November 1978, the 
12-month rise in consumer price indexes ranged from 
6.3% in Saskatoon to 9.6% in St. John’s.

Ownership and Control of Capital Employed in Non- 
financial Industries, 1975 — Advance Information 


The book value of long-term capital, both equity and 
debt, employed in non-financial industries in Canada 
rose by over 13% during the year to $147.2 billion at 
1975 year-end. Non-residents owned 33% of the 
capital employed in these industries, a drop from a 
share of 34% which had prevailed since 1971. Foreign 
control of these industries, which remained unchan- 
ged in 1975 from the previous year at 33%, is projected 
to have dropped by one percentage point to 32% 
during 1976 and to have remained unchanged at that 
level in 1977. 

The series on ownership and control show the 
relative positions of Canadian and foreign investment 
in Canadian non-financial industries. These estimates 
provide measures of, on the one hand, the proportions 
of long-term capital invested by Canadians and by 
non-residents in Canadian enterprises and, on the 
other hand, the proportions of total capital employed 
in Canadian-controlled and in  non-resident- 
controlled enterprises. The first of these measures is 
termed “ownership” and the second “control”. It 
should be noted that “foreign ownership” includes 
portfolio holdings of non-residents as well as foreign 
direct investment, while the data on foreign-controlled 
investment include investment by Canadians and 
investors from third countries in enterprises controlled 
by non-residents. 

Of the $17.5 billion growth in long-term capital 
employed in non-financial industries in 1975 about 
31% or $5.4 billion was provided by non-residents with 
$4.2 billion owned by United States residents and $1.2 
billion by investors in other countries. A large part of 
this additional capital represented undistributed 
earnings which had been reinvested in Canadian 
enterprises. Of the total capital of $147.2 billion 
employed at 1975 year-end, 27% was owned inthe U.S. 
while 6% was owned in other countries. 

At the end of 1975 the proportion of long-term 
capital invested in foreign-controlled enterprises was 
33%, with 26% in U.S.-controlled companies and 7% in 
companies controlled from other countries. Projec- 
tions for 1976 and 1977 of the ratios of foreign control 
indicate that investment in U.S.-controlled enterprises 
will decline to 25% from 26% bringing the proportion of 
capital invested in foreign-controlled companies to 
32% for these two years. 

Among the five broad industrial categories, manu- 
facturing, petroleum and natural gas, and railways 
recorded decreases in the proportion of foreign- 
owned capital while other mining and smelting, and 
other utilities registered increases. In the control 
series, the proportion of foreign-controlled capital in 
three of the industry groups was unchanged from 
1974. There was, however, a decrease in manufactu- 
ring while foreign control in other mining and smelting 
increased. The extent of foreign control in non- 
financial industries ranged from a high of 75% in 
petroleum and natural gas to a low of 1% in railways. 

Foreign-owned capital in the petroleum and natural 
gas industry fell to 54% from 57% as alarge proportion 
of the capital raised in 1975 was from Canadian 
sources. Although foreign-controlled capital remai- 
ned unchanged at 75% from 1974, U.S.-controlled 
capital rose by one percentage point to 60% while that 
of other countries fell by the same amount to 15% as 
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investment in U.S.-controlled enterprises expanded at 
a faster rate than for other enterprises with sizeable 
borrowing from Canadian sources and the reinvest- 
ment of earnings in Canada. Projected estimates for 
petroleum and natural gas indicate that in 1976 and 
1977 U.S. control will drop to 58% while the proportion 
controlled in other countries will decline to 14%. The 
reduction in investment by U.S.-controlled enterprises 
was due largely to the acquisition of the assets of 
Atlantic Richfield Canada Ltd. by Canadians. 

Foreign-owned capita! in the mining and smelting 
industry rose to 58% from 57% while foreign control in 
this industry increased to 60% from 58% at the end of 
1974. Projections of the ratio of foreign control in 
mining and smelting show that there will be a gradual 
drop back to 58% in 1977. There was a decrease in 
foreign investment in railways to 15% while the other 
utilities group relied more heavily on foreign capital, 
increasing to 22% from 20%. Provincial hydro-electric 
authorities borrowed heavily. from their traditional 
source abroad, the U.S., and also in the Eurodollar 
market. Foreign-controlled investment in railways and 
other utilities remained unchanged at 1% and 4% 
respectively. 

Foreign-owned investment in manufacturing com- 
prised 50% of the $40.6 billion in long-term capital 
employed in this industry at 1975 year-end, a decrease 
of two percentage points from 1974. The share of 
capital employed in foreign-controlled manufacturing 
enterprises dropped to 56% with 43% under U.S. 
control and 13% controlled by residents of other 
countries. Projections for manufacturing indicate that 
the ratio of foreign control will decline to 55% at the 
end of 1977. Within manufacturing, the more signifi- 
cant shifts in foreign control in 1975 occurred in 
beverages and chemicals, which both decreased by 
three percentage points to 26% and 82% respectively, 
while the electrical apparatus sector rose by three 
percentage points to 74%. Decreases in foreign 
control, of two percentage points, were registered by 
the pulp and paper, agricultural machinery and other 
manufacturing sectors. 

Among the manufacturing sectors there were large 
variations in the proportions of capital owned and 
controlled by non-residents. The largest spread was in 
the rubber manufacturing sector, where non-residents 
supplied 72% but controlled 99% of the total capital 
employed. The variation was next largest in chemicals 
with foreign ownership at 65% while control was 82%. 
The spread was also sizeable in other manufacturing, 
transportation equipment and electrical apparatus, 
where non-resident control exceeded non-resident 
ownership of the long-term capital employed.

Survey of the Recording Industry, 1977 — Advance

Preliminary results show that 74 record and master- 
tape production companies generated revenues of 
$182,030,878 in 1977 from sales of records and tapes 
manufactured in Canada (selling prices were at the 
first point of delivery and net of allowances for returns 
and Federal sales tax).

Loadings of revenue freight by railways in Canada 
totalled 4.5 million t (5.0 million short tons) in the 
above-noted period, an increase of 17.8% from the 
corresponding seven days in 1977.

Employment, Earnings and Hours (Seasonally Ad- 
justed), October 1978 — Advance Information 


The first estimates of the Canada industrial com- 
posite” index of employment (1961=100) for October 
1978 indicated only a marginal change (-0.1%) from 
September. Increases in forestry, in finance, insurance 
and real estate, and in service were offset by decreases 
in the remaining industry divisions. The Atlantic 
region, Quebec and the Prairie region showed 
increases while the other two regions reported 
decreases. 

Average weekly earnings declined by 0.2% at the 
national industrial composite level in October. Gains 
were registered only in mining (including milling) and 
manufacturing; the only regions showing increases 
were the Atlantic and Prairie regions. 

Average hourly earnings rose in mining (including 
milling) and manufacturing but declined in construc- 
tion. Average weekly hours increased in mining 


(including milling) and manufacturing but decreased 

in construction. 

* Industrial composite is the sum of all industries with the 
exception of agriculture, fishing and trapping, education 
and related services, health and welfare services, religious 
organizations, private households and public administra- 
tion and defence. All statistics are based on returns received 
from employers having 20 or more employees in any month 
of the year. Notes on concepts and methods can be found in 
any issue of Employment, Earnings and Hours.

In recent years, electricity as the principal heating fuel 

has been gaining in popularity, generally at the 

expense of oil. But the proportion of Canadian 
households using electric heat (15.6% in May 1978) is 
still far below that of households using oil (43.6%). The 
corresponding percentages for 1977 were 13.8% using 
electricity and 45.1% using oil. The percentage of 
households using gas remained relatively stable at 
about 38% in both years. Five years earlier, in 1973, the 
figures were: for electricity, 7.0%; for oil, 55.5%; and for 

gas, 34.8%. 

Colour television sets are now found in almost three- 
quarters of Canada’s 7,320,000 households. In May 
1978, 72.3% of households had at least one colour TV 
set, whereas only 67.8% had such a set a year earlier. At 
the same time, the incidence of black-and-white TVs 
decreased to 52.2% in 1978 from 56.3% in 1977. Cable 
television is now available to every second household 
in Canada, up from 46.9% in 1977. 

Other findings of the survey: 

e Automatic dishwashers were present in 23.8% of 
households, an increase from 21.8% in 1977. 

e 27.1% of households had some kind of overnight 
camping equipment, up from 23.5% two years 
earlier. 

e Skiing is a popular sport: 16.9% of households 
owned at least one pair of cross-country skis, and 
14.2% owned downhill skis. 

e While 70.1% of homes had five or more rooms, half of 
these were occupied by small households (three 
persons or less). 


The 1978 survey also showed that 63.2% of private 
dwellings were owner-occupied, 121,000 of which 
were condominiums.

Preliminary Statement of Canadian Trade, November 
1978 
Both Canadian exports and imports, seasonally 
adjusted on a balance-of-payments basis, rose in 
November. Following a drop of 6.7% in October, 
exports rebounded by 7% to a total of $4,878 million, 
which was a shade below the peak September total. 
Imports advanced 3% to $4,543 million in November, a 
record high level, following a smaller rise of 1.5% in 
October. The merchandise trade surplus more than 
doubled to $335 million in November from the revised 
surplus of $153 million in October. While the October 
balance was well below the trend line, the November 
surplus was slightly above the trend value for the 
month and also higher than the average monthly 
balance of $297 million for the first 11 months of 1978. 
In a three-monthly comparison (which is more 
indicative of the underlying movement than often 
erratic month-to-month changes), seasonally- 
adjusted exports gained 16.3% to $14,319 million in the 
three months ending in November, after a 7.3% fall in 
the previous three months. Imports advanced 10% to 
$13,283 million; and the merchandise trade surplus 
accordingly quadrupled to $1,036 million from $250

million in the months of June-August. The latest 
quarterly surplus was still considerably smaller than 
the record high balance of $1,358 million in March- 
May. 

The cumulative surplus of $3,270 million for the first 
11 months of 1978 stood 25% above $2,621 million for 
the same period of 1977. 


Exports (Customs Basis) 

Seasonally-adjusted exports to the United States rose 
9% to arecord high total of $3,393 million in November, 
following a 5% decline in October. Resurging exports 
in the latest month were broadly based, covering food, 
metallic ores, crude oil, newsprint, petroleum 
products, vehicle parts and non-automotive equip- 
ment. Shipments of lumber, chemicals and motor 
vehicles declined in November. 

At $9,770 million, seasonally adjusted, exports to the 
U.S. for the three months ending in November stood 
8.5% above the June-August total, which was frac- 
tionally lower than that of the preceding three months. 
Substantial increases were recorded in September- 
November in shipments of metallic ores, forestry

products, other industrial materials, trucks, other 
machinery and equipment. Exports of fertilizers and 
passenger cars fell in the latest three months. 

Seasonally-adjusted exports to overseas countries 
rose 14% to $1,575 million in November, but were 3% 
below the peak September total. Some 70% of the most 
recent advance was attributable to a resurgence of 
exports to Japan. Shipments abroad of a variety of 
commodities rose in November, including grain, 
metallic ores, coal, pulp, metals and automotive parts. 
Exports of oilseeds, asbestos, newsprint and trucks fell 
from October levels. 

Canadian exports to overseas markets, seasonally 
adjusted, jumped 39% to $4,577 million in the three 
months ending in November. Contributing most 
prominently to this substantial rise were exports of 
wheat, metallic ores, forestry products and non- 
ferrous metals. More moderate increases were record- 
ed in shipments of fish, coal, chemicals and 
automotive goods. 


imports (Customs Basis) 
Seasonally-adjusted imports from the U.S. advanced 
3.5% to $3,208 million in November, topping the $3.2 
billion level for the first time. Increases were concen- 
trated in imports of machinery, equipment (including 
the arrival of a wide-body aircraft) and automotive 
parts. Passenger car imports declined noticeably in 
November; and there were many smaller and generally 
offsetting changes. 

At $9,410 million, seasonally-adjusted imports from 
the U.S. forthe three months ending in November were 


8.3% larger than the value for June-August. 
Widespread increases were registered, covering coal, 
other industrial materials, machinery, — trucks, 
automotive parts, other equipment and consumer 
goods. Seasonally-adjusted imports of passenger cars 
declined in the latest three months. 

Seasonally-adjusted imports from overseas coun- 
tries expanded marginally to $1,423 million in 
November, following a rise of nearly 11% in October. 
Imports from Japan declined for the second 
successive month; but this fall was outweighed by 
increases from other areas, in particular, the develop- 
ing countries. A sharp rise in seasonally-adjusted 
landings of crude oil, which had not yet reflected 
production disruptions in the Middle East, was offset in 
part by declines in imports of motor vehicles and some 
other commodities. 

For the three months ending in November, 
seasonally-adjusted imports from overseas countries 
totalled $4,092 million, up 20% from the preceding 
period. About one-third of this expansion was at- 
tributable to industrialized countries. The over-all 
increase was widely distributed commodity-wise, 
including food, crude oil, other industrial materials, 
machinery, automotive products, other equipment and 
consumer goods.

Mineral Production, 1978 Preliminary Estimate — 
Advance Information 


Based on an estimate prepared by Statistics Canada, 
the total value of 1978 mineral production is expected 
to exceed $19.6 billion, another all-time high. Of this 
amount the metals sector accounted for $5.5 billion 
while non-metals amounted to almost $1.6 billion. The 
largest value was provided by the fuels sector — at 
$11.2 billion. Structural materials, at $1.4 billion, 
accounted for the remainder. 

The leading mineral commodities with correspon- 
ding values were: crude petroleum, $5,660 million; 
natural gas, $3,882 million; iron ore, $1,150 million; 
copper, $1,078 million; natural gas by-products, $957 
million; and zinc, $791 million.
